LONDON, Feb. 12.—The third session 
of the present House of Commons begins 
on Tuesday, when the. King opens Par- 
liament. The third is proverbially a 
dangerous session for Ministers and the 
present one has been heralded by a press 
campaign of extraordinary vigor and 
bitterness: against the Coalition. 
._ For a month past nearly every morn- 
ing. has seen new stories ofgsplits among 
its supporters, defections of- prominent: 
politicians and prophecies ‘of a’ general 
election. As a matter of fact, the pro- 
gram of the Government is such that 
it would not be in the least surprising 
if events made dissolution inevitable, 
but Mr. Lloyd George has denied most 
emphatically that he has any desire to 
ing it about. 
Such questions as reparations and the 
future of Turkey, Ireland and Mesopo- 
tamia are difficult enough for any Gov- 
ernment to handle in face of a deter- 
mined opposition, but in addition the 
King’s speech is likely to show that 
the Ministry intends to deal with three 
of the most controversial of domestic 
problems. / 


Difficulties on All Sides. 


It is pledged to do something for the 
‘‘key ingustries’’ and. to prevent 
‘* dumping ”. and thereby it will arouse 
the intense hostility of the strong free 
trade elements in the country. It is 
likely to deal with the licensing laws 
and must therefore run the gauntlet of 
temperance fanatics and liquor interests: 
It is considering reconstitution of the 
House of Lords and runs the risk of 
stirring up the Radicals. Moreover, it 
is faced with a lamentable increase of 
unemployment and difficulties caused 
by the condition of foreign exchanges, 
and it has to come to some decision 
about the extraordinarily complex mili- 
tary, scientific and political issues which 
are involved in the disarmament and 
naval questions. 

Yet in spite of all the pitfalls such a 
program involves, unbiased political 
prophets are not predicting the fall of 
Premier Lloyd George or the disruption 
of the coalition. The latter begins the 
session with its numerical majority 
scarcely diminished. Its chief weakness 
lies in doubt whether it can count on 
the same discipline in its ranks as in 
former sessions. 

Few members have, indeed, formally 
renounced their allegiance. Lord 
Robert and Lord Hugh Cecil are about 
to cross the floor of the House, but their 
action is more important as a symbol 
than as an actual change in their at- 
titude. Horatio Bottomley and his lit-

ST. AUGUSTINE, Flia., Feb. 12.—In 
the midst today of lively Cabinet gos- 
sip, due largely to a conference of 
Charles G. Dawes with President-elect 
liarding, which started a story that 
ex-Governor Lowden might be made 
head of the Treasury, Mr. Harding let 
it be known thatShe did not stand com- 
mitted to caH an international confer- 
ence in Washington early on the spe- 
cial subject of disarmament. He said 
he had made no such plans, although 
the idea fell in with his general pro- 
posal for ‘an asaociation of nations. He 
added that he would give no specific 
attention to the ‘question of a confer- 
ence until he took. office and had 
learned the status of affairs. 

The question of reduction of military 
and naval establishmerts figures .promi- 
nently in the Harding idea of an as- 
sociation of nations, but any announce- 
ment by Congressional leaders ‘hat one 
of his first acts will be to summon a 
conference at once may be dismissed as 
unauthorized. 

Mr. Harding’s attitude can be de- 
scribed as waiting for developments, 
and in this the result of Sir Auckland 
Geddes’s discussion with the heads of 
his Government may have an important 
bearing. 

Mr. Harding stands ready to divorce 
disarmament from other questions 
which he intends to bring to the atten- 
.tion of foreign powers. If a proposal for 
a: conference should come*.from any 
other nation, it would have hearty co- 
trom his Administration. 


Lowden May Head Treasury: 


The interesting question whether an 
Tilinois man is to enter the Cabinet ‘will 
probably be settled within four or five 
days. Mr. Dawes indicated today that 
he was not a candidate for any political 
appointment, but the problem about ex- 
Governor Lowden remains. Despite re- 
ports that he has declined an invitation 
to enter the Cabinet as Secretary of the 
Navy, it is by no means impossible that 
new developments will blight the aspira- 
tions of Andrew G. Mellon of Pittsburgh 
to be Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. 
Lowden getting that post. It is generally 
accepted that Mr. Lowden would be 
wiHing to take the position. 

Mr. Dawes, who is in Florida to visit 
some relatives, having come directly 
from Washington, where he caused a 
stir by attacking the Congress com- 
mittee’s course in investigating the con- 
duct of the war, called on Mr. Harding 
this morning and spent an hour with the 
President-elect. 


Dawes Is Very Positive. 


Mr. Dawes emerged from Mr. Har- 
ding’s ,temporary office with a broad 
grin on his face and smoking a long 
cigar. 

In various figures of speech he indi- 
cated that he had nothing to say and 
that any information concerning the con- 
ference must come from the: President- 
elect. When reminded that he had said 
at Washington that he would not go 
into politics he remarked: 

‘‘ Well, do you think I am going in? 
If you do, you have some imagination.’’. 

‘“‘Were Cabinet matters discussed, 
General?’ he was asked. : 

‘‘It is Senator Harding who can say 
anything he chooses about the Cabinet,’’ 
he replied. Then, as he left the room, 
he turned and ex! ioded: 

‘Hell, I’m not General noy; I'm

SENATOR THREATENS 
TO IMPEACH LANDIS 


Dial Says He Will Act if Judge, 
as Reported, Freed Embezzler 
of $96,500 Without Bail. 


CHARGE 


LANDIS. ADMITS 


Repeats Statement and Asserts 
He Sends It to Senator With 
His Compliments.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—If Judge 
Kenesaw M. Landis of the Federal Court 
at Chicago released on his own recog- 
nizance yesterday, as he is said to have 
done, a man who pleaded guilty to the 
embezzlement of $96,500, because the 
bank that employed that man paid him 
a salary of only $90 a month, Senator 
Dial? of South Carolina. will seek the 
impeachment of Judge Landis. Senator 
Dial made this announcement in the 
Senate late this afternoon ‘after read- 
ing into the record an article that ap- 
peared in-a New York newspaper. 

‘I have been practicing law for over 
a third of a century,’”’ said Senator 
Dial, ‘‘ but this is the most outrageous 
pronouncement that I ever heard issued 
from a court. I have alwayg had a 
very high regard for the, bench and I 
am glad to say that in this country the 
judges deserve this regard. 

“Tt is not the business of this Judge,” 
added Senator Dial, ‘‘to say what the 
Directors shall pay the employes of their 
institutions... While $90 may appear 
small to him, yet there are many, many 
people in the United States working in 
positions of trust who do not receive 
any more. than $90, and whether their 
compensation is sufficient or not is no 
excuse and no reason for them to put 
their hands into the pockets of their 
employer, and is no reason why ‘they 
should be encouraged to steal and be 
encouraged by such statements from of- 
ficials on the bench.”’ . 

“Does the Senator ‘know anything 
about .Judge Landis?’ asked Senator 


Thomas. 

“Yes, I know something about him,’ 
replied Senator Dial. 

‘““Then the Senator probably knows, 
Senator Thomas added, ‘‘ that he is per- 
haps the most conspicuous baseball 
crank now holding so high a position.”’

Mounted Force Scatters Big 
Crowd Attacking Stalled 
Cars in Business Centre.

Union Leader Declares Striking 
Trolley Men Can “‘ Hold Out 
' as Long as Company.” 


ALBANY, Feb. 12.—Mounted police 
drove back late today several hundred 
strike sympathizers who rushed toward 
twe stalled, street cars operated’ by 
strikebreakers in the centre of Albany’s 
business district. 

Just as the mob, yelling loudly, ran 
toward the’ cars, the bluecoats, who 
screened the twoscore strikebréakers, 
spurred their mounts and headed into 
the crowd. swinging their batons. Dur- 
ing te tumult a brick was sent crash- 
ing through a car window, and a man 
in the crowd was. slightly injured by 
a blow on the head. The attempted 
attack was at Broadway end State 
Street and was witnessed by several 
thousand citizens who rushed from 
offices and hotels. 

The interior of the post office had 
lost its calm a few moments before, 
when a strikebreaker left a street tH} 
outside and dashed. mto the building. 
Several men were quickly on his heels, 
jerking his coat’ off as he entered an 
irner door. Police rescued him from his. 
hiding place inside the Superintendent’s 
office. He explained that he entered 
the post office to mail a letter. 

Large crowds lined the sidewalks along 
Brogdway for several blocks through- 
out the afternoon and taunted non-union 
men employed in removing snow from 
the rails. Bystanders jeered méfrily 
whenever the car wheels slipped off the 
track, which was a frequent occurrence. 
The onlookers were continually scat- 
tered, however, by mounted police. 

Eight hours’ labor by crews of two 
cars and a sweeper opened less than 
two- miles of single track, and tonight 
a drop in temperature threatened to 
freeze a solid coat over the rails. 

At Troy slow progress was made by 
the lone car trying to move through the 
snow. There were no disturbances in 
that city. 

One of the ward organizations in Troy 
appointed tonight a committee of ten io 
make an effort to have ten other citi 
zens appointed from each of the seven- 
teen wards to form a committee to uy 
to have the strike troubles arbitrated. 

A tractor was used with some success 
at Troy in breaking up the snow covet- 
ing the tracks, and company officials 
said more tractors would be utilized to- 
morrow. 

Joseph S. Droogan, head of the union 
of -1,200 men on strike, declared tonight 
that if the fight was reduced to a ques- 
tion of finance,-the strikers ‘‘ could hold 
out as long as the.company.’”’ 

Reports that several fire hydrants had 
been opened in Troy and that street car 


tracks were being flodded were received 
tonight. 

The temperature was below freezing 
and it was said that within a few hours 
the tracks would be covered with ice.

Dr. Philip Horowitz, one of the special- 
ists who have been attending Enrico Car- 
uso during the. Metropolitan tenor’s ill- 
ness from pleurisy, fell from his horse in 
Central Park two weeks ago and frac- 
tured his skull, it was learned last night. 
The physician, who is thirty-nine years 
old and a graduate of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, class of 1904, 
has been very ill, but now is recovering, 
it was said at his home.

Companies Divert Steamships. to 
Boston, Where Federal Force 
Is to Be Augmented. 


A manifest lack of co-operation. be- 
tween immigration officials.and the New 
York Department of Health developed 
yesterday, seriously embarrassing mu- 
nicipal efforts to bar out typhus and 
other infectious plegues, and permitting 
eight vermin-laden immigrants to land 
at the Battery. 

The clash develored after Commis- 


sioner of Immigration Frederick A. Wal- | 


lis had received a telegram from the: 
Secretary of Labor directing the Ellis 
Island_staff to ‘‘ pe no Interference 
by municipal officers with present ex- 
aminations.’’ _This action of the Labor 
Department was characterized by a local 
official as‘ ‘‘ petty bureaucratic poli- 
tics.’’ 

Although no new cases of typhus were 
reported in the city, and advices were 
that/the patient in Willard Parker Hos- 
pital was on his way to recovery, Health 
Commissioner Royal S. Copeland con- 
tinued his campaign to keep out the 
plague. He reported that Dr. Leland 
Cofer, Health Offtcer of the Port, pre- 
dicted the death within twelve hours of 
one of the thirty-four typhus sufferers 
in-quarantine at Hoffman Island. 
‘Early he opened an immigrant inspec- 
tion office on the second floor of the 
Municipal Ferry. House at the Battery. 
He stationed a force of diagnosticians 
and clerks there and sent thirty police- 
men to the Barge Office to. await ar- 
rivals from Ellis Island. Superintendent 
Perey Baker at the. island, acting on 
the ‘‘ hands off” telegram from Wash- 

be ordered the policemen out of 
the ‘Barge Office: He oh out that 
the Health Commissioner's authority to 
take charge of immigrants did not hold 
on Federal property, which the Barge 
Office is. 

The policemen had to stand outside 
and endeavor to pick out the immigrants 
as they mingled in the crowds coming 


off the Ellts Island boats. Of the 2004 


they managed to corral and bring be- 
fore Copeland’s men, eight were found 
to have vermin on their bodies and in 
their baggage. The immigrants coming 
in were from the 800 twice turned back 
at the islfnd from the Holland-Amer- 
ica. steamship Ryndam. Dr. Copeland 
pointed out that no typhus had been 
found on the Ryndam, but that the tm- 
migrants probably came from an infect- 
ed zone, ‘‘and, anyway, I do not pro- 
pose to have filthy immigrants dumped 
on this city.” 


Ships Diverted to Boston. 


In t’. face of State Department ip- 
structions to American Consuls in Italy 
to redouble their watch on ships de- 
parting for America, steamship owners 
cabled their representatives to. scrutin- 
ize those seeking passage here. 

And, finding that Dr. Copeland in- 
tended to hold fast to his declaration to 
bar out those unfitted to land, wireless 
orders from owners went to the Holland- 
America liner Niecw Amsterdam, the 
Red Star liner Finland, the Italian 
steamship Re d’Italia and the Scandi- 
navian-American vessel United States 
to proceed~to Boston. /The ships are 
bringing 4,600 passengers. 

The passengers will be examined and 
landed at Boston, it was said. There is 
no. ‘‘ local opposition ’’ ‘there, it was 
pointed out, and Assistant Secretary ef 
State Ewing Laporte, in charge of the 
United States Public Health Service at 
Washington, said the Federal staff of 
physicians and Inspectors would be in- 
creased to meet the situation. 

The ‘‘hands off’ policy of the De- 
partment of Labor was disclosed in this 
message to Commissioner Wallis: 

“‘ Referring to telephonically reported 
controversy between municipal and State 
authorities relative to medical inspec- 
tions, by order of the Secretary, permit. 
no interference by municipal officers 
with present examinations. Proceed 
with examinations in customary man- 
ner, landing inimigrants as heretofore, 
leaving to the municipal authorities re- 
sponsibility for such steps as they may 
choose to take after immigrants have 
left Federal property.” 

The handicap under which‘ his staff, 
just settled to work at the ferry house, 
was. working and the foregoing  tele- 
gram were communicated to Commis- 
sioner Copeland by reporters. -He* was 
plainly surprised and vexed.

Ex-Governor Whitman was asked yes- 
terday to investigate a story that 


was assassinated in Mulberry. Street, 
100 feet from Police Headquarters, on 
Thursday, had been shot at the behest 
of a policeman. 

Former Magistrate Frederick J. Groehl 
and Detective William Reith, assistants 
to Mr. -Whitman, walked into the West 
145th Street Police, Station at 1:30 
o’clock this morning with a prisoner who 
was booked as Thomas O’Brien. 
Whether the detention had any connec- 
tion with the Alterio inquiry ‘could not 
be learned. At the station it was said 
no charge had been made against. the 
prisoner and at Mr. Groehl’s home, 601 
West 149th Street, it was said he was 
not in. 

According to Pe circumstantial story 
which was laid. before Mr. Whitman, 
Alterio had told a story at Police Head- 
quarters involving bootleggers and was 
shot for. doing so. No evidence was 
submitted in support of this theory, and 
Mr. Whitman refused to act in the mat- 
ter yesterday on the basis of!an un- 
substantiated report, but he said: 

‘If the statements made to me have 
any justification in fact they point to a 
remarkable situation, and I shall start 
an investigation on Monday, not of the 
crime itself, but of the information pre- 
sented to me.”’ 

A policeman, according to the story, 
gave the signal for the murder of Al- 
terio. The policeman, so the narrative 
ran, walked out of Police Headquarters 
when Alterio left the building and made 
a sign with his hand to indicate that 
Alterio had ‘ squealed.’”” His signal is 
said to have been seen by a bootlegger 
who trailed Alterio to Police Headquar- 
ters. The bootlegger then shadowed Al- 
terio, the rumor proceeds, and at a con- 
venient spot opened fire. Alterio was 
killed at the first shet but the assassin, 
in his.anxiety to be thoroygh, kept on 
firing, and one bullet hit a’woman in the 
leg. This was Mrs. Aida Perretti of 82. 
Mulberry Street. 


Arrested a Grocer. 


Antonio Mancini, a grocer of Provi- 
dence, R. I., who was arrested by po- 
licemen, who ran him down in a taxi- 
cab, and identified by several witnesses, 
He was locked up in the Tombs without 
ball.

PARIS, Feb. 12.—A battle of blondes 


and brunettes has broken out in Paris 
and is being waged in every district and

The Senate 
at Washington’ having not ratified the 
Treaty of Versailles has seen the most 
extravagant efforts uf German propa- 
gandists based on this action. .

COLBY SAYS CHARGES 
ARE PROPAGANDA 


Writes Senator Spencer That 
Stories About Black Troops 
Originate in Berlin. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Secretary of 
State Colby, in a letter to Senator 
Spencer of Missouri, relative to charges 
that French negro colonial troops on 
duty in the occupied area of Germany 
have been guilty of serious offenses 
against women and children, has in- 
formed the Senator that the evidence 
indicates the falsity of the charges and 
that they appeared to be propaganda 
carried on through the columns of Ger- 
man newspapers. Secretary Colby said 
that there were now no black troops in 
Germany and that the charges were re- 
futed by American military and diplo- 
matic representatives in Europe and by 
responsiblé German citizens. 

The letter was written in reply to an 
inquiry by Senator Spencer, who said 
he had received a great number. of let- 
ters from persons in Missouri charging 
that the colonials were committing va- 
rious outrages against the German civil 
population in the occupied areas. 


Secretary Colby’s letter to Senator

‘*The newspaper reprts on this sb- 
ject are incorrect. Our offer will not be 
as l one. The nation must learn to 
realize that what we shall offer cannot 
be extracted from the national wealth, 
but must be prceoea by work. And 
this raises the question whether in 
these circumstances all the fruits of the 
revolution can be safeguarded. 

‘““Work will have to be organized on 
a great scale, and what we offer must 
be made good.’’ 


PARIS, Feb. 12.—The Reparations

The 
advances were made during the Ver-

ness to the Government of. the United 
States have been disapproved by the 
Treasury Department. 

There was a rumor after the com- 
mittee hearing that President Wilson 
had agreed at Paris to seek the cancel- 
lation of the Allies’ debts to us after the 
treaty had been ratified by the Senate. 
The fact is that the President was ap- 
proached several times at Paris with 
informal suggestions that the war debt 


be pooled, and that the United States 
pay a proportronare snare as if it had 
entered the war in August, 1914. These 
suggestions were rejected by the Presi- 
went and by the American financial and 
economic representatives. 

Suggestions were also made that the 
United States cancel the debts owed by 
the allied countries, but it was under- 
stood that these also were recelyed 
coldly by the American delegation. The 
attitude of the entire American peace 
delegation at Paris and the American 
financial and economic advisers was op- 
posed to cancelling the allied debt to 
the United States. © 

France has not proposed the cancella- 
tion of her debt-although the French 
Government sounded this Government 
on the matter. Owing to the attitude of 
this Government France did not make 
any formal requests. The sounding was 
done during the time that Senator Car- 
ter Glass of Virginia was Secretary of 
the Treasury. . 

The statement of Secreta Houston 
before the committee is understood to 
have been in great detail. The session 
lasted more than three hours.

No 
arrests were made in the raids, but. the 
evidence will be placed in the hands of 
Federal officials tomorrow. | ; 

Yonkers, the home of William H. 
Anderson, State Superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon League, has been the scene 
of sporadic Hquor raids for months. 
The investigation which resulted in 
yesterday's raid was ordered by Morris 
D.  O'Keef;, Commissioner of Public 
Safety, about two weeks ago. Detec- 
tives were assigned to obtain evidence 
of sales on which to base the request 
for search warrants. The warrants were 
issued by Judge William 8. Blakely and 
everything. set for the raids to begin 
at 8 o'clock. 

Captain Brady detailed a policeman 
to each: of the saloons. Groups were 
designed to make the raids under 
the direction of Lieutenanis Diatzheim, 
Beckhout, Welsh, Vansteenberg, O'Hara 
and Murray, It was 1 o’clock in the 
efternoon before the task was. com- 
pleted.

“Over nine-tenths or we territory of 
the United States prohibition is being 
enforced reasonably well, much better 
than many other laws, in fact,’’ said 
Mr. Pickett. ‘‘ In Western Pennsyl- 
vania, certain parts of New Jersey, in 
New York City and in a few other 
localities, resistance to the law’ has been 
more and more successful as the months 
haye passed. Prohibition enforcement 
in these localities is very far from sat- 
isfactory. This {s due to a natural 
reaction, to better acquaintance on the 
art of lawbreakers with methods of 
aw evasion, to a propaganda of law- 
lessness being carried on in some great 
newspapers, and otherwise to the failure 
of those States and municipalities to 
co-operate with the Feder. officlals, 
ané to the weaknesses in the policy of 
prohibition enforcement referred to 


above. 

‘* Much of the violation of the law is 
Gue \directly to incitement on the part 
of those who have a political motive in 
re-establishing the beer saloon as a po- 
litical agency. 

“Entirely too many Ud bv or 
‘patent’ medicines have been consumed 
for beverage purposes during the last 
year. ».These medicines are, as a rule, 
a curse to the country at any time, al- 
though such.a statement, if unqualified, 
would be unfair to some of them. 

** The Prohibition Enforcement Bureau 
has just thoroyghly revised its entire 
hag in regard to patent medicines, and 

is believed that any manufacturer 
who Se a permit hereafter will, in 
fact, producing a medicine truly un- 
fit for beverage use. 

‘Large. quantities of liquor have ap- 
peared on the market as the result of 
forging of. withdrawal permits. This:is 
especially true in regard to New York. 
For several months the Commissioner's 
office has been working on a system 
of safeguarding these permits. A spe- 
cial paper has been prepared and other 
methods will ve t into operation 
March 1 which, it is believed, will make 
forgery very difficult. 

‘“An opinion of the Attorney’ General 
has also stopped the issuance of per- 
mits to wholesale dealers in liquors. 
Wholesalers will be given an opportunity 
to dispose of their stocks on hand, but 
they can then withdraw no more. 

‘The amendment itself does not pre- 
vent the importation of liquors for 
‘medicinal purposes,’ &c., and the’only 
way to handle this is to see that the 
consignees are not allowed to receive the 
liquor unless they are able to prove that 
it is for legitimate use. 

‘‘Much trouble has en cauged by 
the misuse of alcohol/ withdrawn for 
manufacturing purposes, and steps are 
being taken to safeguard this opening. 

‘A suggestion of undoubted value is 
that the injunction clause of the Vol- 
stead law should be more freely used.

Won't Interfere With State Con- 
trol—King Attacks: Bill.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Urging the 
passage of the Smith-Towner bfil, which 
creates a department of education, Sena- 
tor ‘Hoke Smith of Georgia asserted in 
the. Senate today that the only oppo- 
sition to the enactment of the proposed 
law comes from certain organizations 
within the Catholic Church. 

‘* They attack,’’ he said, °’ what they 
call_a proposed autocratic control by a 
national Secretury of Education of the 
public and private schools of the coun- 
try. They have even gone so far as to 
say that this measure is directed against 
the religion of Jesus Christ. I think

PARIS, Feb. 12.—The French rail- 
roads are losing 8,000,000 francs per day, 
which the French Government makes 
good, according to a report made to; 
the Senate Finance Committee. In 1920 
the total deficit from operation was | 
3,100,000,000 francs. Although only one 
of the seven systems is owned by the} 
Government, under the joint system of | 
operation which the war left the Gov-'! 
ernment supplies funds and makes up 
deficits. According to the figures pre- 
sented to the committee, the situation 
is not improving, despite the ‘large 





amount of rolling stock turned over 
by the Germans since November, 1918. 

The experts’ report says that the eight- 
hour law has added enormously to the 
expenses of rajlroad operation. The 
Government is working out*a new 
scheme for the operation of the rail- 
roads, but in the meanwhile a resolution 
of the. Senate committee declares that ;

VANDERLIP IN PEACE PLEA. 


Attacks Industrial Servitude and 
Urges Foreign Trade. 


OSSINING, N. Y., Feb. 12.—World 
peace, a better understanding between 
capital and labor, and a larger concept 
of world affairs on the part of labor, 
are among the developments necessary 
if society is to solve the problems now 
facing it, according to Frank A. Vafider- 
lip, former President of the National 
City Bank, who spoke at a Lincoln Day 
disner given by Dr. Amos L. Squire of 
Ossining tonight. 

‘The thing we are suffering from,’’ 
Mr. Vanderlip said, ‘‘is not so much 
the result of the war—it is the inter- 
ruption and the throwing out of gear 
of the world’s economic machinery. 

‘‘We must have peace; if we don’t 
many millions will die of starvation. 
If industrial workers are to hope for 
better conditions, they have got to look 
forward to peace and renewed trade re- 
lations with all parts of the world. We 








must get some new concepts of foreign | 


trade. We used to owe the world some 
millions of dollars. Today the world 
owes us fifteen or eighteen billion dol- 
lars. They can only pay us in goods. 
We must let in their goods if we. are to 
send out our goods. . 
‘There has beer built up in this 
country what some workmen term in- 
dustrial slavery. 1 do not know as [ 
would call it that. 1 know we have had 
terrible injustices in industry. We have 
had something that approximates servi- 
tude.’ The welfare of jabor, I believe, 
lies in a larger concept of world af- 
fairs. There must be a better under- 
standing and a broader sympathy be- 


tween capital and labor.”’

Chosen from among’ twenty-one dogs 
that represented the best in their re- 
spective breeds, Midkiff Seductive, a 
Cocker Spaniel bitch owned by Ww. T. 
Payne of Kingston, Pa., was elevated 
to the pinnacle of dogdom yesterday at 
the annual exhibition of the Westmin- 
ster Kennel Club in Madison Square 
Garden. She was adjudged best in the 
Show. at the end of one of: the closest 
contests that have been held in years, 
and finally was placed above the vet- 
eran Pekingese champion, Phantom of 
Ashcroft, owned by Elbridge 
Snow Jr. It was the first time in the 
history of the show that the premier 
honors. had been won by a _ cocker 


spaniel. 
So close was the contest that after 


the dogs had been in the ring for nearly | 


en hour the two judges, Charles Hopton 
end Norman K. Swire, could not agree 
en a verdict. Hopton held out for the 
Pekingese, while Swire favored tne 
cocker spaniel.. It was necessary to call 


upon Dr. John E. DeMund, the referee, | 


to give the final decision. He put the 
two dogs through a series of tests for 
tully ten minutes and then decided for 
Midkiff: Seductive. 

The verdict appeared to meet with the 
general approval of the several thousand 
spectators and _ fanciers who had 
crowded into the Garden and filled every 
bit of vantage space. There were rounds 
of applause for the winner as Mr. Payne 
gathered her up in his arms and made 
his way out of the ring with the-much 
sought ribbon in his possession. 

Werdict Surprises Fanciers. 


Yet that this triumph should come to 
@ cocker spaniel was a distinct sur- 
price ‘to the great crowd of dog fanciers 
at least. It was one of sevcral breeds 
that had been given practically no con- 
sideration in thé forecasts. Moreover, 
Midkiff Seductive had never accom- 
piished enough to make herself known 
at a big show. She is a little over & 
years old and, though she had come 
through in the earlier classes. in the 
show in which she was shown, she was 
an unknown in comparison to those dogs 
that had figured prominently in various 
specialty and Westminster shows. * 

One reason why thé victory of the 
cocker was a surprise was that for 
several hours before the judging in. this 


class it had been said around the Gar- 
den that the victory of Phantom of 
Ashcroft was a foregone conclusion. This 
was due to the fact that the wonderful 
little Peke had been placed above a 
number of the erstwhile strong con- 
tenders for the big prize in one of the 
apeciaity classes earlier in the day. 

In this early specialty class Phantom 
of Ashcroft reigned supreme. in_ the 
class were’ such dogs as Aberfoyle 
Trevelac Tit Bit, a tox terrier; May 
Morn Weather, -the winning Englisn 
sheepdog; Sabine Fernlike, the smooth- 
haired fox terrier, and the champion 
chow, Lord Cholmondley. ‘The Peke dis- 
posed of these without much of a strug- 
gle-and as the same judges were to 
officiate later at the best of show it 
seemed that Phantom of Ashcroft had 
few rivals left to beat to in the hig 
prize. His victims inciuded practically 
all the dogs that had been figured to 
have a good chance against him. 

The Pekingese champion has probably 
never been in better shape than he was 
yesterday and he is now six years old. 

e was set down in as-near perfect con- 
dition as is possible with a dog, and he 
had lost none of the tricks that had won 
for him so many times in important 
shows. However, Midkiff Seductive was 
recognized as a match for him quite 
_— time before the verdict was ren- 

ered. 


Big Crowd Becomes Restive. 


The judging for the best dog/in the 
show did not begin until 5:30, as it was 
necessary, to go through a long list of 
specialty classes for various awards. 
These. were judged with dispatch, but 


the crowd, which was one of the largest 
that ever witnessed the climax of a 
Westminster show, had been on hand 
or two hours and a half and had be- 
come restless. The aisies and the bal- 
conies of the Garden were filled, and 
it was with difficulty that the exhibi- 
tors made their way to the ring to 
show their dogs. ’ 

When the dogs finally filed into the 
ring they were as fine a collection as 
one might ever hope to see. They repre- 
sented the utmost that‘can be given in 
care and expense to a dog. They were 
groomed to the minute. The Russian 
wolfhound and the shepherd dogs tow- 
ered over some of the toy specimens, but 
the little fellows seemed to rest easy 
in the knowledge that size was not a 
factor. 

Besides the two which finally took 
first and reserve were Blarney Beck- 
side Begorra, an imported Irish terrier, 
and Roughan Na Flaw of the same 
breed; Doreda Warland Strategy, repre- 
senting the Airedales; the Boston ter- 
riers, Mosholu Buddie Blink and Cock 
o’ the Walk; the English sheepdog, 
Cloverly Weather; the bull terrier, Hay- 
market Faultless, winner at the show 
three years ago; greyhound, Lansdowne 
Sunflower; English bulldog, Tams Re- 
suit; pointer, Lansdowne Prairie Bell; 
Samoyede, Tobolsk; Doberman Pincher, 
Joffre H. H.; Scottish terrier, Albourne

STRAIN TELLS ON ‘GOULD 


(Columbla Veteran Not Physically | 


Equal to Fast Pace, but Succumbs | 
Only in Final Strokes. 


In a match that for the speed and ex 
pertness of play furnished a fitting 
climax to the national squash tennis 
tournament, Fillmore Van S. Hyde of 
the Harvard Club won the national 
championship from Jay Gould, Columbia 
Club, yesterday afternoon, in the final 
‘round on the Yale Club courts. This 
was Hyde's second winning of the title, 
which he held also in 1918. His defeat 


tional open and amateur honors in court 
tennis and who has also reached the top 
in racquets was: accomplished by only 
the slightest superiority of court tac- 
tics and by only the smallest advantage 
in stroking. Curiously enough, the 
slender, frail-looking Harvard man tri- 
umphed in the last analysis by display- 
ing the greater powers of physical en- 
durance. 

The scores of the match were 15—9, 
15—5, 16-18, 18-15. The first two 
games went to Hyde as decisively as 
the scores show. Both men were rely- 
i n fast, low, around-the-court 
aNete Bul Hyde is the master of the 
Columbia man in this style of game, At 
any rate, he was yesterday. He knows 
angles like a three-cushion billiardist. 
His fadeaway shots to the back wall 
gre marvels of judgment in pace as well 
as in the utilization of the angles. Start- 
ing with the third session, Gould dis- 
covered his mistake in trying to outwit 

iyde at his own game, an thereupon 
changed his tactics. 


Gould Makes Rally. 


The Columbia man began to hit the 
bull straight up and down the court, ap- 
plying such tremendous force to his 
shots that Hyde could not dodge quickly 
enough to get out of their path. Repeat- 
edly the ball hit the tall Harvard cham- 
pion on the rebound from the front wall. 
Gould's rally was spectacular, and for 
a time threatened to throw the match 
into five games: He varied his tactics 
just enough to keep Hyde continually in 
doubt as to what was coming next. He 
won the third game after it had gone 
into extra points and continued the 
same terrific pace in the early stages 
of the fourth game. 

In this game, which gave Hyde his 
second ownership of the title, Gould was 
in the lead from his second inning to 
his fifteenth. He had the points 7—3 in 
his favor, and again 8—4, 11-7 and 
13—10. But the strain had begun to tell 
on him. The pace was too not, and he 
was not physically equal to the task of 
maintaining it. His datigue was palpa- 
ble, and he leaned against the wall 
when the fraction of a second presented 
iteelf for rest. . 

Hyde, in the meantime, was playing 
the smooth squash characteristic of him, 
gaining the maximum of speed with the 
minimum of apparent effort and con- 
serving his-energy better even than such 
@ marvel as Gould is in the execution 
of shots. In his fifteenth hand Hyde 
collected three aces and set the game 
at 13. This was the beginning of the 
end. After the game had run into extra 
points Gould won two aces, one on & 
clean placement and another on @ tell- 
tale by Hyde. But the Harvard man 
assumed the lead in the next hand, 
gaining four points on two beautiful 
placements, an out by Gould and a 
sérvice ace. ‘H¥de missed the match 
point in this hand on an _ out, but 
promptly won the service back with an- 
other unreturnable around-the-court 
shot. Then he finished the game and 
match with a soft shot that landed out 
of Gould’s reach in the centre of the 
forecourt.

YACHT DEFENDERS 


iNew York Y. C. Holds Series of 
Secret Experimental Races 
With Miniature Craft. 


e 


BOSTON, Feb. 12.—Defense of the 
America’s Cup against the next foreign 
challenge has already begun, it was an- 
nounced today. Forward looking yacht- 
ing interests affiliated with the New 
York Yacht Club have gone further to 


anticipate another international effort 
to lift the cup than any previous known 
attempt to work out yachting strategy 
or design. 

Two model yachts built to a size and 
in detail unequalled by any working 
model known were the mediums of re- 
search tests. The results of these tests 
will probably be reflected in the next 
races for thc classic cup. The models, 
representing tifferent theories of con- 
struction and rig, were matched against 
each other under all kinds of wind and 
weather in the isolated waters of Cape 
Cod Bay, off Provincetown, in a series 
of races that extended through several 
months of the Fall and early Winter. 

The results are not now divulged, nor 
is the source of the large sums that 
were spent on the construction and oper- 
ation of the miniature yachts made 
known, but the models have’ been 
shipped to the New York Yacht Club for 
safe-keeping and exhibition and the data 
is held by W. Starling Burgess, the 
naval architect and builder who de- 
signed the boats and supervised their 
sailings. The models were nine feet long 
and the ‘masts were fifteen feet in 
height. They cost $3,000 each to build 
and weighed between 200 and _ 300 
pounds. 

The little yachts for the purposes of 
the tests were made to represent oppos- 
ing ideas in sloop architecture and were 
changed from time to time to try out 
new possibilities of sail plan and boat 
balance. The tests were held over a 
three-mile course.

Electric tron Starts Wake in Joseph 
Henry Bullding.

PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 12.—Prince- 
ton’s famous Joseph Henry House, the 
residence of the Dean of the college for 
more than a century, today almost fell 
‘a victim to the electrical science which 
saw its first development there.

PILFERAGE IN BRITAIN. 


Large Claims Put In for the Theft 
of Goods in Transit. 


Consul General Skinner. has reported 
from London that commercial circles in 
Great Britain are much exercised be- 
cause of. the increasing pilferage of 
goods in transit. Accordingly a com- 
mittee has been appointed by the Lon- 
don Chamber. of Commerce, comprising 
representatives of merchants, manu- 
facturers, cartage contractors, export 
packers, shipping and forwarding 
agents, master lightermen and others, 
with a view to taking such steps as 
seem best suited to deal with the evil.

IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 


Conditions of Industry Today and 
Since the Armistice. 


The industrial development of Czecho- 
slovakia, The Manchester Guardian re- 
ports, is reflected in statistics which are 
now available and cover the period since 
the foundation of the republic in Octo- 
ber, 1918. In 1919, fifty-six new limited 
companies were established, with a capi- |A 
tal of 270,000,000 crowns, while in 1920 
no fewer than 130 similar concerns 
started business, with an aggregate capi- 
tal of 756,000,000. The reason for this 
industrial expansion was the desire to 
emancipate the home demand for manu- 
factured articles as much as possible 
from foreign competition, which in itself 
was a healthy sign. The movement was 
aided by a policy of import restrictions 
and by the imposition of a customs tariff 
on goods admitted. 

Although the development of the local 
industries increased the production, it 
cannot. be said that the population has 
benefited by it, because the import re- 
strictions killed competition, and even 
when the prices of certain manufactured 
articles dropped considerably abroad the 
local market did not follow suit. Hence 
the consumers are holding: their .hands, 
with the result that in several branches, 
notably in boots, textiles and glass, 
great stocks have accumulated which, 
owing to the high prices demanded by 
the manufacturers, cannot be’ cleared 
either at home or abroad. 

Czechoslovakia is feeling ‘the general 
depression in trade experienced in other 
countries, though’ her markets in East 
Poland, Ukraine, Hungary. and _ the 
Balkan States tend to counteract any 

ation that might set in. Her trade 
polley during’ 1920 has pointed in the -di- 
rection of encouraging the flow of trade 
into these neighboring markets. 


RISE IN WAGES IN FRANCE.

Borrowers Offering Reasonable

Investments of the 140 savings banks 
in this State in mortgages and real es- 
tate bonds were increased in 1820° by 
$128,809,000, and it {is expected that 
. $250,000,000 more will be available. this 
year for the Same purposes, according 
to information given gut yesterday by 
-the Savings Banks Association. It is 
thought that this new money will have 
an. important bearing on the housing 
situation. The total invested in mort- 
gage holdings now is $1,169,905,000. 

‘‘ Extensive investigation,” said Dr. 
.~Herrison H. Wheaton, Executive Man- 
vager of the Savings Banks Association, 


_ . “indicates that approximately $200,000, - 


000 will become available in 1921 under 
.normal conditions, provided the people 
,continue to deposit more in the savings 
, banks than they withdraw. If deposits 
continue to increase during the year at 
the rate of last year, possibly $250,000,- 
000 may be available for such invest- 
ment. 

“* Under ordinary circumstances,’’ con- 
tinues Dr. Wheaton, ‘‘an average of 
15 per cent. of the amount invested by 
_Savings banks in bonds and mortgages 
becomes available annually for reinvest- 
ment. In other words, the annual turn- 
‘over of mortgage money this year 
-would approximate $195,000,000, due to 
.Payments on mortgages, foreclosures

‘“*New deposits will also furnish an 
‘additional source of mortgage money. 
“If these new deposits this year equal

A LEVY ON STRIKE BENEFITS 


Revenue Bureau Gives Rules Cover- 
ing Charitable and Other 
Contributions. 


‘ ie 

Application of the Federal income tax 
law and regulations has disclosed, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue, many interesting points with re- 
gard: to the allowances for deductions. 
Breach of promise suits, labor union 
dues and contributions to charity are 
some of the points: discussed in a state- 
ment issued by the bureau yesterday. 

‘*’A woman who has won a breach of 
promise suit, or has accepted out of 
court a settlement as heart balm, must 
include the amount received in her in- 
come tax return for the year 1920,’’ says 
the bureau. ‘‘ The Bureau of Internal 
Revenue has decided that such payments 
are within the law’s definition of income 
and are taxable to the recipient for the 
year in which received. 

‘‘ Payments of alimony, however, dre 
not taxable income; neither may they be 
deducted in the return of the person 


paying it. 

“The bureau's official ruling relating 
to breach of pyomise suits and settle- 
ments out of cdurt is as follows: PDam- | 
ages in the form of yearly payments | 
throughout the life of the injured party, | 
recovered through the compromise of a 
threatened suit for breach of promise or 
marriage, are not regarded as a return 
of ~capital, Kince the benefits of which 
the injured party was deprived were 
merely anticipatory. . 

™ Members of a labor union may de- 
duct-as a business expense dues paid to 
such organizations during the year 1920. 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue has 
ruled that such dues are neCessary ex- 
penses incident to the earning of their 
wages. 

‘On the other hand, a member of a} 
labor union, who while on strike re-| 
ceived payments from the organization, ; 
must include in his income for the year}: 
such items. ‘ 

‘“ While amounts received as compen- 
sation for personal injuries or illness 
are not taxable, the man who during the 
year 1920 recovered damages in a libel 
suit must include in his return such 
amount, which is held to be taxable in- 
come. 

‘‘ Deductions for contributions form an 
important item in the returns of many 
taxpayers. Contributions during the year 
to corporate organizations conducting | 
charitable, scientific, educational and re- | 
ligious work, to societies for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to children or animals ! 
and to the special fund for vocational | 
rehabilitation, are allowable deductions ; 
if the aggregate amount does not exceed 
15 per cent. of the taxpayer's net in- 
come computed without the benefit of 
this deduction. 

‘‘For example, a taxpayer whose net 
income for 1920 amounted to $20,000 may 
have contributed to the Young Men’s 
Christian Association $1,000, to the 
Young Women’s Christian Association 
$1,000, toward the construction of a new 
church $1,000, and to the associated 
charities of a city $500, a total of $3,500. 
Fifteen per cent. of the taxpatyer’s total 
net income amounts to $3,000. There- 
fore, only this amount may be claimed 
as a deduction and the balance of such 
lai must be considered as a 
gift. 
‘Contributions to a hospital or like 
institution, the net earnings of which 
inure to private stockholders sare not 
allowable deductions. 

‘* Frequently a deduction is claimed for 
a contribution to a needy family or in- 
dividual charity. Such deductions. are 
not allowed, contributions of this kind 
being considered a gift. Donations to 
churches are deductible, including mis- 
sionary funds, church building funds, 
pew rents, church assessments and 
church dues.’’

Alumni Day at Columbia University 
yesterday was made theoccasion of a 
striking tribute to ex-Mayor John Pur- 
roy Mitchel, of the class of '99, who lost 
his life in an airplane accident while in 
training for the Aviation Service during 
the world War. Exercises in memory 
of Columbia men who gave their lives in 
the gervice of their country, and in spe- 
cial honor of ‘the late ex-Mayor, were 
held in the large gymnasium, and were 
attended by hundreds of _ students, 
alumni and admire,,s“of Mayor Mitchel. 

At the close of these exercises a tablet, 
dedicated to the memory of John Purroy 
Mitchel, which was designed by J. 
Davidson, sculptor of leaders of the 
allied armies and Governments, was un- 
veiled by the widow of the former 


the university. The tablet was placed 
in the stone wall between two huge 
Grecian urns at the Hamilton Hall en- 
trance to, South Field on 116th Street, 
near Amsterdam Avenue. The mother 
of Mayor Mitchel was present at both 
ceremonies, the latter of which attracted 
such a large crowd that a score of 
policemen (were required to keep the 
lines open for the movement of traffic | 
through West 116th Street. j 
At the memorial exercises in the gym- | 
nasium, Stephen G. Williams of the 
class of ’81, President of the Alumni 
Federation of Columbia University, pre- 
sented George S. Hellman, ’99, as Chair- 
man. The first speaker was President 
Nicholas Murivay Butler, who, on behalf 
of the university, paid tribute to Mayor 
Mitchel as a product of that institution. 
‘** His was a particularly charming and 
chivalrous nature,’ said President But- 
ler. ‘* His name is forever engraved on 
the rolls of great men that Columbia 
has produced. John fPurroy Mitchel 
seemed to be born for public service.’’ 
President Butler recalled an incident 
which occurred in August, 1913, when 
Mayor Mitchel came to him and asked 
for his support in the Mayoralty clec- 
tion. On that occasion ine said he had 
told Mitchel he was making hazard- 
ous venture, particularly in of tue 
fact that Mitchel then held a Govern- 
ment position, Collector of the Port of 
New York, where he had umple opportu- 
ity to lay the groundwork for his future 
political advancement.

WOMEN TO AID VETERANS. 


Their City Club Drafts Bill to Give 
Them Civil Service Preference. 


At a conference held at the Women’s 
City Club, 22 Park Avenue. on Friday 
by a special committee consisting of 
Mrs. Robert Bruere, Chairman of Com- 
mittee on Legislation; Miss Bertha Rem- 
baugh, Mrs. Henry Moskowil.z, and Mrs.

As a result of the conference, the 
Women’s City Club is preparing a bill 
containing three proposals which will 
provide preference for disabled veterans. 
First, disabled veterans are to receive 
preference in appointments for entrance 
to the service. Second, all other vet- 
erans, both men and women, are to 
receive initial preference in position on 
eligible list over candidates of equal 
rating. 2Dte bill also proposes to give

‘‘Mercy Fleet’’ to Start Across the Pacific 
Carrying Grain to the Starving Chinese 





WASHINGTON, Feh. 12.—To relteve 
the starving thousands fh China, a mercy 
fleet of Shipping Board vessels, manned 
by volunteer crews of American Naval 
Reservists and carrying great stores of 
grain-donated by American farmers and 
hauled to the Pacific Coast by volunteer 
railroad employes, will soon set sail 
across the Pacific under plans outlined 
today to Secretary Daniels by a com- 
mittee headed by Carl Vrooman, former 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture. 

Mr. Vrooman said the grain already 
had been donated by farmers in the 
West and that members of the railroad 
brotherhoods hall offered to give their 
services without pay to haul it to the 
west coast. 

The Naval Secretary was enthusiastic 
about the proposal and arranged for an 
immediate conference with Shipping 
Board officials to see about getting the 
vessels. He told the committee he felt 
certain there would be no difficulty in 
getting enough naval reserves to vol- 





unteer for the trip without pay or con- 
tingent on Congress granting the pay 
later, the. men to be provided with 
transportation, quarters and food by the 
navy.

RETAIL FOOD PRICES 
- SLOW TO DECLINE 


Meat Lower in Wholesale Mar- 
ket Than at Any Time 
Since the War. 


CONSUMER DOESN’T BENEFIT 


Wholesale Prices for Fruits and 
Vegetables So Low Farmers 
Make No Profit. 


‘ 


Wholesale prices for fruits and vege- 
tables in this city are now so low that 
many farmers have received nothing in 
return for their shipments except a 
bill for the balance of the freight, ac- 
cording to a statement issued yesterday 
from the office of Dr. Eugene H. Por- 
ter, State Commissioner of Foods and 
Markets, 90 West Broadway. The retail 
prices have not kept pace downward 


with the prices in the wholesale market. | 


Meat prices in the wholesale market 
are now lower than at any time since 
the war, according to the Federal Bu- 
reau of Markets,.but the retail dealers 
continue to ask high prices, with the 


result that the last week was character- ; 


ized by the Federal Bureau as “ one of 
the dullest weeks experienced on the 
New York meat market.’’ An investiga- 
tion of the relation of the retail meat 
prices to the wholesale prices is now 
belng made by Edwin J. O'Malley, Com- 
missioner of Public Markets.

that this situation is due to the fact 
that the retail trade is not giving the 
people the benefit of low wholesale 
prices. 

‘‘Farmers all over the country are 
suffering such severe losses that they 
are experiencing great difficulty !m 
financing their operations for the next 
Many of them are planning to 
reduce their acreage of planting. The 
oo growers are particularly hard 

it. . 

‘A few examples will illustrate what 
the present market conditions mean to 
them. A grower at Sanford, Fla., shipped 
a carioad ot 400 crates of lettuce 
which sold here for $339.48. The freight 
to $3839,75, the icing 
charges $77.50, war tax $12.52, cartage 
$27.93 and commission to the receiver 
here $33.95. When the total expenses 
of $491.65 were paid, the farmer got 
a bill for $162.17 due the commission 
men. 

“A grower at Laredo, Texas, sent a 
carload of 756 bushel baskets of spinach 
to New York, which brought onl 
$467.35 on the market. The freigh 
charges alone were $627.47 and the 
total expenses amounted to $720.66. He 
not only got .no compensation for his 
labor and expense in growing .and ship- 
ping the spinach, but he still owes the 
commission man $253.31. 

“It is not only the growers in distant 


| States that are suffering big losses from 


the drop in prices for farm products and 
the high freight rates. Dozens of New 
York State farmers have shipped car- 
loads of cabbage, onions, potatoes, 
apples, carrots and celery to the market 
in the last few days only to receive net 


| returns so small as to pay little more 


than the cost of the containers. For ex- 
ample, a car of 250 sacks of onions from 
Central New York brought only Tic per 
100-pound bag. yYhen the freight 
charges of $80.15 were paid, the farmer 
got a net return of about 25c a bag, 
and the bags themselves cost him 15c to 
20c.’’

DIFFICULTY DUE TO PALMER 


Official Opinion Divided on Attorney

What is a wholesale druggist? This 
is a question that has been frequently 
asked in the drug trade and occasionally 
outside of it, since the ruling of the 

ohibition Department in Washington 
that the wholesale druggist is the only 
legal wholesale dealer. in intoxicating 
liquors. The National. Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, 99 Nassau Street, has 
received many definitions of a wholesale 
druggist. In a/bulletin sent out the as- 
sociation admits that the answer to the 
question is not easy to make in definite 
form. The association picked from the 
number the following definition, which, 
it says, more closely describes the func- 
tions and operations of a bona fide 
wholesale druggist than any that has 
reached that office: 

“A wholesale druggist is a person, 
firm or corporation which carties a 
stock of drugs, oils,. chemicals, pharma- 
ceuticals, proprietary . medicines and 
druggists’ sundries in such assortments 
and quantities as will enable them to 
supply regularly from their stock through 
selling service and credit extension 
the usual and immediate requirements of 
retail druggists and pharmacists, hospi- 
tals-and dispensaries, and whose volume 
of business is primarily and principally 
in such drugs.”’

Official Opinéon Divided. 


It is understood here that there is a 
division of opinion in the department in

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THE YOUNGER SENATORS. 


It seems, véry like a contradiction in 
terms to speak of a young Senator. Thé 
traditional idea of a United States Sen- 
ator is of a man bending under the 
weight of wisdom and of years. When 
ALBERT J. BEVERIDGE entered the Senate 
in 1899, at the age of 87, he was regard- 
ed as almost a natural wonder. Mr. 
Dooley said that the addition of this 
“boy” to thegSenate would “ rejooce ” 
the! average age of “Sinators” to 91 
years. The fact is, however, that. there 
are a number of comparatively young 
men in the Senate today. Several of the 
veterans have died. They have been re- 
placed by men of the active, pushing 
type, whom the direct election of Sena- 
tors seems to bring to the front. After 
March 4 there will be an enlargement 
of the back row of Senators, still in mid- 
dle life, who wear business suits and look 
more like men of affairs than august 
statesmen. It is no glaring misnomer, 
then, to refer to the younger Senators. 


What attracts special interest to them 
just now is the report that they are qui- 
etly combining to make head against 
the venerables of the Senate. This is a 
reflex of the growing dissatisfaction 
with Mr. Harpina’s reported Cabinet se- 
lections. The story is that some of the 
“big” men whom he might have chosen 
were killed off by a Senatorial veto. 
This is supposed to have been particu- 
larly the case with Mr. Root and Mr. 
Hoover. And there are other intima- 
tions that the “ Senate oligarchy,” which 
Mr. HARpING called a myth, is planning 
to impose its will upon him in various 
ways. It would relieve him entirely, for 
example, from the trouble of dealing 
with foreign affairs. Just let the Secre- 
tary of State be a sort of page in wait- 
ing at the door of the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Reletions, and all interna- 
tional business would be attended to with 
neatness and dispatch. 

It is out of this situation that the tale 

»of, the revolt of the younger Senators 
, has been evolved. They aye gallantly 


, offering to leap into the breach for Mr.. 
» Harpinc. He need not live in fear of 
what LopcGE and PENROSE and SmootT 
and WARREN may do to him. Let thim 
,invite the younger Senators to form a 
‘“bloc” to support him through thick 
‘and thin-,a sort of group of the friends 
“of the President in the Senate, just as 
¢ there used to be a clique of the King’s 
‘friends in the House of Commons—and 
»the old fellows- would soon find them- 
‘selves in a minority and shoved aside. 
The story is so pretty that one hates 
to disbelieve it. There is doubtless truth 
-in its essentials—namely, that some Sen- 
-ators resent the dictation of the leaders 
“and would like to see them taken down 
‘from their pedestals. This would partly 
be due to the contest between “les 
“jeunes ” and “ les vieux ” which rages in 
all countries and at all times. The 
younger generation is forever knocking. 
¢ at the door. ‘But there is small likeli- 
hood of an open quarrel of this sort in 
the Senate. In the first place, Mr. 
. HARDING is not the man to give the sig- 
“nal for it. Furthermore, ‘even if he 
# were, o: if the younger Senators were 
to start a fight on their own initiative, 
_the older men would put up a formidable 
j resistance. They would die in their 
j, trenches before they ‘andoned their 
rule of seniority. Eve. when that rule 
spells, as Lord ROSEBERY said, not s°nior- 
ity but senility, the Senators whe rofit 
_ by it would never give it up. To them 
* it means the most important Chairman- 
. ships, the control of patronage, the fix- 
“ing of the order of business, the com- 
f mand of the log-rolling of pet bills to 
. i passage. And if a struggle were to be 
“ precipitated, the younger Senators might 
$find traitors in their own camp—men 
= who had been lured by the promises held 
out to them from the other side. So it 
“iis best to be skeptical about any open 
trial of strength in the Senate, In it

POETRY AND: ORIGINS. 


The flood of free verse and of 
“im&gist ” poetry poured over the world 


| during the last few years has been to 
most. people a cause merely for spécial 


wonder or mocking: laughter. Butia de- 
vout lover and’ magisterial interpreter of 
the new poetics has undertaken to ex- 
plain the phenomenon. He traces it to 
its fountain and origin. According to 
Mr. RoyaLtL SNow, all this modern 
“colorful ” poetry is. due to the Japanese 
Print, though he admits that part of it 
may’ be modeled on: the Russian Ballet. 
The proof is convincing. Effects are 
clearly linked up with their causes. We 
have a distinct flowering of free verse 
between, say, 1900 and 1914, But in the 
same ‘years we note in Poole’s Index a 
great increase in the number of articles 
on Japanese art, no less than forty-four 
in 1910-14. “ Amongst these the Japa- 
“nese Print pre-empted more than its 
“fair share of space.” Hence we are 
driven to the irresistible conclusion that 
the Japanese Print has had a “ funda- 
mental effect upon contemporary poetry.” 
If you demand concrete evidence, find it 
in a stanza by MARK TURBYFILL, whose 
name we pronounce with the awe of 
ignorance: 
‘Let us deliberately sit into design 
With these elephant ears 
Stretched. from the glazed pot 
Into green wax consciousness: 


This seems completely to establish Mr. 
Snow’s theory. But an uneasy. feeling 
remains that it is too restricted, too 
esoteric, too closely fitted to the chosen 


and glorious few. Forty-four articles on 


the Japanese Print can hardly account 
for the forty-four thousand free poets 
bursting into adjectives. We seem to 
need broader and more pervasive sources 
of all this joy in widest commonalty 
spread. Universal effects require uni- 
versal causes. 

Several of the latter suggest them- 
selves.. In Mr. SNow’s selected and fate- 
ful years the Ford car became as thick 
as the myriad cricket of the hearth. And 
what can be more suggestive of free 
verse than a flivver skidding into the 
gutter and entangling itself with a lamp- 
post? There is movement for you. There 
is color. There is imagery. A second 
general cause overlooked by Mr. SNow 
is the movie, which has risen to its con- 
tinental conquests in the very period 
singled out for the triumphs of free 
verse. The connection between the two 
might easily be worked out. Another 
plebificated habit which has taken on 
new proportions during the last two 
decades is gum-chewing. Sit opposite a 
row of shop-girls and male clerks in a 
street car and watch the solemn rhythm 
of their moving jaws. You can almest 
see the new poetry a-borning. It is 
needless to look further for the inspira- 
tion which enabled the modern free poet 
to “ see in terms of color and of form.” 








VENIZELOS IN LONDON. 


In London, a week from tomorrow, 
there will assemble representatives of 
England, France, Italy and Greece; of 
the Turkish shadow-Government in Con- 
stantinople and the real Turkish Govern- 
ment in Angora; and of the Armenian 
nation, if not of the Soviet administra- 
tion lately imposed on a corner of Ar+ 
menia by the “ rescuers ’”’ from Moscow. 
France and Italy want the Treaty of 
Sévres revised. They were never satis- 
fied with it in the first place; it gave 
up to Greece too much that Italy wanted, 
and it gave England, the supporter of 
Greece, a much stronger position in 
Constantinople than was satisfactory to 
France. Naturally, the Turks want it 
revised; and, naturally, the British do 
not. It should not be revised; for, diffi- 


cult as it is to enforce some of its pro- 
visions, it represented a much more satis- 
factory solution of racial problems in the 
Levant than had ever been attained be- 
The Powers that promised inde- 
pendence to Armenia refused to do any- 
thing to help Armenia maintain its in- 
dependence, ‘but nothing will be gained 
by signing away. Armenian territory to 
the Turk. 

The future of Greece is the. central 
problem of the conference. The Allies 
agreed to erect Greece to a position of 
influence that could not have been 
dreamed of by Greek statesmen ten years 
ago, because they trusted VENIZELOS. 
Thereupon the Greek people voted out 
the Venizelos Government and brought 
back the King. They had their griev- 
ances against the Venizelists, but they 
expected the King and his supporters to 
keep for Greece all that VENIZELOS had 
won. Naturally, the Powers which found 
CONSTANTINE so untrustworthy in 1915 
are unwilling to trust him again. Con- 
STANTINE and GOUNARES profess a desire 
to carry out the program of VENIZELOS. 
It is their own fault if nobody believes 
them; that is not their program, it never 
was their program; if their policies had 
been successful and their judgment had 
been correct, Greece would merely have 
picked up the crumbs that fell from the 
German table. GOUNARES, the strongest 
man in the anti-Venizelist combination, 
wanted to head the delegation to Lon- 
don. In the conflict over this issue 
Premier RHALLES resigned. GOUNARES, 
apparently, wanted to be Premier. But 
ke found, and-his supporters found, that 
GOUNARES as Premier or as chief dele- 
gate to the conference would put Greece 
in an impossible position. The , Ailies 
will not trust him as they will not trust 
CONSTANTINE. So KALOGEROPOULOS, who 
is not too much handicapped by his rec- 
ord, takes the leadership of the Ministry 
and of the delegation to London as well. 
Already the Greek people must be find- 
ing out that the men whose only policy 
was opposition net only will be unable to

well without him. 








THE MUSES’ FACTORY. 


The phrase which JAmps RUSSELL’ |: 


LOWELL applied to Harvard in amiable 
jest has of late become too true to be 
amusing—or so, at least, Professor 


. GRANT SHOWERMAN. very amusingly 


maintains in the current Weekly Review. 
The great exponent of the factory idea 
is the efficiency expert, and his chief 
instrument of torture is the “ unit-hour.” 
Twice a year he calls upon each pro- 
fessor for data as to how many hours he 
holds forth, and before how many stu- 
dents. Putting the result into the pro- 
fesser’s salary, he arrives at the cost to 
the State of each hour of instruction 
reeeived—each student-hour. 

So union laborers tay bricks; but it is 
not thus, says Professor SHOWERMAN, 
that true education is achieved. “If I 
“have a great many students, my unit- 
“hour may be at the rate of $2—and it 
“may be worth no more than that. If 
“T have a very few, it may be $60, and 
“may be worth every cent of it.” The 
efficiency expert would doubtless con- 
tend that he takes his figures to mean 
no more than they do mean—that there 
is no harm in knowing a fact as long 
as its significance is not distorted. But, 
Professor SHOWERMAN declares, the sig- 
nificance of the fact is inevitably dis- 
torted. “Let the administrator or the 
“legislator or the taxpayer once hear or 
“see on paper that Greek costs $13.58 
“yer unit-hour and Pediguese $1,80, and 
“you may explain as much as you please 
“that the ancient language is cheap at 
“the price and the modern expensive at 
“the price. As well suppose that an ear 
“will ever again be the same into which 
‘““a drop of poisonous slander has’ been 
““ distilled as that no prejudice has been 
“created against Greek. * * * There 
“js no such thing as a brick or unit 
“hour in education. The only unit in 
“ the intellectual life is the man.” 

Our informant puts in his time at the 
University of Wisconsin, the seat of 
which is widely celebrated as “ The 
Athens of America”; but the efficiency 
man is by no. means limited to State 
universities. Even in the staider East 
he has. flourished, his malign influence 
being mitigated at best by the cult of 
“advanced” and “special” subjects, 
which swell the list of courses and sub- 
stantiate the claim to a “ true university 
standing.” The ideal has been, and still 
largely is, scientific -method; little is 
thought of the education that means 
character and human culture. A critic 
of the regime of President ELIOT at Har- 
vard once wrote: 


“has been to transform the college that | 


“inspired, and was inspired by, EMER- 
“son, HOLMES, LOWELL, LONGFELLOW, 
“ AGASSIZ, and many other large souls 
“diffusing light, into a university of 
“ Germanized students and professors, 
“eaeh revolving in the narrow circle of 


‘single aim.’ Of all the men grad- 
“uated from Harvard in almost three 
“hundred years, President ELioT has 
“signed the sheepskins of more than 
“half; yet only one of his graduates has 
“gained world-wide distinction, and he is 
“best known as a Harvard man by his 
“frank criticism of the President.” The 
reference is apparently to THEODORE 
ROOSEVELT. 

JOSEPH H. CHOATE makes the same 
point in the autobiographic fragment 
prefixed to his fascinating “ Life ”— 
makes it gently and genially but no less 
effectively. As to the inefficiency of 
mid-century Harvard he makes no con- 
cealment. Degrees were granted wholly 
on the basis of mathematical “ marks ” 
. “The Gospel 
of Mark was the guide to the scholar.” 
THOMAS WHITREDGE, 1818, a classmate of 
Mr. CHOATE’sS father, deposed that “ if 
“it had taken as severe an examination 
“to get out of college as it had to get 
“in, he would have laid his bones 
“there,” and the remark “continued 
true down to our time.” Such examina- 
tions as there were M1. CHOATE de- 
scribes as an unblushing farce. Even so 
the. Oxford of that day was explained 
as a “seat of learning” because every 
freshman brought some knowledge to it, 
and none took any away. Yet Harvard, 
and Oxford too, “turned out’? men who 
all their lives bore its stamp of character 
and cultivation. Not only among the 
undergraduates, but as between teachers 
and taught, the uman touch prevailed. 
“Many experiments have been made,” 
says Mr. CHoATs, “and much improve- 
“ment has undoubtedly been accom- 
“plished in the last seventy years in 
“methods of education; but, after all, I 
“am inclined to believe that these vary- 
“ing methods have resulted chiefly in 
“the better development of the youth of 
“inferior and average capacity.” He, 
too, calls the roll of eminent men and 
finds no parallel in the Harvard product 
of more recent decades. - 

It is only fair to.add that the criticism

_ minds of the empire. 


The day of the idealist has not passed 
with the recession of the war. JAN 
Smuts is often regarded as a practical 
statesman, but where is there a man 
truer to his ideals or more brave in 
proclaiming them? After his. masterly 
campaigning in South Africa, which re- 
sulted in the hauling down of the German 
flag, he was one of the most conspicuous, 
if not always influential, figures: at the 
Peace. Conference, a man broad and 
catholic, with a shrewd and kindly sense 
of the humanities; yet, for all his sober 
and: deliberate judgments, an idealist. 
With VENIZELOS. he shared the interest 
of onlookers. SMUTS was one of the big 
men of the place and the emergency. 
Before the conference met he issued a 
pamphlet. 

In this pamphlet he took strong ground 
against conscription, which he: called 
“the taproot of militarism.” At the 
same time, he recognized that States 
should have the necessary means “ of 
“ self-defense against both internal and 
“external dangers.” It was. evident 
from the argument of General Smuts 
that to prevent a general war he would 
strengthen the dissuasion of the eco- 
nomic and financial boycott by the un- 
dertaking to use force, if necessary. 
“We want,” he said, “a league which 
“will be real, practical, effective, as a 
“system of world government ”—for the 
saving of civilization by preventing war. 

Just before the United States entered 


the war General SMUTS said in an inter. 


view that “this war is a great battle 
“against feudalism and it could never 
“be won effectively were not the United 
“ States one of its participants. * * * 
“It is the Armageddon of one of hu- 
“manity’s greatest struggles.” He 
added that “for the first time the New 
“World actually will ‘ redress the bal- 
“ance of the old’,” a phrase first used 
by CANNING with regard to the Monroe 
Doctrine. 

Late in 1919 General Smuts sent from 
Johannesburg an appeal to the American 
people “not to blast the hopes of the 
world ” by refusing to ratify the Treaty 
and give their sanction to the Covenant. 
He said: “It is in the power of America 
“to lift the heavy weight of despair 
“which today is bearing down upon 
“ Christendom. We all pray to her to 
“do so. We pray her to sign the great 
“Covenant and complete the work for 
“humanity which she so unselfishly set 


people than ever before. The supreme 
test came in the electoral campaign in 
which every issue affecting his person- 
ality and his influence was fought out. 
His people—did he not once say that the 


old British Empire died in 1914?—are 
advocates of the League of Nations no 
less earnest than he is. It wears well 
wherever it has been accepted in spite 
of its enemies, who stick at nothing to 
discredit it. Gerleral Smuts’s opinion 
was that it would bear much amendment 
and regulating, but he believed in it with 
all his soul. But JAN CHRISTIAN SMUTS 
has great staying ‘qualities. It is cer- 
tain that he still has faith, that he has 
not given up America. 








CHILDREN AND MATTER. 


Courts, and especially courts of equity, 
have long been jealously considerate for 
the’ protection of infancy, legally pro-~- 
longed until the age of 21. In recent 
years, unconsciously affected, perhaps, 
by the growing general humanitarian 
spirit, that protection has occasionally 
seemed to be carried to extremes. A 
contemporary case raises some interest- 
ing points which a layman may be al- 
lowed respectfully to discuss.

THE MYTH OF WATTERSON. 


About one thing a certain order of 
great minds is in full agreement. Wi- 
LIAM SHAKESPEARE could not have writ- 
ten those plays. The man who can be- 
lieve that he did write them, says Colo- 
nel HENRY WATTERSON, 
“that BENEDICT ARNOLD wrote the Degc- 
“laration of Independence and HERBERT 
“SPENCER the novels of DICKENS.” As 
to the reasons for this verdict, however, 
the great minds differ widely from one 
another—and especially from those lesser 
minds which concern themselves with 
mere fact. Here is Mr. WATTERSON’S es- 
say in biography, embodied in a letter 
published in The Herald: 


Of WiLLIAM SHAKESPEARE we know 
that he came to London when 18 or 19 
years of age, held horses in the aHey 
about the theatre, got into the manage- 
ment after a while, prospered, and, when 
40 years old or thereabout, having ac- 
quired a competency, retiirned to Strat- 
ford, where for twelve years longer he 
lived comfo:tably on the usufruct or 


usance of his money without writing a 
line. 





The chronology of the plays is not 
definitely fixed, but according to our 
best knowledge SHAKESPEARE wrote at 
least ten plays after the year 1604, in 
which he reached the age of 40, among 
them “Macbeth” (1606), “Lear” 
(1607), ‘“ Antony and Cleopatra ” (1608), 
“€oriolanus” , (1609),° “ Cymbeline” 
(1610), “ The Winter’s Tale” (1611) and 
“The Tempest” (1611). In the case of 
many of these plays internal evidence— 
eontemporary allusions and the like— 
make it impossible that they should have 
been written before 1604. We now pro- 
ceed to biographic criticism. Says Mr. 
WATTERSON : 


Five ‘of his signatures have been dis- 
covered. They show him to have been 
an illiterate. That BeN Jonson called 
him ‘‘Sweet WILL ”’ merely attests that 
he was a good fellow, popular among 
his associates. 

' But what does it show that BEN JoN- 
SON wrote the famous poem prefixed to 
the First Folio, which is still perhaps 
the supreme critical estimate of the 
greatness of the plays, as it is irrefuta- 
ble evidence that SHAKESPEARE wrote 
them? 


As for those five signatures, three 
of them are on SHAKESPBARE’S will and 


well have been; for, according to Sir 
Smney Lege, at the time they were 
penned in March, 1616, “ SHA KESPEARE’S 
health was failing.’ The seventeenth 
century vicar of Stratford, Jo#N Warp, 
tells a more circumstantial story. 
SHAKESPEARE “had a merry meeting ” 
with his fellow-poets, DRAYTON and BEN 
JONSON, and “ itt seems drank teo hard, 
“for SHAKESPEARE died of a feavour

The Polish Lesson. 


Even the Soviet masters' at Moscow 
have taken advantage of every attempt: 
to dismember Russia by appealing to 
the Russian people—including those who 
hate commuhism—to accept the Bolshe- 
vist régime as defender of the Russian 
national patrimony. When Polish 
armies were let loose upon Russian soil 
and advanced far beyond the proposed 
easterh ethnic frontier of Poland as 
represen the Polk-Curzon line, and 
aggressively sought tc extend Poland’s 
borders to the ancient Polish frontier 
of 1772, the Soviet régime was able in 
1920 through al to the national 
feelings of the Rasstan people, to win 
the support of Russian anti-Bolshevist 
masses for a military rally against the 
threatened dismemberment of the Rus- 

Nation, and the response was 580 
strong that the Polish forces were driven 
back to the very gates of Warsaw. Not 
until the Bolshevist forces had reached 
Polish ethnographic soll was the Polish 
Army, with the aid of French officers 
and strategy, able to. ward off the blow. 
Yet an important element in the e¢ol- 
lapse of the Russian campaign of last 
Summer against Poland was the disin- 
clination of the Russian people, after 
frustrating Polish aggression and. de- 
fending their own territory, to become 
themselves aggressors against Poland. 

Keen interest has been felt in Wash- 
ington this ‘week in the pilgrimage to 
Paris of the Polish President,, Marshal 
Pilsudski, accompanied by Prince Sa- 
pieha, Polish Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs,’ for conferences with remier 
Briand and other French civil and mili- 
tary rsonages, in an effort to obtain 
from ance the promise of a full mili- 
tary alliance. The effort does not ap- 
pear to have been successful and stu-

Wilson and Colby Notes Harmonious. 


In some quarters there havé beén 
studied effort recently to make it appear 
that President Wilson’s Armenian note 
of Jan. 18 was not in harmony with the 
*“‘ Colby doctrine’? as set forth in the 
American note of Aug. 10, and that the 
‘Wilson doctrine.’’ involved departures 
from the policy enunciated in the earlier 
note.. So far as these notes related to 
Russia, each laid down precisely the 
same policy, but in different language. 

‘In fact, the American Government’s 
pounce of refusal to .sanction dismem- 

erment of stricken Russia, and of non- 
recognition of the Soviet régime, has 
been consistently applied in every situa- 
tion growing out of the consideration 
of the Russian problem, and it has been 
of far-reaching effect upon the great 
powers. It , has appealed strongly 
enough to Italy to prevent that nation 
from. dealing with the Bolsheviki. It 
has had a steadying effect on Scandi- 
navian policies, and has been followed 
by their refusal to recognize the Mos- 
cow régime. It is known that America’s 
refusal to recognize the Bolsheviki had 
strongly appealed to the French Gov- 
ernment, and despite the negotiations 
between the British Government and 
Krassin to determine whether trade re- 
lations “between England and _ Soviet 
Russia were possible, Downing Street is 
known to have been seriously impressed 
with the position taken by the American 
Government. 


Krassin Failed, Washington Learns. 
While the powers, for one reason or 


negotiate his trade agreement with Hng- 
land have been greatly protracted, and 
the most authentic information received 
in Washington is that the Anglo-Soviet 
negotiations for.a trade agreétient have 
already collapsed. 

Thé British Government no longer be- 
lieves any substantial trade would de- 
velop between Russia and England, even 
if the Lenin régime, should make the 
concessions which England has de- 
manded as the quid pro quo for any 
form of trade agreement, namély, that 
Soviet Russia must refrain from hostile 
action or outsidé propaganda against 
English institutions, particularly among 
Asiatic peoples. England is now quite 
aware that trade is impossible because 
Russia does not possess the goods with 
which to trade. 

All the best information reaching 
Washington through Official channels 
during the last month shows that Rus- 
sian railroads, already in crippled and 
demoralized shape, are severely handi- 
capped through lack of fuel, that many 
lines are not even in operation. There 
has been a total industrial failure under 
the communistic experiment. The gap 
between the three contending factions 
of Bolsheviki is widening in Russia, 
while Lenin’s ultimatum to the Social- 
ists of the world submitting twenty-one 
conditions to which they must subscribe 
before they can be received into the 
Third Internationale of Moscow has 
split the ranks of the Socialists in fif-- 
teen nations outside of Russia. 

Meanwhile members of the Russian 
Constituent Assembly, elected in Rus- 
sia in 1917 by popular vote, but dis- 
solved by Lenin on Jan. 18, 1918, have 
met successfully at Paris, and decided 
to present a united front against Bol- 
shevism as representatives of the right- 
ful Government in Russia.

FORGES IN EUROPE 


“Green International” Promoted 
By Bavarian Leader Is 
Gaining Strength. 


IT WILL ADMIT ALL NATIONS 


Socialist Parties From a Dozen 
Countries to Send Delegates 
to Vienna Congress. 


Material progress in the organization 
of the ‘‘ Green International,’’ a com- 
bination gof the various agrarian and 
peasant farmers’ societies of several 
European countries aimed at checking 
Bolshevist propaganda and possible up- 
risings among the peasantry, is re- 
ported by Dr. Heim, the Bavarian 
agrarian leader and original promoter 
of the new international, in a recent 
issue of the Vossische Zeitung of Berlin. 

Dr. Heim begins by saying that he 
first mentioned the idea of a Green 
International in November, 1918, in cor- 
respondence with Dr. Sauer, General 
Secretary of the Swiss Peasants’ Asso- 


roposed international was made late 
ast Summer at a conference called in 
Strassbourg by the Society of the Agri- 
cultuMists of France and the Céntral 
Union of the Syndicates of the Agri- 
culturists of France. Delegates were 
present from farmers’ organizations in 
Switzerland, Hollarid,. Czechoslovakia, 
Bulgaria and most of the Entente coun- 

és. . 

Dr. Heim’s ambition to see Germany 
as the principal section of the embryonic 
international met with a setback at ‘the 
Strassbour; conference through the 
adoption of a motion limiting mémber- 
ship. to countries belonging to the 
League of Nations. This motion was 
fought by the delegates from Switzer- 
land, Holland and Italy, Angelo Mauri, 
President of the Italian National Fed- 
eration of Agricultural-Unions. and a 
member of the Executive Committee of 
the Catholic People’s Party, leading thr 
opposition. 

The agitation, for, an all-embracing 
peasants’ international carried on dur- 
ing the next few months was successful, 
and at a second conference, opened in 
Paris on Nov. 16, the delegates from the 
various countries voted unanimously for 
the admission of the agricultural so- 
cieties of all nations and the formation 
of a single, solid farmers’ organization. 
A provisional Executive Committee of 
seven members, including Signor Mauri, 
was chosen to get in touch with the 
peasant leagues of the countries not yet 
represented in the Green International. 
The German organization was to be ad- 
mitted under the same formula as ob- 
tained when the International of Cath- 
olic Labor Unions was reorganized at 
The Hague last June. 


Socialist parties of at least a dozen 
countries will send delegates to the con- 
gress for the organization of a Fourth 
International, occupying a middle posi- 
tion between the Communist Interna- 
tional, with its twenty-one articles of 





faith, and. the old Second International, 
made bankrupt by the World War, which 
is to open in Vienna on eb. 42, accord- 
ing to reports made at a meeting of the 
organizing committee held in Innsbruck, 
Jan. 8 to 10, and summarized in the 
Berner Tagwacht. A dispatch from 
Madrid to the Swiss press says that the 
Spanish Socialist Party will op@m a 
special convention next Tuesday at 
which Fernando de los Rios and Daniel 
Anguiano, Spanish Socialists recently re- 
turned from Moscow, will make their 
reports, and the question of affiliation 
with the Third International will be de- 
cided. A Danzig dispatch of Jan. 20 
reported that the Independent Socialist 
Party of that free city had: voted in 
convention to adhere to the Third Inter- 
national and to fuse with the United 
Communist Party of Germany. 


Prague dispatch of 
Jan. 17 to Swiss newspapers, Rude 
Pravo, the organ of the Czech Com- 
munists, puts the number of Left Wing 
Socialists and Communists still held in 
jail in Czechoslovakia as the result of 
the riots and abortive general strike of 
December at 3,000, of whom 1,800 are 
in Prague prisons. It is’ alleged thay 
these prisoners are subjected to severe 
treatment and that their food is of the 
poorest quality.

Unless the Polish authorities improve 
the cQgditions under which the Red 
Guard prisoners of war are living, the 
Soviet Government will institute reprisals 
upon the Polish prisoners held@ in Rus- 
sia, according to a report of a Russian 
protest note sent to Warsaw quoted in a 
Berlin dispatch of Jan. 10 to. the Swiss 
press.

‘There are two outstanding and funda- 
mental features of the ‘‘ Colby Doc- 
trine ’’ and they contain the essence of 
the American Government’s position on 
Russia. These are: ; 
First—Refusal to accord political recog- 
nition to the Moscow Government or td} 
grant any recognition until Russia 
works her way to a government which, 
regardless of its internal structure or 
character, recognizes the duties of a 
modern State toward other nations. 
Second—Refusal to recognize as 
authoritative or final any disposition of 
territory. Garved out of former Russian 
territory, or any settlement’ of Russian 
problems on a basis of the dismember- 
ment of Russia. 
The Present Attitude. 


- Under this doctrine the Wilson Admin- 
istration has steadily and consistently 
refused to deal with the present tem- 
porary masters at Moscow because it 
does not believe that the Soviet com- 
miunistic organization represents the 
free and unfettered will of the Russian 
people as a whole. Coi-fident expectation 
has now virtually become a certainty 
that the Harding Administration like- 
wise will refuse to extend recognition 
to the Lenin régime, which has sus- 
~ tained itself by wanton cruelty and 
vigorous oppression, and which does not 
even profess to be in any degree a 
representative -Government. : 
The Wilson Administration has firmly 
taken the stand that it cannot recognize 
the present rulers of Russia, because 
it cannot admit that the Soviets hold 
that position on any basis of right. 
Information reaching Washington has 
@eveloped the conviction in informed 
gircles that the Harding Administration 
also will look upon the Soviet Govern- 
ment as one which represents a denial 


of the principle of self-determination to |, 
the great bulk of the Russian people, 
and ig based on violent usurpation of 
res by a aS ee cor peaiaad sus~ 
ned by force and oppression. 

In the Golby Note of Aug. 10, 1920, the 
American Government went vigorously 
and unequivocally on record in favor of 
challenging at every turn of the road all 
movements for the alienation of Rus- 
sian territory without the consent of a 
Russian Government which can be recog- 

zed as representing the will of the 
Russian masses. On Aug. 10 Secretary 
Colby declared that the American Gov- 
ernment: ‘‘ would regard with satisfac- 
tion a declaration by the Allied and As- 
sociated. Powers that the territorial in- 
tegrity and true boundaries of Russia 
shall be respected.’’ These boundaries 
were regarded as properly including the 
whole of the former Russian Empire, 
with the exception of Finland proper, 
ethnic Poland and such territory as may, 
by agreement, form a part of the Ar- 
menian State. 

These were the only exceptions. They 
were made because the aspirations of 
these States for independence were not 

legitimate, but recognized as such 
by Russian Governments chosen before 
_ the blight of Bolshevism first settled 
“upon the Russian people three years 
' .- Finnish, Polish and Armenian ter- 
stories had been forcibly annexed to 
Russia back in the distant st. Their 
liheration from Russian rule has been 
recognized within Russia, and by the 
outelde world, as an act of justice and 
rectification of former wrongs. The in- 
dependence of Finland, Poland and Ar- 
menia was recognize at the Peace 
Conference. Finland and ethnic Poland 
are now recognized States in the family 
of nations. The fate of suffering Arme- 
nia is still undetermined, through the 
failure of ‘the powers to reach a just and 
lasting solution of the Near Eastern and 
Turkish problems. It is not the best 
nion that there will be any real solu- 
on of the Armenian problem until the 
whole general Russian problem is solved 
by collapse of the Bolshevist régime and 
the erection in Russia, py action of the 
Russian’ people themselves, of a Govern- 
ment representative of their own will. 


Why Border ‘‘Republics’’ Asked in Vain. 


Certain dispositions of important ter- 
ritorial rights around the far-flung Rus- 
sian frontier haye been made, or sought 
to be arranged, without the consent of 
any Government that could be regarded 
as qualified to act as spokesman for the 
Russian people. A number of States, 
among them Latvia, Esthonia, Lithua- 
nie, Georgia and Azerbaijan, have been 
arved out of Russian soil. These have 
sought recognition from the powers. The 
American Government, while realizing 
and recognizing the natural aspirations 
of these peoples toward self-government 
and self-determination, has refused to 
recognize the full independent  sov- 
ereignty of any of these new nations— 
other than Finland, Poland and indepen- 

+ dent Armenia—because Russia is con- 
sidered to be entitled to presentation of 
her hts in the matter in court, and 
there is. no Government present which 
can properly represent her.

AUCTIONS ARE NOVEL 


Unlike Our Sales, Public Is Not 
‘Invited, and Only Dealers 
Specially Asked Can Attend. 


GEISHA GIRLS OLD AND UGLY 


Carl Schraubstadter, Whose Collec- 
tion Was Sold Here, Describes 
Typical Auction. 


Carl Schraubstadter, whose collection 
of Japanese prints was sold at the 
American Art Galleries last week, tells 
amusing stories of Japanese auctions, 
where some of his prints were bought 
when he was living in Japan. The 
Japanese auction differs in every point 
from the auctioh in this country. The 
public is not invited and only dealers 
who are specially asked,can come. In- 
stead’ of the buyers being urged to buy 
by the auctioneer, the selling goes on so 
quickly that if they do not speak-on the 
instant their chance is gone, and the 
lowest bidder is always obliged to pay 
a fine. Also, outside of the actual busi- 
ness hours of the sale, there is an ac- 
companiment of saki and geisha girls. 
Mr. Schraubstadter’s description of the 
geisha girl is different from the gener- 
ally accepted idea of Japan’s public 
entertainers. - 

‘‘Japanese print auctions are some- 
thing in the nature of picnics,’’ says Mr. 
Schraubstadter. ‘“‘There are usually 
two or three of them in the year, though 
they are irregular and if the ‘stock of 
prints is low there may be none for the 
period of a year and then two or three 
will be held within a short time. They 
are usually held in a Japanese hotel at 
Hakone or Kamakura or some of the 
small towns in the watering place dis- 
trict south of Yokohama, where the hot 
springs are, a few hours ride by train‘ 
from Tokio. 

‘“‘There is a great deal of drinking of 
saki in the evenings and while the auc- 
tion is due to begin at 10 o'clock in the 
morning it is some time nearer noon 
when it opens, for the buyer’s heads are 
not in condition for quick work before 
that hour. There are always the geisha 
girls as entertainers, tre same old ones 
year after years Young girls? Not at 
all. The younger girls are the dancers. 
The youngest geisha girls I saw were 
forty and the oldest sixty, and I nexer 
saw a pretty one- I would back our 
chorus girls against any of them. They 
are a pretty vulgar lot, too, in my 
opinion. 

‘‘Buropeans never go to these sales, 
but I went by invitation. I couldn't do 
the bidding myself, I couldn’t have un- 
derstood, they were too quick for me, 
and then they don’t bid in the! Japanese 
money in common use. They never bid 
go many yen, but ‘one piece of silver’ 
or ‘one piece of gold,’ which is the form 
of money used before the restoration. 
For some reason it is the custom to use 
it at the auctions. 

‘‘ From twenty to, thirty dealers attend 
the auction. Most of these have some 
other line besides print selling, but there 
were at least twenty when I was there 
who make their living selling prints. 
They draw lots for seats. They sit on 
the floor in a circle or horseshoe. 
There are about 850 lots and of that 
number .350 are catalogued. A lot may 
mean one print or many. Sometimes 
you will have to buy a basketful of 
prints to get the one you want. You 





may find some very good prints in a 
lot of exceedingly poor ones. The rarest 
prints are sold separately, but some sets 
of prints that are very good will go 
together and bring good prices. You 
used to be able to get many sets of 
Hiroshige’s, but lately the lots of prints 
have been getting smaller. 

‘“‘There are three forms of auctions 
in Japan, but only in the cheapest, 
where they are clearing out a house, 
does the auctioneer stand. He sits at 
the print sales and calls out the number 
to be sold regardless of order. You 
must know what is coming next. The 
prints are passed to, the buyer sitting 
nearest the auctioneer, hurrfed around 
the circle and back to him again. The 
bids are given on the instant, the high- 
est price offered is called, the name of 
the bidder is put on the print or prints 
and they are placed in a pile by them- 
selves. The name of the second highest 
bidder ‘is also called, for he gets a 
bonus for having bid up the print. If 
in a sale you get everything you wish 
you may be sure that you have paid 
too high prices. If you do not get anv- 
thing you will know that your bids 
were too low, and if you get a moder- 
ate number of desirable prints and sev- 
eral bonuses you. may feel that you 
paid about the right market price. A 
way of bidding is to write the bid on 
the inside of shallow, red-lined  saki 
cups that the buyers hold and throw 
The sale 
usually lasts two days, continuing un- 
til 7 o’clock in the evening the last day. 
It goes with remarkable celerity. There 
are two societies of dealers in Tokio, 
who hold meetings once a month and 
self to one anothers.

NEWEST IN CANINE FASHION 


Boston Terrier. Has Had Longest 
Vogue, But Pugs and Terriers 
Have Lost Caste. 


Dr. W. Horace Hoskins, Dean of the 
Veterinary College of New York Uni- 
versity, laments the supplanting of. the 
collie and other aristocrats of his time 
by the German police dog. Talking of 
how fashions in dogs shifted as certain- 
-ly_if not as rapidly as fashions in cloths, 
the Dean said that the German animal 
well might be called ‘‘ the latest style 
in canines.”’ Many of the breed were 
brought back to this country after the 
war on transports. Officers and men 
of the A. E. F. managed to get them 
through in great numbers. 

Incidentally, Dean Hoskins disclosed 
that there was no ‘such thing as the 
“Belgian police dog,’’ explaining that 
° ** Belgian was a wartime euphemism 
for the straight German product, though 
some of the dogs might be bred in Bel- 
gium. There was a tendency in this 
country, the Dean said, to admit that 
the dogs were German, but to take 
awey something of the high sounding 
dignity of their title by ong them 
merely German shepherd dogs n Ger- 
many they also were known as the Do- 
berman pincer. 

In the opinion of the Dean, the Ger- 
man dog’s popularity is not altegether 
deserved. Not only was he, less gentle 
and reliable than the collie, said the 
Dean, but showed a tendency to rever- 
sion in breeding which made the quality 
of the progeny uncertain. Moreover he' 
was likely not to be loyal. and had an! 
erratic disposition.

Seeks Parasites to Kill Prickly Sort, 
Which Spreads Fast. 


Australia has decided that the best 
way to get rid of the prickly pear which 
has invaded thousands of acres of her 
agricultural and grazing lands is by 
the imtroduction and cultivation o€ its 
natural enemies, especially certain in- 
sects and fungi. 

Dr. T. Harvey Johnston, of the Uni- 
versity of Queensland, Australia, at the 
last monthly conférence of the scientific 
staff and registered students of the New 
York Botanical Garden, described the 
fight that the Commonwealth has been 
putting up against the inroads of the 
prickly pear. Dr. Johnston, who came 
here on a commission in connection with 
the Prickly Pear Traveling Commission, 
told how several species of the cacti, 
commonly known as_ prickly pears, 
escaped from cultivation in Australla 
and became serious weed pests. 

The Government of Australia estab- 


lished a commission in 1914 to consider 
means of control and extermination of 
‘the. pest. In a recent statement, A. B. 
‘Stout, Secretary of the Conference, ealls 
‘attention to this commission's decision 
; that the prickly pear can best be ex-

PARTY CONVENTION 
BILL IS EXPLAINED 


Election Law Change Would 
Save $1,000,000, Says 
E. H. Wilson. 


Legislation to amend the Election law, 
sponsored by the Republican organiza- 
tion of Kings County, is deseribed in 
detail in the current issue of The Brook- 
lyn Chamber of Commerce Bulletin by 
Edward H. Wilson. Mr. Wilson, who |' 
has been active in the Brooklyn Young 
Republican Club, assisted Jacob A. Liv- 
ingston, the Brooklyn Republican leader, 
to prepare the bill now before the Legis- 
lature. 

A saving of approximately $1,000,000 a 
year in the State is sought by adminis- 
trative changes, reduction of printing 
and advertising and the abolition of the 
office of State Superintendent of Elec- 
tions, as suggested by Governor Miller. 
The bill provides for the restoration of 
the convention system of making nomi-, 
nations. Discussing this point, Mr. Wil- 
son says: 

‘With regard to the mooted question 
of the direct primary, the bill provides 
a plan which, we believe, should be 
reasonably satisfactory. There is, as 
was advocated in the Republican State 
platform of last Fall, a return to con- 
vention; to nominate State officials and 
to nominate Supreme Court Justices, 
delegates to these conventions to be 
elected at the ang The rolls of the 
conventions will be made up officially 
by the Secretary of State, subject to 
review by the courts, and there cannot 
be a repetition of the scandals of some 
conventions in the past, the unscrupu- 
lous unseating of properly elected deles 
gates. 

*“*At the primary will be nominated, 
as now, all candidates except those for 
State ‘offices or Supreme Court Justices, 
and at it will be chosen party represen- 
tatives—that is, County Committeemen 
and State Committeemen, the election 
district unit for County Committeemen 
being preserved. 

‘* Designations of candidates to run in 
& party primary may be made by the 
County Committeemen of the party in the 
particular unit, assembled in committee, 
their designation to be certified to the 
Board of Elections. However, other 
party candidates, designated by petition, 
may get upon the ballot and contest for 
the party nomination with the committee 
designee upon equal terms. 

‘* With regard to city officers in the City 
of New York—that is, Mayor, Controller 
and President of the Board of Aldermen 
—we provide for designating conventions 
in each county, each of which would 
have the right to put upon the primary 
ballot a candidate for these offices.” 


DRIVE FOR SOCIAL SERVICE. | 


Women to Help Raise Funds to Sup- 
plement Hospital Work. 


A plea to obtain funds for the social 
service work of the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare was made yesterday by 
Commissioner Bird S. Coler. He said 
that under the terms of the City Char- 
ter the munjcipal hospitals were unable 
to give outdoor treatmert to convales- 
cent patients and to prevent many needy 
persons from going to their homes, 
where they had no facilities for proper 
care, and that the public had been 
financing this social service work since 
1906. 

‘‘The most pathetic case that comes 
under the care of the social service 
worker is the convaiescent child whose 
Farents are unable to contribute toward 
its maintenance yn a way that will in- 
sure speedy and complete recovery,” he 
said. ‘‘ Sécial service funds must meet 
many emergency neews, such as warm 
clothing upon discharge from hospital, 
extra milk for the baby and convales- 
cents in their nomes, praces, &c., which 
the city does not supply. Approximately 
$0,000 to 40,000 patients are cared for 
annually in the free wards of the mu- 
ricipal hospitals.

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TER VENIZELOS 
IN GRREOE-WHAT? 


7 Lack’ of Leaders Who Can Be 
Counted Upon to Execute 
His Policies. 


 STERGIADIS IS SUGGESTED 


A Venezelixt Retained by Constan- 
‘tne ss, Gerernor of Smyrna 
Bex ze of His Ability. 


By CHARLES H. GRASTY. 


ATHENS, Jan. 11.—The friends of Mr. 
‘Venizelos’ say that his disappointment 
over losing office is nothing compared 
his anxiety about the dangerous 
Position of Greece. There are no allies 
for her in the Balkans, and the return 
of Constantine compromises her with 
England, France and Italy, thus leaving 
jher isolated. The two latter are taking 
jadvantage of the opportunity to move 
/for a revision of the treaty with Turkey. 
France’s chief reason for this is to 
galvage as much as possible’ of, the 
Turkish debt to her. There is a large 
and influential Levantine population of 
uncertain nationality which has always 
exploited the Turk in finance and com- 
merce and ‘is opposed to Greek ascend- 
ency. This element has a strong in- 
fluence at the Quai d’Orsay. 

Italy is uncomfortable over Greek ex- 
pansion in the Eastern Mediterranean 
and Asia Minor as a menace to Italian 
interests in those regions. Venizelos 
was in a position to hold these influ- 
ences in check. As niatters now stand 
Venizelists contend that King Constan- 
tine has neither the will nor the power 
to protect the new Greece by preserving 
the Treaty of Sévres. 

Then there is the datiger of Greek 
collapse in Asia Minor through the in- 
ability of Constantine and the Greek 
Government to finance the army. There 
are eight Greek divistons in Asia Minor 
and the expenses of maintaining them 


are estimated at 3,000,000 drachmae per; dinary conditions it was necessary to 


Venizelos had expected soon to 
reduce the force in Asia Minor from 
eight to three divisions. This economy 
cannot be effected by the new Govern- 
ment. The situation that now exists, 
therefore, puts the greater Greece set 
up by Venizelos in imminent peril. 

The political fortunes of the fallen 
Premier do not trouble him in his re- 
tirement. He understands the psychol- 
ogy of democracy, especially the Greek 
democracy. Personally he is much in 
need of rest. His time will come again. 
A Greece will call him back. But what 
kind of Greece? What will have become 
of all his plans carried on with infinite 
pains and so near to’fruition when a de- 
structive mood seized the Greek people? 


Bitterness Between Greek Factions. 


The bitterness between the two fac- 
tions threatens to destroy all'‘hope of 
yunity in' Greece for many years to come. 
Few Venizelists with whom I talked had 
the slightest faith in King Constantine. 
They think that no godd can come out of 
him. He is weak, vain and treacherous, 
they say. The only ability they concede 
to him is a certain power to fool people 
when he first meéts them. They cite 
the case of Lord Kitchener, who came 
out from his interview declaring that 
the King was a plain, blunt'man. They 
declare that his ‘‘ frankness '’ is bogus 
and that he is full of deceit. . 

When I sounded some of the Veni- 
zelists on the possibility: of the King 
and the ex-Premier getting together for 
the preservation of the country, they 
dismissed the idea as chimerical. Con- 
stantine, they said, was absolutely in- 
, capable of entertaining a broad, mag- 
nanimous idea or of carrying out an 
ggreement in good faith. Let him have 
his innings and then Venizelos could 
come back with some hope of going on 
with: his constructive werk. The .two 
men were so different in character and 
temperament, that combination was im- 
possible. You could not change either of 

them. The King was autocratic, and 

every effort made by him to appear 
otherwise was sheer hypocrisy. Veni- 
gelos was liberal—even revolutionary. 

This difference nvust be_ fought out, 

costly as it might be. Venizelos had 
moved warily in the past with due re- 
gard to a certain monarchical supersti- 
tion among the people. Under this pol- 
fey an artificial strength had been 
created for the King and dynasty. 

The time had now come for 4 square 
issue between a monarchical form and 
@ republican form of government. Un- 
der the present system the vices of both 
would be perpetuated. The. hope of 
Greece lay in the adoption of a system 
similar to that of the United States. 
The return of the King and a division 
of responsibility between him and the 
heads of the various little groups in the 
Chamber and the inevitable failure 
might aroyse the Greek people to a real 
and continuing sense of responsibility. 

No Parties as We Use the Term. 

We often complain in America of par- 
tisanship in Congress or the White 
House. In Greece one of the great dif- 
ficulties is that there are practically no 
parties. Each group in the Chamber is 
maintained by a _ personal leadership. 
The groups are. held together within 
themselves and in relation to each other 
by ‘‘the cohesive power of public plun- 
der.’”’ A part of the Venizelos program 
was to form parties based on differ- 
ences of principle. Venizelos formed the 
Liberal Party, but up to date the other 
groups have stuck to the old lines. For 
the moment there is a cleavage between 
liberalism and Constantinism, but among 

‘the pro-Constantine groups spoils and 

aft are the main consideration. Dur- 
ng the Venizelist years the old political 
leaders were shut out, and the desire to 
-get back into the political vineyard was 
more potent with them than loyalty to 
the King. After the manner of poli- 
ticians everywhere they simply used the 
popular emotion which followed the 
death of King Alexander to ride into 
power on. Their appetites were whetted 
by years of starvation, and they are 
now busy ‘‘ turning the rascals out.”’ 

I obtained in Athens one set of figures 
as to the condition of the Greek 
Treasury that came from an apparently 
reliable source. These figures dealt 
with the immediate situation which con- 
fronts the Government. The pressing 
debts which must be met at once total 
61,000,000 francs. As against this the 
oe can scrape together 7,000,- 

No matter how crazy the people may 
be over ‘‘the King arisen,’ debts can- 
-not be paid with popular enthusiasm, 
and the new rulers cannot long avoid 
-an acute crisis. Among Constantinists 
I heard a good deal of brave talk about 
the wealth of Greece and the levying of 
taxes that would meet the requirements 
of the country and at the same time 
emancipate Greece from foreign control 
and give her real independence. 

Even if it were possible to carry out 
@uch far-reaching reforms, they could 
not be realized in time to meet the im- 
Mediate urgent demands. What will 
happen if the soldiers are not paid next 
month? And how would popular emo- 
tions be affected by doubling or trebling 
the taxation? 


Politicians Worrying Constantine. 


From the talk that I heard in the 
court circles I inferred that the King 
Was already much irritated by the pre- 
tensions and claims of his own friends. 


The politicians above referred to think 
that they brought him back from nis 
exile and are clamoring for their re- 
ward, whereas the King quite naturally 
believes that these politicians made use 
of his popularity to get back into power. 

Then there are some thousands of Roy- 
plists who credit themselves with sav- 
ing the monarchy. Many of these suf- 
“fered under the Venizelist régime. All 
these friends are setting on the King’s 
doorstep and awaiting their reward. 
'Much of the King’s eagerness to go to 
Asia Minor and take command of the 
troops is probably due to the irritation 

at he feels at the pressure brought to 
‘Dear by his friends. It would be very 
difficult for even the best and wisest of 
* kings to cope successfully with the large 

ituation amid such importunities.

His dif- 
ferences. with Prince George, who had 
been sent to:Crete as the Greek repre- | 


sentative, as weil as his other political | 
activities in his native island, had ex- | 
tended his reputation to Greece, and in 
the Spring of 1910 the Military League 
invited him to Athens. He came on a: 
visit and made a quiet study of the sit- 
uation. 

A Hittle later he came to Athens un- | 
der the auspices and with the backing 
of the Military League. His entry into 
public life was a good deal like that of a 
‘‘ city manager '’ in a German or Ameri- 
can municipality. He appeared as a/} 

rofessional who had been tried out and | 

ad made good in Crete. He €onducted | 
himself with tact and judgment and soon 
began to acquire influence on his own 
merits. He took office in the Autumn of , 
1910, when he was eiccted to the Cham- | 
ber by the largest majority ever given | 
to a candidate in Athens. | 

The conditions and the man were well ' 
met. With the support of the Military | 
League and the forces generated by its! 
activities Venezelos instituted great re- | 
forms. He had the Constitution revised, | 
took the judiciary -and army out of 
politics, established a certain measure | 
of reform in the civil service and passed | 
laws to suppress bribery. He foresaw 
the Balkan war and got ready for it. 
It was his desire to unite Greece that 
led him to bring back from his exile in| 
Paris the Crown Prince Constantine and | 
put him at the head of the Greek Army’. | 

The success in the wars of 1912-13; 
gave Constantine popularity and stand- | 
ing with the people, and on the death | 
of his father, King George, he had be-' 
come a sort of military hero. When he! 
ascended the throne he began almost at, 
once to make it clear that he proposed | 
to exercise greater authority than his 
father had. | 

The differences between the King and} 





Prime Minister in 1915 and 1916 were} 
followed by the King’s exile to Switzer- | 
land... In cleaning up the discord sown | 
by the King, Venizelos and his lieu-, 
tenants were undoubtedly guilty of many 
excesses in 1917 and afterward. They | 
had the excuse that in the extraor-| 


handle Greece very firmly. When force 
is once invoked it is very hard to draw 
the line at comparative moderation. 


Career of Stergiadis. 


There is a man, however, whose record 
encourages the hope that he might save 
Greece from the threatened wreck. That 
man is Stergiadis, the High Commis- 
sioner of Smyrna. Though the closest 
political and personal friend of Veni- 
zelos, he is not a fire-eater. When the 
King came back he received a formally 
friendly message from Stergiadis. This | 
was not because of any desire to curry 
favor, for upon learning the result of | 
the election the High Commissioner had 
at once offered his resignation. He was 
persuaded by Premier Rhallis to stay 
on the representation that his retire- 
ment might at that time be dangerous | 
to the interests of Greece. | 

Stergiadis, like Venezelos, is a Cretan, | 
and the two were associated in public | 
affairs before either came to Greece. | 
Venizelos made Stergiadis Governor of | 
Epirus. He made him a Minister with- | 
out portfolio in his Cabinet, and in 1919 | 
put him in charge of the delicate and/| 
difficult situation in Smyrna. | 

I asked an Armenian business man of} 
Smyrna about the administration of | 
Stergiadis, and his reply was: ‘‘It is| 
perfection. That is the only word.’ | 
The feeling caused by the violent} 
methods of the Greek Army when it! 
entered Smyrna in May, 1919, has been 
removed by the aboslute justicé and 
fair play of the High Commissioner. | 
His policy has been to deal more; 
harshly with Greeks than other nation- 
alities: he has leaned backward in his 
impartiality. The consequence is that 
he has gained the confidence of fair- 
minded people and largely removed the 
impression that the Greeks propose to 
Turkey. . 

If King Constantine should in due 
course ask Stergiadis to form a Govern- 
ment, some people think that he would 
put the allied Governments where they 
could not refuse to go along with him. 

Stergiadis is not Venizelos, but he be- 
longs to the same school, and in the 
course of his public life has done noth- 
ing that could be twisted into ‘‘ tyr- 
anny” or ‘cruelty.’ It is at least 
{maginable that a Stergiadis Govern- 
ment might be the beginning of the end 
of retaliation in Greece, and so save to 
the country the fruits of Venizelos’s 
genius.

Direct Control of Men Instead of 
National Supervision Advo- 
cated as Vital Need.

| There has been so much confusion over 

{the hearing on national agreements be- 
‘fore the Railroad Labor Board in Chi- 
cago and .s0 many wrong impressions 
created that the plea of the railroads is 
for an immediate reduction in wages 
with the abrogation of agreements as a 
secondary matter, that an outline of 
these agreements and schedules has 
been prepared by M. L. Bell, general 
counsel for the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific Railway Company. 

‘‘In considering the merits of rules 
_and working conditions,’’ says Mr. Bell, 
remembered that = they 
,Tepresent not the well considered judg- 

ment of mature minds attempting the 
solution of a complicated problem, but 
the accumulated result of years of ne- 
gotiation, of give and take, of con- 
troversy and surrender. Beginning with 
; negotiations back in the 80’s, which lead 
‘to the formation of the enginemen’ s and 
{trainmen’s schedule, the development of 
these rules and working conditions haa 
been a process of constantly extending 
{and enlarging the rights of the em- 
ploye, of prescribing more definitely and 
more drastically tne conditions ufder 
which he worked, and of whittling away 
little by little the authority of the rail- 
way managers.’ 


Standard Wage Established. 


As an example ef the way that enel- 
neers antl firemen were paid up to the 
time that the Adamson lew went into 
effect, Mr. Bell said: 

‘‘Many years ago the principle was 
adopted of paying men in the train ser- 


vice, engineers and firemen, for instance, 
on a dual basis, Standard wages were 
established for a day’s pay. The pay of 
@ passenger engineer in 1917 was fixed 
eat $5. 05 per day for locomotives welgh- 


The present rate is $6.80. A day’s work 
was defined to be 100 miles or less 6 
hours and 40 minutes or less; at present 
5 hours or less. In freight service, a 
day’s work was defined to be 10 hours or 
less, 100 miles or less. At present it is 
S hours or less. The rate was higher 
than in passenger service. 

‘““Where the passenger engineer re- 
ceived $5.05 on «a locomotive of the 
weight mentioned, the through fretght 
engineer serving on a freight locomotive 
ef the same weight received $0.60 for a 
day’s work, and the local freight engi- 
neer $5.90; at present, $7.98, vertime 
was computed on a pro-rata basis, that 
{s, at the same rate as the basic day's 
pay. The practical result as defined in 
these schedules was that in almost ali 
instances the pay of an employe was 
computed not on the number of days 
worked in the month, but on the number 
of miiles run. 

‘‘There wag no coweerted or national 
movement for the unification or stand- 
afdization of wages and working con- 
ditions until the events which led up to 
the passage of the Adamson law in 
1916. The vital part of that law reads 
as follows: 

“ "That, beginning Jan. 1, 1917, eight 
hours shall, in contracts for labor and 
service, be deemed a day's work and the 
measure or standard of a day's work 
for the purpose of reckoning the com- 
pensation for services of all employes 
who are now or may hereafter be em- 
road." by any common carrier by rail- 
roa 


Strike. Threat Forced Law. 


‘* You all remember that this law was 
forced through Congress by the threat 
of a strike which would tle up all the 
railroads in the country, and that Cen- 
gréss, echoing the pronouncement of the 


President that the eight-hour day ex- 
pressed ‘the judgment of humanity,’ 
passed the law without deliberation. 

‘ Congress, in adopting the Transpor- 
tation act, recognized the necessity of 
avoiding labor disputes by creating a 

bor Board, made up of representa- 
tives of railroads, employes, and the 
public. The Labor Board has jJurisdic- 
tion to determine any dispute involving 
grievances, rules and working condi- 
tions. 

‘* Since this act was passed the labor 
unions, through their chiefs, began a 
campaign to perpetuate the so-called na- 
tional agreements made by the Director 
General, and to get new national agree- 
ments aa to all the organizations with 
| Which the Director General had not con- 
cluded such agreements. The first step 
in this program was to request the roads 
to agree to the formation of national 
boards of adjustment, and up to this 
time the railroads have had the good 
sense not to embark on this scheme. 

‘‘Such a board of adjustment per- 
petuates the vice of the railroad ad- 
ministration scheme, namely, that dis- 
cipline is taken from the officer of the 
carrier, and invested in a board at 
Washington or elsewhere; and that all 
wages inevitably will be standardized, 
and that rules and working conditions 
‘must follow.’’ 

In conclusion Mr. Bell says that the 
railroad problem may be solved in only 
one way, ‘‘ by cutting out the frills of 
the labor achedules, prescribing work- 
ing conditions that will require an 
efficient day’s work for a fair day’s 
pay, give every man a chance for promo- 
tion and make the officers of each road 
responsible for discipline on that road. 
In no other way can efficient, safe and 
economical transportation be obtained.’’

Legal Cost in:Auto Killing Case 
~Not Business: Expense, In- 
come Bureau Rules. 


OTHER STATE TAX RULINGS 


Corporation Employe Who Gets 


Wages and Also Stock Payments 
Must Report on, Both. 


Questions on several points relating to 
the administration of ‘the State income 
tax law are answered in a statement 
issued yesterday by the New York State 
Income Bureau. Some- of the questfons 
and answers follow: 

“Two partners were riding in an auto- 
mobile which collided with another ma- 
chine, overturning it and killing one of 
the occupants. Is the amount of $5,000 
which they paid-for legal services de- 
ductible as a business expense? 

‘“*No. As this $5,000 expenditure could 
not be considered an-ordinary or neces- 
sary business expense within the lan- 
guage of Section 360, Subdivision 1, of 
the tax law.” 

‘* May I deduct payments of principal 
and interest on a mortgage? 

** You may not deduct any amount of 
principal in your return df income. 
However, if you are a resident, you are 
permitted to deduct all interest pay- 
ments. 

‘*How may I determine whether..a 
number of gifts made dyring 1920 are 
deductible? 

‘“‘In order to be deductible, contribu- 
tions must be made to corporations and 
associations organized exclusively for re- 
ligious, charitable, scientific or educa- 
tional purposes. It must be understood 
that there must be no possibility of any 
of the gifts given to those organizations 
benefiting any stockholder or member, 

‘‘Is an amount of insurance received 
from a matured policy taxable? 

“Only so much of the amount re- 
ceived as exceeds the value of the policy 
on Jan. 1, 1919, plus the premiums 
paid after that date, is taxable. 

‘“* IT own and run a small produce farm, 
and during the Fall operate a thrasher. 
In 1920 I bought a hand eultivator. May 
I deduct the price? I had’ to make 
several replacements and some repairs 
to my thrasher. Are these deductible? 

‘“The cost of farm machinery repre- 
sents a capital investment and is not 
deductible as an item of expense. You 
may deduct the amounts which you ex- 
pended for repairs, but not those ex- 
— for replacements/ 

paid county taxes on my® house 
me, lot, city taxes for repaving of a 
side street adjoining my property, and 
water taxes. Are they deductible? 
.‘‘ Taxes paid for local benefits, such 
as street improvements which are im- 
posed because of ‘some benefit received 
directly by the property, are not allow- 
able deductions. Water taxes are de- 
ductible unless they are assessed on a 
metered or consumption basis. 

‘* I purchased some bonds in 1917 and 
sold/them at a substantial ‘loss in 1920. 
May I deduct such loss? [I still hold 
bonds that were secured by a mortgage 
which was foreclosed in 1918 and from 
which nothing was realized. May I 
charge off the purchase price of the 
bonds as a bad debt? 

‘On the bonds purchased in 1917 the 
deductible logs is the hc between 
their value ~on Jan. 1, 1919, and the 
amount realized--at sale. On the bonds 
covered by the mortgage foreclosed in 
1918 you cannot deduct any loss, be- 
Prag they were valueless on Jan. i; 

‘*I work for a corporation and am 
paid an agreed weekly wage, but have 
an option to take any part of Day salary 
in stock of. my employer. report 
only the actual money Rdven or both 
stock and money? If both, do I take 
the market or par value of the stock? 

‘* You should include in your income 
both the weekly wage and the fair mar- 
ket value of the stock at. the time of its 
receipt.”’ 


A PROBLEM OF TRADE. 


Export Products and the Adminis- 
tration at Washington. 


For American products, such. as 
metals, The Engineering and Mining 
Journal writes, which are turned out in 
excess of home requirements, and there- 
fore depend on the export market, ‘‘ the 
problem is not how to dispose of our 
product, but how to get paid for it. Im- 
poverished Europe needs our metal, but 
cannot pay with gold: and we get weary 
of paper in the long run. 

‘“‘ Our bankers like to pay with paper, 
but will not! accept it in payment, de- 
manding, with strange insistencé, gold. 
This problem, then, resolves itself into 
one of international finance, and the so- 
lution can hardly come about without 
the cu-operation of the United States. In 
this one respect our export industries, 
oe Matt are really dependent, 
for the immediate future, on the foreign 
policy of our new Administration.”’

LABOR’ IN IN FRANCE. 


Official Report on th on the e Extent of Un- 
employment, Now and in 1919. 


‘Although a. good deal is heard in Par- 
liament and the press as to the preva- 
lence of unemployment in France, a Paris 
correspondent writes to The London 
Economist: ‘‘ A glance .at the official 
figures furnished by the Labor Minister, 
setting forth the situation. down to the 
latest date, indicates that, as compared 
with the state of things in Great Britain, 
unemployment is a comparatively 
negligible factor.’’ During the week 
26,168 persons had applied for employ- 
ment at the various labor bureaus 
throughout France (of whom 16,483 
were men and 9,685 women), or 1,040 


less than during the previous week. At 


the same time, offers of employment to 
the number of 4,369 failed- to find a 
satisfactory response, or 1,22 fewer 
than during the previous week. 

Of the total number of 26,168 unem- 
Lee pi 14,665 (or 56 per cent.) were 
resident in the Paris’area. In that dis- 
trict the categories of labor showing 
the largest proportions of unemployed 
were the clothing trade, ,/ metallurgy, 
building trade, shop assistants, &c., un- 
skilled labof, and food trades. A sig- 
nificant feature was that there were 575 
applicants for work as domestic ser- 
vants, and only 268 vacancies notified, 
which appeaged to indicate that the 
scarcity of lfbor of this kind that has 
prevailed since the early days of the 
war is now disappearing. The total 
number qf unemployed drawing relief 
from the 225 departmental and munici- 
pal.unemployment funds was 13,507 (ef 
whom 10,669 were resident in the De- 

artment of Seine), or 79 more than 
ast week. 

The: maxfmum number of-people draw- 
ing allowances from these funds sincé 
the armistice was.reached in April, 1919, 
when the figure stood at 116 6,000 (of 
whom 77,514 were resident within the 
City of Paris). In the Roubaix-Tour- 
coing district, where the wool trade nor- 
mally employs 46,000 hands, 34,000 are 
now working from two to four days a 
week, while 2,000 are idle. At Lille 
the whole of the cotton mills are work- 
ing short time, half of them forty hours 
a week and the rest varying from 48 to 
25 hours. In the Rhone district about 
15 per cent. of the metal workers are 
idle, while some of the silk factories 
have recently reduced their time from 44 
to 40 hours. Many. manufacturers have 
reduced hours and arranged for their 
employes to work in shifts, in order to 
keep their personnel together during the 
present slump; but conditions are nor- 
mal in the metallurgical factories. 


LENGLAND’S COTTON TRADE. 


Remarkable Vicissitudes of Its His- 
tory in 1920. 


The past year in the Lanchashire cot- 
ton trade, as described by the Manches- 
ter Guardian, ‘‘ was one of the most 
remarkable periods ever experienced in 
the industry. The year opened with the 
greatest trade boom ever known at its 
height, and extensive buying at advanc- 
ing prices continued up to the end of 
March. During those three months, pro- 
ducers had matters all their own way, 
and sellers: had buyers in the hollow 
of their hand. Spinners and manufac- 
turers. recognized that some of the 


speculative operations were reckless, and 
attempts were made to check the buying 
movement by putting up quotations 
very stiffly, but customers paid what 
were considered to be prohibitive rates. 

‘“‘In the Spring, values reached such 
a level that demand was checked, and 
the turnover began to fall off. Through- 
out the remainder of the year prices 
gave way, and there was no revival 
of business. A sensational fall occurred 
in raw cotton rates. American quali- 
ties declined from over 34d to below 
10d, while Egyptian — descriptions fell 
from nearly 100d to 22d per pound in 
Liverpool. In_ the Autumn there was 
severe depression, and the year closed 
with a large amount of machinery 
standing idle for want of work and 
extensive unemployment for the work- 
people.”’ 


THE FALL IN PRICES. 


Average Decline From Last Year’s 
Highest in Eight Foreign Countries. 


The New York Reserve Bank has pub- 
lished the comparisons of average com- 
modity prices in eight different foreign 
countries, showing the latest reported 
average and the decline from the high 
mark of the advance in prices which end- 
ed last year. All the figures are reduced 
in this table to a comparative basis in 
which the 1913 average is taken as 100, 
except that the par basis for Sweden 
is the year ending with June, 1914, and 
for Australia and India the average 


of July, 1914. For comparison, it is 
interesting to observe that England’s 
average of Feb. 1 (London Economist) 
was 32% per cent. below the high level 
of last April, and the American Feb- 
ruary average (Bradstreet’s) was 405, 
below the high level of last February.

Bank Exchanges in England. 

Notwithstanding the reaction in Brit- 
ish trade during the latter part of 1920, 
the grand tatal of bank bills and checks 
cleared at the London Bankers’ Clearing 
House during last year rose to £39,018,- 
903,000, as against £28,415,382,000 in 1919, 
an increase of £10,603,521,000. It appears, 
however, that whereas in 1919 each quar- 
ter of the year showed progressive in- 
crease, the opposite has been true of 
1220. It is said that the 37 per cent. in- 
crease in total clearings as compared 
with 1919 is larger than the total clear- 
ing figures for the year 1904.

GALES TAX FAVORED | 
BY MUSIC INDUSTRY: 


Manufacturers Ask Repeal of : 
Levy on Excess Profits and a 
Cut in the Surtax Rate. 


‘ONLY WAY TO GET REVENUE’ 


Present Burden on Business Seen-as 


a Clog Which Muy Cost 
Nation Heavily. 


The imposition of a uniform sales tax 
to be paid monthly, the abolition of ex- 
cess profits taxes, material reduction of 
individual income surtaxes, elimination 
of excise taxes and the imposition of a 
minimum tax of $5 on all residentS of 
the United Statéswho receive an inde- 
pendent income, were the outstanding 
suggestions adopted by the Board of 
Directors of the Music Industries Cham- 
ber of Commerce, composed of twelve 
associations of musica) instrument man- 
ufacturers and dealers, according to a 
statement issued yesterday. 

“ The Revenue acts of 1917 and 1918,’’ 
said the report, ‘‘ created consumption 
or sales taxes on about thirty classes 
of manufactured products selected hur- 
riedly, without any evidence that the 
selection was based upon a definite 
principle of taxation or economics. 
These taxes impose an additional and 
discriminatory tax on a limited number 
of industries, and violate the principle 
of ‘ equal taxation for all.’ ‘ 

“These industries, with hundreds of 
thousands of employes dependent upon 
them, are protesting against the reten- 
tion of any of these taxes 

‘““Not only would continuance of 
these wartime excise taxes violate the 
essential principles of justice and fair- 
ness, but they would fail in many in- 
stance to continue to yield the expected4 
revenue. Few industries, in normal 
times, and certainly not all those sub- 
ject ‘to excise taxes, can maintain vol- 
ume of sales and a reasonable profit 
when subject to an additional tax bur- 
den of from 5 to 10 per cent. To the 
extent that these taxes curtail industry, 
they curtail the source of the revenue 
which they are supposed to yield, and 
also decrease the revenue from the in- 
come taxes of those industries. 

““Not only is a commodity sales tax 
theoretically sound and feasible at~this 
time, but there is no Satisfactory al- 
ternative. which will raise the needed 
revenue.’ 


POSTAL SAVINGS STILL GAIN. 


Increase’ for : danlaey $250,000, 
Total Now Is $163,650,000. 

The postal savings system experienced 
an increase in deposits amounting to 
250,000 in the month of January, ac- 
cording to official figures just made 
public, and total deposits on Feb. 1 
were $163,650,000. 

Arrangements have been made by 
which postal savings accounts may be 
transferred from one office to another 
in any part of the United States. The 
transfers may be made without the with- 
drawal of money by the depositor, and 
interest which is accruing for the cur- 
rent year will be saved.

' So far as business 
embarrassments go, 
these continue to be 
rather ‘arge in num- 
ber, as is natural 
tunder the conditions. But liquidation 
‘has proceeded far enough to show 
that the corner has been turned and 
that there is no danger of any gen- 
ral smash. In a number of notable 
Instances, committees or trustees 
wepresenting creditors and banking in- 
terests are conserving the assets of 
@ebtors and are marketing them in 
much a gradual way as not to upset 
walues. These are cases where the 
mssets themselves have a real intrinsic 
walue much above the liabilities 
against them, but they are what are 
«called ‘‘ frozen,” as distinguished 
from liquid. In all of them the cred- 
‘tors will be paid in full in due course, 
ut the extension of the time of pay-. 
ment was not a matter of merely re- 
mewing a loan. The committees or 
trustees are virtually running the, 
businesses, exercising a keen super- 
vision over all expenses and seeking 
to salve as much as possible, Thus 
far, they have met with much suc- 
cess, and no instance is reported of a 
failure to make progress. It is pos- 
sible that these instances may be 
added to if certain aspects of the ex- 
port situation become more acute and 
hundreds of millions of dollars’ worth 
@f goods shipped out are returned to 
the consignors. But this contingency 
geems rather remote as yet.

Giving of credit isa 
matter which has be- 
come increasingly im- 
portant of late. The 
hazard of it is not the 
only feature, although it is by no 
means one to be ignored. Insurance 
People know that, when business is 
bad, the fire risk becomes greater, and 
credit men are aware that, under 
aimilar conditions, the temptation is 
stronger to resort to tactics to avoid 
Paying debts. In a falling market 
there is a strain put upon persons 
who find values have shrunk material- 
ly between the time of placing an or- 
Ger and that for the delivery of goods. 
The honest merchant will take the loss 
@aused by his error of judgment and 
Preserve the business reputation which 
ig one of his chief assets. This is the 
case with old-established houses. But, 
@uring the boom period, a lot of con- 
¢erns sprang up to rake in some of the 
@asy money that was to be had. They 
had no traditions or reputation to up- 
hold. When values dropped they 
either repudiated their obligations on 
aome technicality or other which the 
leose form of contracting permitted, 
er else went to the wall. Those that 
survived are finding it rather hard 
sledding to get credit from sellers. In 
gome instances, indeed, they are tcéld 
their business is not wanted, this being 
true in the cases where an allotment 
@f goods is made. At other times they 
find that they cannot secure as early 
deliveries as are afforded more scru- 
Pulous dealers. The upshot of it all 
is that many are “discovering that 
Character is a real tangible asset 
which~counts in business.

They showed that the 
country cannot supply enough of them 
for its needs; that a tax on hides 
would not raise the value of cattle, 
but would raise the price of all leather 
goods and destroy the export trade in 
cattle hide leather. To this was add- 
ed: ‘‘ The principal tanning nations 
cf Europe admit hides free of-duty. 
Therefore, we should have a free hand 
and be on an equal footing with those 
countries.” Now, everything that 4s 
above given applies with equal force 


to wool to the same extent as it does, 
Yet the Payne-Aldrich act, | 


to hides. 
under which hides were put on the 
free list, put duties on raw wool, and 
Chairman Fordney of the Ways and 
Meens Committee has put himself on 
record as favoring even higher duties 
on wool than there used to be. How 
a cuty on wool can be reconciled with 
no duty on hides is the puzzle. Put 
what is consistency between the 
friends of the high tariff interests?

Quotations for cot- 
ton have continued to 
rule rather low, with 
alternations of’ ups 
and downs. What de- 
velopments there may be in the future 
would seem to favor improvement 
rather than otherwise, especially if the 
mills continue to operate at anything 
like their present schedules. It is said 
that, in the growing districts, the de- 
mands have been mostly for the very 
best ‘and the very low grade varieties 
of cotton and that much of the latter 
of last season’s crop has been disposed 
ef. Attention is now turning toward 
preparations for the new season’s 
planting. It is said that much diffi- 
culty will be experienced in securing 
money with which to do the prelim- 
inary work. The system of tenant 
farming which is so much in vogue in 
the South is said to be responsible for 
considerahle of the unnecessary cost of 
raising cotton, but no determined ef- 
fort seems to be made to get rid of 
it. All that is contemplated is the 
forcing of a reduced acreage so as to 
increase the market value of the cot- 
ton by curtailing the quantity pro- 
duced. 

Prices of fabrics, especially of gray 
goods, cdntinue to be immediately af- 
fected by the ruling quotations for the 
raw material. During the last week 
they have softened without this, how- 
ever, inducing any large purchasing 
As a matter of fact, despite the great. 
reductions made in the prices of cot- 
ton goods, many buyers are not yet 
convinced that these have reached 
their low point and are still. buying 
sparingly. Knit goods are meeting 
with only moderate sales and hosiery 
buying seems to have ceased for a 
spell.

From week to week the 
situation in wool, world- 
wide in its spread, shows 
few marked changes. 
Auction sales abroad 
continue to reflect the uncertainty at- 
tending the efforts to dispose of the 
vast stocks extant. Those of the last 
week in Great Britain seem to have 
met with more success than those in 
Australasia. Americans have ceased 
buying abroad to a great extent be- 
cause they are not exactly sure they 
will be able to bring in supplies in 
advance of tariff legislation fixing 
duties on raw wool. As it is, there is 
a large quantity afloat bound for this 
country which will soon be here. A 
little more, also, has been doing’ in 
domestic wools, and prices have be- 
come somewhat firmer. ‘The’ next 
notable auction sales of wool will be 
had in London, beginning on the 22d 
inst., when 48,000 bales of free wool 
and 70,000 bales of Government-owned 
material will be offered. As the upset 
prices have been lowered, these sales 
will be watched with much interest. 
Some comment has béen caused by the 
recent withdrawals from sale of wool 
owned by the United States Govern- 
ment. It is said negotiations are in 
progress to sell a lot of it to the Po- 
lish Government. 

Spring business in woolens has not 
been sk except as to the stock 
goods offered at reductions. At auc- 
tion sales during the week prices of

TO TEACH STORE WORK. 


Summer Course by) New York Uni- 
versity Training School. 


A Summer course of instruction, be- 
ginning on July 5 and continuing until 
Aug. 13, will be given this year by the 
New York University Training School 
for -Teachers of Retail Selling. In- 
struction will cover teaching of retail 
selling, teaching of textiles, training di- 
rectors and employment management. 
Theory will be combined with practice, 
and practical experience in stores will 
be given to all students who register 
prior to June 15. If it is found possible, 
students registering after that date will 
also be given the benefit of actual store 
work. A special feature of the course 
will be lectures by prominent executives 
from local and Newark stores.

Norris A: Brisco, will be assisted by 
an advisory Committee made up of Mrs.

SPRING HAT TRIMMINGS. 


French Modistes Resort to Extensive 
. Use of Wax Flowers. 


Spring. hats will show many novel and 
unusual trimmings, but none of them, 
from the standpoint of oddity, will begin 
to approach the wax flowers that are 
now being sponsored by leading French 
modistes. A bewildering array of them, 
both in color and species, is seen on the 
latest importations from Paris. If used 
judiciously, according to the bulletin 
of the Retail Millinery Association of 
America, the flowers prove effective as 
trimmings, particularly when used on 
hats made of dark fabrics. They are 
shown in large, single blossoms, as well 
as in trailing wreaths and _ clusters. 
They are often combined with berries 
and other fruits of wax. Nothing is 
said of their imperviousness to heat. 

‘One of the most effective of the wax 
flowers seen here,’’ the bulletin con- 
tinues, ‘‘is a full-blown tulip with deli- 
cately tinted leaves. Tiger lilies, with 
flaming red and orange colorings, are 
striking on dark-hued hats. range 
blossoms of wax, intermingled with 
fruits and leaves, are very lovely. Sev- 
eral block satin hats trimmed with wax 
orange blossoms are seen.’’ 


FOR STANDARD CLOTHING. 


Plan to Furnish British With Gar- 
ments at Low Prices. 


Under a plan submitted by the Whole- 
sale Clothing Manufacturers’ Federation 
and approved by the British Board of 
Trade, cloth will be sold to clothiers at 
a fixed price, made up into clothing in 
standard sizes and retailed at fixed 
prices. If at any time in the opinion of 
the board, however, the average profits 
realized on the goods are substantially 


in excess of those allowed under the 
scheme, the plan may be modified ac- 
cordingly. 

The range of prices under the fixed 
schedule applies to men’s, youths’ and 
boys’ clothing. Converted into Amer- 
ican currency at a normal rate of ex- 
change, these prices are: Men’s suits, 
34 to 42 inches chest, wholesale, $16.42, 
retail, $21.90; youths’ suits, -size 9, 31 
inches chest, wholesale, $13.69, retail, 
$18.25; boys’ rugby suits, e 7%, 
inches chest, wholesale, $12.29, retail, 
$16.42; boys’ sport suits, size 7, 29 inches 
chest, wholesale, $12.77, retail, $17.03. 
In the case of men’s and youths’ suits, 
the -prices quoted are for. unlined 
trousers. 


RAW SILK MARKETS. 


Lack of Demand Seems the Principal 
Feature at Present. 


The Japanese raw silk market has 
been quiet of late, with prices practically 
unchanged. Sinshiu No. 1 is still offi- 
cially held at 1,500 yen per picul, but 
there are no buyers at that price. No 
additional buying by the silk syndicate 
is reported by cables received here by 
A. P. Villa & Bros., Inc. 

The markets at Canton and Shanghai 
continue irregular as to price, owing to 
the variations in exchange. Both of 
those markets were practically closed 
during the past week as a result of the 
Chinese New Year holidayx. 

Italian silks are sluggish at Milan, and 
prices are beginning to show the effect 
of the lack of demand. A fair volume 
of business has been put through in the 
local market of late and some grades of 
silks are very scarce and high. 


Register ‘“‘ Master’ In Argentina. 

Following up its warning that the 
words “ Sterling ’’ and ‘‘ Eureka’’ were 
sought to be registered in South Ameri- 


can countries, where priority of registra- 
tion and not of use is necessary for 
ownership of a trademark, the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce now 
calls attention to an application made to 
the Argentine Government for the regis- 
tration of the word ‘‘master.’’ It is 
suegomeg that American owners of this 
trademark, who have not authorized its 
registration, institute action for annul- 
ment. Under the Argentine law, annul- 
ment proceedings may be brought within 
one year from the time when the facts 
came to the knowledge of the owner of 
the trademark, or within three years 
from date of registration. The long list 
of articles for which the trademark 
‘‘ Master '’ is registered includes chem- 
{eal substances, pharmaceutical products, 

nes, surgical instruments, electri- 
cal machines, wearing apparel, &c. 


Dress Demand Reported Active. 

Little fault is to be found with the 
present demand (for _ ready-to-wear 
dresses on the part of the retail trade, 
according to a statement made yester- 
day by David N. Mosessohn, Executive 
Director of the Assoclated Dress Indus- 
tries of America, as the shepe are work-.

MEETING THE NEW 
CREDIT CONDITIONS 


Judging Value of Assets Has to 
Be on a Different Basis 
Than in the Past. 


Financial statements are being more 
closely examined just now than ever be- 
fore, and most credit men are eliminat- 
ing many of the allowances which they 
formerly made for different asset items. 
According to Philip I. Carthage, credit 
manager for Weingarten Brothers, Inc., 
corset manufacturers, who handles some 
25,000 accounts, the present rule of 
thumb is to accept only ‘‘ under the 
hammer ’’ valuations, even when con- 
sidering the so-called liquid assets. 

‘‘ Fixtures, money loaned and other 
items which were formerly allowed to 
bolster credit standing,’’ he said, ‘‘ get 
no consideration these days, and many 
new elements have entered into the de- 
termination of the net worth of debtors. 
A financial statement came into my 
hands a short time ago that showed a 
balance of $110,000 on the right side, 
without considering the value of equip- 
ment, good will, &c. It was necessary, 
however, to shave down that sum to 
$85,000, and we were not so sure the 
concern was soundly conditioned at 
that. They claimed $10,000 cash in 
bank and $100,000 worth of stock. Ordi- 
narily there would be no disputing the 
cash item, but examination showed that 
this was probably kept to meet accept- 
ances as they fell due, and there were 
plenty of these documents. outstanding. 

‘““The merchandise, or stock item, is 
probably the most important factor at 
present in a financial statement, and 
has to be very carefully figured out. 
It is safe to say that every concern 
making a finincial statement is giving 
itself the benefit of any doubt con- 
cerning the full value of the merchadise 
it owns. An accurate appraisal would 
show discrepancies, and. particularly 
now when the market value of all goods 
is showing constant depreciation. In 
the statement I referred to we scaled 
down the merchandise valuation 25 per 
cent., from $100,000 to $75,000, and let 
the cash remain at $10,000, but with 
some doubts, and thus provided a net 
worth of $85,000. 

‘‘A larger reduction in the value of 
the merchandise would be entirely 
equitable, because the rule of thumb 
practice just now is to consider only 
‘under the hammer’ value. is is 
why the credit man cannot accept tHe 
valuation put on fixtures and equip- 
ment, however estimable they may be 
judged by the owner. Such things are 
not worthless, but their auction price 
is decidedly nominal with conditions 
what they are. 

‘‘ Where receivables are concerned, an- 
other uncertain element enters, especi- 
ally where the amounts are owed to 
retailers. Business ‘.everses of cus- 
tomers and unemployment have thetr 
effect in causing slow payment, and 
bills owed to stores and tradesmen are 
often the last to be settled. The sums 
tied up in bills waiting payment, there- 
fore, get scant consideration nowadays 
when they appear in credit statements, 
although they rank higher than fixed 
assets. 

‘‘In determining a safe basis for 
granting credit, the accepted ratio be- 
tween merchandise and cash assets and 
indebtedness is, at present, two to one. 
The net worth is figured out the way I 
have described. 

‘“‘Sales in their relation to indebted- 
ness mark another important question in 
present credits. There are concerns being 
refused further credit for the simple 
reason that there is little hope of them 
overcoming the load of their inbedted- 
ness. 

‘““TIt may be shown that a period of 
five or six months is required to meet 
present indebtedness, even though net 
worth appears satisfactory. In com- 
puting the time necessary to make sales 
sufficient to meet current bills, the 
credit man should deduct about 25 per 
cent. as cost of doing business from the 
sales over the period. Thus, a_ store 
doing $120,000 a year may roughly be 
figured to spend some $30,000 on ex- 
penses. Over $13,000 worth of business 
a month is required to pay off bills of 
$10,000 a month. And the mistake must 
not be made of expecting sales in dol- 
lars and cents to equal those of last 
vear. The same factor of depreciation 
that affects merchandise valuations 
must :also be applied to sales, which 
makes necessary setting a longer time 
for the meeting of obligations. 

‘* All told, the consideration of credits 
at present indicates new problems which 
must be studied in the light of new con- 
ditions, and not on the basis of rules 
that worked all right in the past. A 
thorough overhauling of credit  prin- 


put off by credit men, the results are 
likely to be disastrous for them.’’ 


Higher Cost of English Pottery. 
Consul W. F. Doty of Stoke-on-Trent 
reports that manufacturing costs in that 
centre of the English pottery industry 
have increased enormously over pre- 
war figures. Labor is 150 to 180 per 
cent. higher than in 1913, fuel 20 Oto 255 
per cent. higher, clay 160 to 250 per 
cent., cobalt 230 to 566 per cent., flint, 
glaze, &c., 180 to 330 per cent., crates 
and straw 230 to 425 per cent., cartage 
300 to 400 per cent., saggar marl and 
firebricks 275 to 290 per cent., and 
laster 200 per cent. higher, according 
o data supplied to the Consul by the 
Staffordshire Pottery Manufacturers’

GIVING RETAILERS’ 
SIDE OF THE CASE 


Holding Back-of the Price Cutting 
Process Net Fairly Attrib- 
utable to Them. 


The retail merchants of’ the country 
have been unjustly held responsible, in 
some cases by the manpfacturers, for 
the maintenance of high prices, accord- 
ing to J. W. Knapp, ‘President of the 
Michigan Retail Dry Goods Association 
of Lansing, Mich., who yesterday made 
a vigorous defense of the retailers in the 
course of an interview with THm TIMES. 
President Knapp, who came to this city 
to attend the tenth annual convention 
ef the National Retail Dry Goods As- 
sociation, asserted that the blame for 
high prices could not properly be 
placed on any individual group of busi- 
ness men. He held that the manufac- 
turers were no more responsible for 
high prices than the retailers, but he did 
maintain that the manufacturers were 
to blame for the plight in which many 
retailers now find themselves because 


of having placed too much confidence 
in the alluring representations of the 
wholesalers and manufacturers. To this 
he added: 

‘* Now, as nobody in particular is just- 
ly chargeable with bringing on the high 
prices, so nobody in particular is re- 
sponsible for the sudden and upsetting 
start toward a return to lower prices. 
These things are quite beyond individ- 
ual control. The world today is under 
the sway of blind forces which the war 
unleashed and the final sweep of which 
no one can forecast. It is, therefore, 
the height of folly to blame individuals 
for what cn only be regrded s cosmic 
results. 

“Tam a retailer, but I am not, hold- 
ing up prices, as so many of the manu- 
facturers have asserted. On the con- 
trary, prices are holdin me up, if I 
may so speak. Like nearly all the man- 
ufacturers and many of my brother re- 
tailers, I have made some profits in 
the past three or four years, but 
knew all the time that I wouldn’t be 
permitted to keep all of them. I am 
already beginning to write them off, 
or, rather, the present price cutting 
movement is. writing them off for me. 
And just where this process of profit 
cancellation will finally leave me, it 
would stump the seventh son of a 
prophet to tell. . 

‘*T only know that the return to ‘ nor- 
malcy’ and live-and-let-live times de- 
pends upon the speedy resumption of 
public buying of merehandise, and, to- 
gether th my fellow merchants of 
Michigan, I am doing everything in my 
power to facilitate that buying by re- 
ducing prices to the lowest possible point 
consistent ‘with the maintenance of a 
solvent business. To assert, aS so many 
manufacturers have done, that it is ‘the 
reluctanee of the retailers to take losses’ 
that is delaying the resumption of buy- 
ing, is a bald misstatement. However 
reluctant we may be to take losses—and 
I dare say that we are not alone in 
sharing that reluctance—we are never- 
theless quite willing to take whatever 
legitimate losses are necessary to re- 
store the confidence of the buying public 
and start business going again. And we 
are willing to do this not because we 
are philanthropists, but because we re- 
gard it as an indispensable step toward 
the return to normal conditfons. 

“It is certainly not becoming on the 
part of manufacturers who, to borrow 
I. Maynard Keynes’s expressive phrase, 
‘have done very well out cf the war,’ 
to look with too frosty a face of supe- 
riority upon the retailers, too many of 
whom owe their present unfortunate 
plight to the fact that they trusted not 
wisely but too well in the representa- 
tions of the wholesaler and mill owner 
that if they didn’t stock up to the limit 
of their credit they would be forced 
later to pay much higher prices for 
goods. It should not be necessary to 
point out that this attitude on the part 
of the manufacturers only serves to re- 
call all the fable of the moral little toad 
that tried to swell up into a moral ox, 
with consequences profoundly otherwise 
from what had been expected. 

‘‘Let me repeat what it is so neces- 
sary to remember in these topsy-turvy 
times, that there is no call or excuse 
for any one charging anybody else with 
the sole or chief repsonsibility for hold- 
ing back the price-cutting which is so 
widely held to be the essential prerequi- 
site of the restoration of general busi- 
ness confidence and activity. Both manu- 
facturer and retailer are in the grip of 
mightier forces than those of individual 
greed and selfishness. 

‘‘Tt is clearly a case of misplaced bar- 
rage to indiscriminately blame either of 
them. at they should do is to quit 
‘jawing’ each other *nd work together 
to ameliorate the conditions which, if 
left unheeded and uncorrected, will in- 
evitably produce widespread misunder- 
standing and perhaps long-continued dis- 
tress. This is the duty which is plainly 
enjoined upon them both by civic pride 
and that enlightened self-interest which 
is the spring of all real business in- 
itiative and progress.’ 





Coal Available From China. 
If American dealers on the Pacific 
Coast can use Chinese coal, Commerciul 


| Attaché Arnold believes that arrange- 


ments could be made whereby ships 
could catry it as ballast in place 
of sand. The rate would be about 
$4 a ton. Chinese anthracite coal 
can be purchased at the port of 


Chin Wang Tao for $8 Mexican a 
ton. This coal is considered high- 
ash coal and retails locally in Shanghai 
at $17 Mexican a ton. Chinese bitumi- 
nous coal can be secured at lower prices 
in larger quantities; probably on a con- 
tract basis it could be secured for $4 or 
$5 Mexican a ton, loaded at Chin Wang 
Tao. If a trade of this character Were 
to be developed it would likely increase 
to considerable proportions, to the ad- 
peared of the industries on the Pacific 
oast. 
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American Shoes in Norway. 

Trade Commissioner Hertz of Chris- 
tiania states that the future for Amer- 
ican shoes on the Norwegian market 
seems very promising, and that he be- 
lieves a close study of Norwegian sales 
methods would be of much benefit to 
American shoe exporters. It is stated 
that it is not customary for a retailer 
to specialize in one brand of shoes, but 
that usually several makes are sold. 
It is stated that it would be impossible 
for the Norwegian shoe stores to stock 
shoes built on American lasts only, and 
that if American ‘shoe manufacturers 
wish to extend their sales to the Nor- 
wegian buyers it would be necessary 
that the Norwegian lasts be used to a 
certain extent. 


New “ Tourist ’’ Tax in Italy. 

Assistant Trade Commissioner A. A. 
Osborne of Rome reports that guests 
at hotels and pensions in Italy are re- 
quired to pay a gradtated tax on the 
cost of their living accommodations, as 
follows: 10 per cent. on bills not ex- 
ceeding 50 lire; 20 per cent. on sums 
from 51 to 100 lire, and 20 per cent. on 


each additional 100 lire or fraction 
thereof. This tax, which isin addition 
to any other levied now or in the future, 
is to be collected by affixing revenue 
stamps to each bill presented by hotel 
keepers to their guests. ‘The proceeds 
go to improivng conditions of travel and 
communication in ftaly. 


Czechoslovak Glass Exports. 

During the first quarter of 1920, 38,000 
metrie tons of glass were exported from 
Czechoslovakia. Of this amount Italy 
received 14,500 tons. Austria 9,560, 
England 8,000, France and Germany re- 
ceived 2,500 metric tons each. The con- 
dition of the blown-glass industry is 
stated to be fairly good and that large 
orders have been received from England 
and from America.

New Wharves in Colembia. 

The bay at Santa Marta, Colombia, by 
reason of its depth of water, easy and 
safe accessibility for all kinds of water 
craft, and existing dock facilities, is the 
best harbor on the north coast of 
Colombia. The construction of wharves 
to supply the necessary facilities for 
handling incoming and outgoing eargo 
has been undertaken by the Santa Marta 
Railway Company, Ltd., a British cor- 
poration which, under the terms of its 
concession from the Colombian Gov- 
ernment, not only operates 97 kilo- 
mé€ters (1 kilometer=0.62 mile) of rail- 
way line, with about the same amount 
of branch trackage, but also is author- 


ized to provide dock facilities for its 
transportation system. 


Live Stock in Argentina. 
According to the latest official esti- 
mates of the, Argentine Ministry of 
Agriculture, the following are the num- 
ber of the animals in that country: 
Beef cattle, 27,392,126; sheep, 45,309,419; 
goats, 4,670,130, and swine, 3,227,346. A

Call for Switzerland. 

Before the latter half of 1919 no coal 
from the United States had ever been 
used in Switzerland. But, of the. total 
Swiss imports in 1919, this country fur- 
nished :165 metric tons, or over one- 
third, although the price was greater 
than that of the coal supplied by France, 
Germany, Belgium and Great Britain. 


THEY CHARGE MORE 
10 THE AMERICANS 


European Dealers Do This on 
the Theory Those Here Can 
Afford to Pay More.

Numerous complaints are heard from 
importers of European mérchandise here 
to the effect that, since the ending of 
the war, manufacturers of the goods in 
question are charging for them “all the 
traffic will bear ’’—and then some. Fre- 
quently, the prices asked for the goods 
for export are several times as high as 
the quotations on similar merchandise 
for home consumption Among the 
countries cited yesterday in which this 
is done were Germany, Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, and, to a lesser degree, France. 

Not only is it charged that American 
importers are required to pay more for 
their goods than buyers in the country 
of origin, but it is further asserted that 
they are charged by certain foreign 
manufacturers prices which exceed those 
quoted on the same merchandise to im- 
porters in other countries. This, it is 
asserted, is particularly true of manu- 
facturers in Germany and Czecho- 
slovakia, who are enabled to do it by 
the “air tight ’’ cartel or trust system 
which prevails in those countries, and 
which are said to be encouraged by their 
Governments. 

Further than this, different prices are 
charged to buyers in various countries 
for the same goods. This system of 
doing business is illustrated by a price- 
list on certain Czechoslovakian goods 
which is in the possession of a promi- 
nent local import house. This list makes 
provision, in the way of prices, for ex- 
ports to more than a dozen leading 
countries of the world, each set of 
figures being higher than the other and 
the quotations for the North, Central 
and South American countries being the 
highest of all. Naturally, import buyers 
in the United States are subject to the 
maximum quotations. The theory upon 
which the lists referred to are based 
appears to be that, the wealthier a 
country is, the more its inhabitants 
should ultimately pay for’ the mer- 
chandise they reecive. 

That a difference in quotations be- 
tween those put on goods for home con- 
sumption and those for export, in favor 
of the former, actually exists is shown 
by the sworn certifications of the manu- 
facturers on or attached to the consular 
invoices covering the merchandise. One 
of those displayed here yesterday 
showed that the goods it covered would 
have been 80 per cent. cheaper had they 
been bought for consumption in Ger- 
many. Another, covering merchandise 
from Czechoslovakia, showed the total 
cost of the goods to be about $1,200 
higher than the same wares would have 
cost if they had been purchased for use 
in_ that country. a 

By another concern interested in im- 
ports from Central Europe, there was 
shown an _ invoice on merchandise 
brought here from ‘Poland that bore 
the sworn statement of the seller that 
the home market price was 50 per cent. 
below the figure charged for export. 
Specific instances were not given in the 
case of imports from France, but it 
was said that the same practice pre- 
vailed, to a lesser degree. 

Speaking generally, it was said that 
the practice complained of covered a 
wide variety of merchandise, but that, 
on the whole, it applied a great deal 
more to novelties than it did to staple 
goods. In the case of German products, 
laces from Plauen and Barmen_ were 
mentioned in connection with it, as 
were silks and velvets from the Rhine 
districts, Cutlery was also mentioned as 
among the German wares covered by the 
practice, as were optical instruments. A 
certified consular invoice covering a 
shipment of these instruments to this 
country, for example, showed an excess 
of $1,300 over the home consumption 
cost, or about 70 per cent. Leather 
goods from Austria are also billed higher 
for this country than for the home 
market. Beads and rosaries cost-Amer- 
ican buyers more as well, and the same 
is true of German and Czechoslovakian 
china and glassware. 

One point in relation to the com- 
plaints of the importers heee is of par= 
ticular interest in that it represents an 
absolute right-about-face from the tac- 
tics employed by certain foreign coun- 
tries, particularly Germany,. before the 
war. Then the rule in ermany was 
that goods destined for foreign markets, 
more especially those in which German 
trade supremacy was threatened, were 
sold more cheaply than the same article 


ART IN CRAFTSMANSHIP, 


Organizing to Develop the Interests 
of This Industry. 


The Gift and Art Association is in 
process of formation for the purpose of 
developing the interests of the industry 
it represents along broad lines, includ- 
{ng credits, legislation, the scope of gift 
and art departments, and eductional 
work among small retailers. The or- 
ganization becomes necessary, it was ex- 
plained, in view of the large strides 
made in the manufacture and distribu- 
tion of articles wHich make use of ap- 
plied design. The new association will 
embrace manufacturers, sales agents.as 
associate members, and a retail mem- 
bership. In reviewing the ‘progress 
made by industrial arts, Mrs. Page 
Baton, in charge of the division of the 
Bush Terminal Sales Building handling 
such merchandise, and a member of the 
Executive Committee of the new organi- 
zation, reviewed the late developments 
in the trade and indicated some of the 
new tendencies. 

‘The exclusive gift shops have grown 
remarkably during the past year,’’ she 
said, ‘‘an@ the large stores which have 
cepartments devoted to art g and 
novelties are well satisfied ,with the 
profits obtained in the sale of such mer- 
chandise. The growth of this trade can 
be traced to several factors, but largely 
to the high wages that were paid. A 
good many people were able, for the 
first time, to purchase objects which 
would brighten up the home. There is, 
besides this, an educational side-to the 
development. Magazines and newspa- 
pers are featuring home decoration more 
than ever before, and the result is plain- 
ly to be seen. For one thing, more at- 
tention is now being paid to line and 
form, and there is a finer appreciation® 
of color values. Returnin soldiers 
brought back some positive ideas of art 
from abroad.which have helped to swell 
the movement toward more artistie fur- 
nishings. These, in brief, can be mén- 
tioned as the more important reasons 


action on industry has resulted in a de- 
cided improvement in design, even from 
those sources which have always been 
accustomed to emphasize the artistic 
value of their products. Designs for 
this. year are supertor in every respect 
to those which were put out in 1920. 
“With a growing market for their 
wares, I have noticed that the more 
temperamental artist-manufacturers are 
showing a commendable desire to be 
practical.

Consequently, the artist who. scorned 
the commercial side of his work is will= 
ing now to devote himseif to origina- 
tion, and to pass along the task of pro- 
viding copies to others trainéd in their 
craft. This is not a dangerous tenden- 
cy, nor will it lead to a standardization 
of product—something which is feared 
by those who are alarmed over any at- 
tempt to make art a paying proposition. 
Art’s task is more and more the selling 
of goods, and when this is thoroughly 
recognized there will be fewer strictures 
on the creation of what is artistic and 
at the same time useful. 

The prospect for a wider develop- 
ment of the arts as applied to industry 
grows brighter every season as more 
people are shown that what they buy 
can be artistic as well as uséful.

WINTER RESORT BUSINESS. 


Not Nearly So Important as 
Would Make It Out to Be: 


A little investigation of the possibili- 
ties in Winter resort business was made 
recently by a department store execu- 
tive which resulted in discoveries that 
decided him not to feature resort mer- 
chandise quite so strongly. He was 
chiefly interested in finding out how 
much business could be directly traced 
to the purchases of those who spend 
some time during the Winter at Palm 
Beach. When he got through his cal- 
culations he cut the usual window dis- 
play in half and spoke a word of cau- 
tion to the heads of various departments. 
7 The information I got,’’ he said, 

showed that there are four trains a 
day into Palm Beach, ch carrying 
about 250 on tan This makes a 
capacity total of 1,000. I doubled this 
igure for the number who might arrive 
by automobile. The season is Limited to 
about three months, giving a grand 
total of some 180,000 visitors. New York 
furnishes a larger percentage than any 
other city, but taking the’ ratio of popu- 
lation here to that of the entire coun- 
try, there would be only 5 per cent. of 
the total represented, or about 9,000 
people. Double this for a generous es- 
timate and~ there are only some 18,000 
who enjoy a Winter vacation at Palm 
Beach. The business from this source 
has to be split among six of the major 
stores, leaving about 3,000 for each. 

‘These figures, however, are not to 
be considered alone, but with the state 
of the weather and prevailing conditions.

could be bought for use at home, some- 
times well below the cost of produc- 
tion. Preferential transit rates were 
given this merchandise by the Govern- 
ment-controlled .common carriers, and 
everything possible was done to get the 
goods into the hands of the ultimate con- 
sumers in other countries at a minimum 
cost. This was especially true of Ger- 
man dyestuffs, chemicals, &e., and the 
obvious purpose was to stifle domestic 
competition in the countries using the 
goods by underselling the manufacturers 
of ,those countries. 

Several reasons have been advanced) 
for the present state of affairs in con- 
nection with importing merchandise 
from Central Europe. They range all 
the way from charges of commercial 
trickery to the statement that it is the 
result of a sincere desire on the part of 
the manufacturers of the goods to as- 
sist in the appreciation of their standard 
monetary units to their normal value in 
terms of dollars or pounds sterling, 
feeling that in this way normal con- 
ditions generally could be most quickly 
restored. That in taking this means of 
bringing things back to where they used 
to be they may be penalizing other 
countries—especially the United States— 
does not, it is asserted, appear to have 
occurred to them. 

The point is made, however, that the 
prices asked of buyers in other coun- 
tries need not necessarily be high, as 
compared with pre-war standards, de- 
spite the additions tacked on for export. 
In other words, the export price may 
well be the price that represents, the 
actual value of the goods, and the home 
market quotation may represent a dis- 
count from the export price made neces- 
sary by the fact that the domestic con- 
sumer cannot pay the Te with 
European finances in their present state, 
yet must have the goods. 

This view is not advanced with the 
idea of excusing the practice complained 
of, it is pointed out, but as a possitle 
reason for it. In the case of Germnay, 
it is asserted that prices have not ad- 
vanced for export anything like the 
mark -has depreciated in value. While 
quotations on German goods are said 
not to have advanced more than 500 
per cent. on the average.over 1914 lev- 
els, the mark has depreciated on the 
basis of a very recent quotation about 
93 per cent. In other words, whereas 
the. cost of the merchandise has been 
multiplied by five, the value of the mark 
has been divided hy fourteen. 


Drop In Cotton Would Hurt. 
Further breaks in cotton are not de- 
sired any more by the manufacturers 
of wool underwear than they are by the 
makers of products produced wholly 


from that staple. Thé lines of wool un- 
derwear opened recently were partly 
based in price on 15, cents for spot cot- 
ton. A drop of thé staple to 10 cents 
a@ peund, it was asserted, would make 
it necessary to revise prices downward. 
A ten-pound union suit, for example, 
would have to be cut 50 cents a dozen 
in the event of such a decline.

The head of a large mail order house 
professes to see benefit rather than 
harm to the small country retailer 
through the operations of his concern. 
The angle from which he looks at the 
situation is a novel one, but seems to 
carry conviction. His explanation is 
as follows: 

‘* We print and distribute some 250,000 
catalogues containing everything that 


These catalogues are 250 pages 
long. The average purchase of our mail 


customers is $5. It is therefore logical 
to oe ae that we do not derive the 
‘benefit from this distribution of mer- 
chandise: information, ‘and I am con- 
vinced that the stores in different locali- 
ties derive a ¥ portion of their 
sales from our promotion work. 

“Take a woman who goes through 
our catalogue.

In this 
way, by suggesting the purchase of 
numerous articles, the mail order cata- 
logue is really helping the sales of the 
neighborhood retailer, and a little ex- 
ploitation of the same articles shown in 
the catalogue ought to open up new 
sales for him.’’

SHOULD NOTIFY CONSIGNEE. 


Failure to Do So Makes Trouble for# 
Importers in Greece. . 


Because of the laxity of local agents 
at the port of Piraeus, Greece, in giving 
importers of goods prompt notice of their 
arrival from the country of o 2 - 
ticularly when the shipménts pg hn ot . 
it is su sted by Consul John G. Er- 
hardt, Athens, that wherever it is possi- 
ble forwarding companies should send to 
consignees a notice giving the name of 
the ship on which the ods were 
shipped. ..The date of the ship's depar- » 
ture should also be given, according to 
Mr. Erhardt, as weil as the number of 
cases sent and the identifying marks. 

A consignee is Bee keenly inter- 
ested in the arrival of his consignment, 
Mr. Erhardt points out, and witn this 
information in hts possession he can 
take prompt steps to locate his sh 
ment. The present custom is for 


forwarding companies to send bills ‘of 
lading to 


eir 1 ts and a notice 
of the shipment to the 


consignee, this 

notice apparently not containing the in- 
formation suggested. 

Mr. Erh cites two cases in which 
loss to forwarding and insurance. coth- 
anies was caused by the laxity in noti- 
ication complained of. In one of these 
a claim for insurance was presented and 
a suit started in an American court be- 
cause of the non-arrival of goods. They 
had been delivered at the port of PBi- 
raeus, it was found, but the c 
had not been notified. After se: 
vainly for he event 
brought suit for insurance covering 
them. In another case the consignee, 
unaware of the name of the ship on 
which a case of is had been for- 
warded, made vigilant efforts to locate 
the goods and the.bills of lading, call 
on such local agents as he believ 
would have them. Several months later 
he was informed that the shipment. had 
arrived, but on recovering the case from. 
the Custom House he found itrifled an# 
stuffed with paper.

ie James Wolfe at Quebec was fully de- 
~-feteribed In a collection of autograph let- 

ters and documents which ,were sold 
at Sotheby’s in London on Feb. 10. 
They. ‘belonged to Lieut. Gen. Robert 
Monckton, who was second in command 
to Wolfe at the battle on the Heights of 
Abraham, and, after more than a cen- | 
tury and a half of careful preservation 
by the Moncktons, were offered to 
the public by a collateral descendant, 
‘George E. Monckton of Fineshade Abbey, | 
Stamford, Northants. : 

The collection was bought for £5,050 by 
Messrs. Quaritch acting, it was under- 
stood, for Sir Leicester Harmsworth. It |

‘One of the documents is the ‘‘ Secret 
Instructions’ issued to Wolfe, dated 
Feb. 5, 1759, with the seal and sig- 

, nature ot King George II. \with regard 
, to the expedition to Quebec. It is twelve 


wwe folio: "These instructions, inspired 
y Pitt, are ‘for our Trusty and Wel- 


beloved James Wolfe, Esq.. Brigadier 
~General of Our Forces in North America 
and Major General and Commander in 
Chief of a Body of Our Land Forces to 
be employed on an Expedition against 
Quebec by the way of the River St. 
Lawrence. Given at Our Court of St. 
James’s the fifth day of February, 
1759, in the 32d year of Our Reign.”’ 
That Wolfe felt certain of success is 
shown: by a ‘paper in his autograph, 
consisting of Articles of Capitulation. 
The ‘Secret Instructions’’ contained 
the same idea, saying: » 

‘“In case, by fhe bl®esing of God upon 
our arms, you shall make yourself mas- 
ter of Quebec, our will and pleasure is 
that you do keep possession of the said 
place, for which purpose you afe to ap- 
point out of the troops under your com- 
mand a sufficient and ample garrison 
under the command of such careful and 

able officers as you shall judge best | 
ualified for so important a trust, ef- | 
éectually to defend and &ecure the said 
place; and you will immediately make, ' 
in the best manner practicable, such re- 
pairs to the works as you shall find nec- | 
eg’sary for the defense thereof, until you 
shall receive further instructions from 
us. And you are forthwith to transmit 
an exact account, to be laid before us, 
of the state and condition of the said 
place.’’ 


Had Pians for Nova Scotia. 








In another document Wolfe propounds 
a ‘‘Scheme”’ for improving the colony 
,of Nova Scotia after the victory at 
Quebec. He says in it: 

“The settlers must be in securityy 
They must learn to live in the woods, as 
the Indians do, to keep ’em in a con- 
‘tihual apprehension of being attacked, 
to acquire a perfect knowledge of the | 
Lakes and Rivers and Hunting Grounds 
-of the Savages, instead of shutting 
themselves in Forts and Block Houses. 
Qld, infirm officers are by no means fit 
for the protection of this Colony, and 4 
for the never-ceasing war that should 
be made on the Indians. The American 
Rangers are, for the most part, lazy, 
cowardly. people; the best men they get 
upon the Continent for that service are 
Irish vagabonds and convicts.”’ 

There.are thirty-three autograph let- 
ters addressed to Monckton by Wolfe, 
from January to September, 1759. From 
a letter of Viscount Barrington, dated 
from the War Office, Dec. 29, 1758, the 
King’s pleasure with regard to Wolfe 
ahtedated by several weeks the issuing 
of the ‘‘ Secret Instructions.’’ On Jan. 
16, 17598, Wolfe wrote to Monckton as 
follows =. . 

‘** His Majesty has thought fit to give 
me the command of a hody of troops to 
act on the River St. Lawrence, and his 
Majesty has done me the honor to ap- 
point you, sir, to be second in command 
upon this service. I cowld not wish to 
be better supported; your spirit and zeal 
for the service will help me thro all 
difficulties. The Corps of Troops is to 
consist of the 4 Battalions quartered in 
the Bay of Fundy, the garrison of Hali- 
fax, part of the garrison at Louisbourg 
and three Regiments from the Continent. 
As far. as your situation will permit, I 
must beg the favour of you to accelerate 
matters, that we:may be in reddyness to 
act as early in the Summer as the nature | 
of the undertaking will permit. I shall} 
go directly to Louisbourg.’’

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RHINE-MAIDENS AND DOUGHBOYS 


‘By MAUDE RADFORD WARREN 


HERE are, of course, more 
Germans than Americans in 
the American sector on the 
Rhine, but walking down the 
streets of Coblenz one sees hordes 
of civilians, especially girls, who 
look as if they had come from the 
U. 8. A. The reason is spelled 
c-l-o-t-h-e-s. 
Two years ago it seemed to me

If you can 
imagine the most hope- 
less backwoods town in 
the United States 
peopled with discour- 
aged women wearing the 
clothes they used for 
funerals—but even that 
can’t give the effect. 
The women were clean 
and neat, and there were 
many reasons why they 
had no style, one being 
that they had not the 
spirit tor it. : 

Bat now, fer a few 
minutes, as I walked 
along the streets of 
Coblenz, 1 forgot that I 
was not at home sur- 
rounded by our own giri- 
hood. Then I realized 
that American girls in 
€oblenz would be wear- 
ing uniforms, and that 
these others were Ger- 
mans —-these girls in 
short skirts, long-vested 
blouses, chic velvet hats, - 
sitk stockings and smart 
shoes, Looking closely, 
I saw that the quality 
was not always of the 
finest, but, so far as eut- 
and style went, these 
girls had on much what 
Americans are wearing 
today. Their bearing 
was different, of course. There is 
no woman in the world that carries 
her clothes like the American 
woman; there is no one else quite so 
direct and comradely and unself-con- 
scious and undesigning. And ‘their 
faces did not have the American ex- 
Pression. But their general surface 
is assuredly very different from 
what it was two years ago. 

it is the American doughboy who

“‘There are at ford Bathurst's a 
good many unpublished letters of 
Pope, Bolingbroke, &c., which I have 
turned over. In one of them Bol- 
ingbroke says that he has no desire 
to ‘ wrestle with a chimney sweep,’ 
that is Warburton."’ 

From .Gladstone the transition is 
easy to Disraeli, himself a ‘‘ Jew de 
mots.’ A recent letter in the Liter- 
ary Supplement of The London 
Times has pointed out that when the 
author of ‘‘ Lothair’’ called the 
hansom cab the ‘‘ gondola of Lon- 
don '’ he was only adapting a- re- 
mark of Balzac’s; and Disraeli was 
not the originator of “* anecdotage "’ 
either. Mr. Joseph Bucklin Bishop 
has kindly supplied me with the re- 
sult of his own historical investiga- 
tions. In his ‘‘ Curiosities of Litera- 
ture ” (published originally in 1839), 
Isaac Di li, Lord B field's 
father, tells us that ‘‘ among my 
earliest literary friends two distin- 
guished themselves by their anecdot- 
al literature—James Petit Andrews 
by his ‘ Anecdotes Ancient and Mod- 
ern,’ and William Seward by his 
* Anecdotes of Distinguished Per- 
sons.’ These volumes were favorably 
received, and to such a degree that a 
wit of that day, who is still a wit as 
well as a poet, considered that we 
were far gone in our anecdotage.’’ 

The first named of the two books 
was published in 1789 and the second 
in 1795. In Mr. Disraeli's memoir of 
his father he names as the poet who 
made the word Mr. Rogers—Samuel 
Rogers, the banker, from whose 
** Table Talk ’’ Gladstone may have 
acquired the ‘‘ scuffle with a chim- 
Ney sweep.’’ Mr. Bishop informs 
me, further, that the Oxford Dic- 
tionary says that ‘‘ anecdotage "’ is 
attributed to John Wilkes, from

whom Rogers might have taken it 
De- Quincy used the word in 
1823. Very likely Beaconsfield was 
not aware of De Quincy's use of it or 
John Wilkes’s. That Rogers had 
employed it he did know, but it was 
evidently from his own father’s 
pages that he conveyed it. 

I credited the quip above about 
**O grave, where is thy sting? *’ to 
a British subaltern in the late war; 
and more than one correspondent 
has reported to me that it was fa- 
miliar in men’s mouths on this side 
of the Western Ocean ten or twenty 
years ago. In spite of the rate of 
exchange many commodities are ex- 
ported from the United States to 
Great Britain; and humor in the 
original package is not the least im- 
portant of them. Every now and 
again we can discover in the pages 
of Punch a merry jest that is plain- 
ty marked ‘‘ Made in America.’’ For 
example, I had heard long before it 
appeared in The London Charivari 
the exuberantly extravagant remark 
of the semi-intoxicated man gazing 
at a stuffed tarpon: ‘“ The man that 
caught that fish is a damned liar! "’

That is 
a question which I must pass on to 
the future editor of ‘‘ The Authentic 
Jest-Book."’ 

And I think that the labors of this 
editor, whoever he may be, will be 
lightened if I call his attention to 
a portly tome which I received 
through the courtesy of its compiler 
| and of its publisher—‘‘ Wit, Wisdom 
and Foibles of the Great," compiled 
by Charies A. Shriner (New York: 
Funk & Wagnalls Company). On its 
title page stands a memorable line

They protested rightly, as a matter 
of principle. \.hatever the merits or 
demerits of ‘* Jurgen °’ the book was 
not the kind of “* literature ’’ which 
ecncerns the said Society or comes 
within the scope of the United States 
Criminal Code—‘* Act of March 4, 
1909.°° How good or bad the book 
ts, esthetically speaking, is another 
matter, and here we have Mr. Wal- 
pole’s permission to differ and still 
be counted ** among cultivated and 
experienced readers.”’

Cabell’s egregious autobiographer, 
Robert Etheridge Townsend, himself 
a posturing, self-sick writer, speaks 
thus of the reception of one of his 
books:

eray—for which one is immensely 
grateful. Those who have yet to read 
Mr. Cabell should begin with this 
book. It sets forth his attitude and 
aims with dignity, beauty, whimsi- 
cality and trony. You cannot read 
it without becoming the authors 
friend, and it helps you the better to 
measure the extent to which his 
other books ‘have fulfilled this testa- 
ment of his high caHing--and be to 
bis fauits no little kind. A:rer read- 
ing *‘ Beyond Life,’’ I would suggest 
that the would-be ** Cabellian "’ read 
** From the Hidden Way,” a volume 
of poetry so good that ome wonders 
why Mr. Cabell should trouble to 
write his ‘‘ nearly perfect prose.’’

It is obvious. even from such a 
charming trifle as this, that the man 
who wrote it is a poet, and, there- 
fore, criticism of him becomes cumu- 
latively more difficult. A poet, and 
«a writer of ** almost perfect prose.’’ 
But yet “* * * and here is the mo- 
ment to apply that quotation from 
‘“* The Cords of Vanity,’’ evidently 
Mr. Cabell’s self-judgment upon his 
own work and many of his admirers. 
It is true that, when he spoke of 
**-The Apostates "’ as being ‘‘ inani- 
mate by any least particle of my- 
self,’” he had not written ‘* Jurgen,”’ 
though ‘‘ The Soul of Melicent ’’ 
(now ‘* Domnei ’’) already stood to 
his credit. Yet these hooks, though 
they cannot fail to give pleasure to 
those who have loved certain forms 
of literature which Mr. Cabell, too, 
has very evidently loved, do not es- 
eape from Mr. Cabell’s own self-con- 
demnation. That is, they are as little 
animated by any least particle of 
himself as—any of his writings. Only 
those who have not read Mr. Cabell’s 
originals, or those who in their gen- 
erosity to an American author in dis- 
tress have decided to ignore or be- 
little them, can, for a moment, con- 
sider his writings as original. The 
‘“‘pastiche ’’ in literature has its 
place, and Mr. Cabell is something 
like a master of the ‘* pastiche ’’; 
and it goes without saying that Ana- 
tole France and Maurice Hewlett il- 
lustrate the old literary law that 
** conveyers are we all.’’ Like Mr. 





Kipling, they have taken their good 
where they found it—and Mr. Hew- 
lett, in particular, is. perhaps the 
most remarkable example of an orig- 
inal writer who can masquerade in 
the Kterary wardrobe of other men, 
and yet be himself: be, that is, one 
of the most dramatic: romancers and 
creators of beauty of our time. Mr. 
Anatole France, whatever his debts 
te Lucian, Voltaire, Heine, Dumas 
and the author of ‘* Les Contes 
Drolatiques,’” remains unmistakably 
—Anatole France. Even Stevenson, 
indirectly another of Mr. Cabell’s 
modeis, in spite of all his sedulous 
aping, remains *“*R. L. 8.°" And, 
speaking of him, I will retarn a mo- 
ment to that book of Mr. Cabell’s 
which is nearest to being animate by 
some least particle of himself, ** Be- 
yond Life,”’ and ask the reader to 
share with me this fine passage:

When the reader has enjoyed this 
I would ask him to refresh his mem- 
ory of ‘** Aes Triplex.’” This is, of 
course, no question of anything so 
vulgar as plagiarism. Of course not. 
But I think there is no doubt that 
Mr. Cabell would not have expressed 
him:eif just this way if he had not 
shared the general advantage of 
reading Stevenson. Also, I venture 
to suggest that the whole argument 
of ‘* Beyond Life,"’ which practically 
amounts to an elaboration of the 
haif-truth that humanity progresses 
by pretending itself greater and finer 
and more important than it really is. 
is little more than a vigorous ex- 
cursus on Oscar Wilde’s thesis on 
** The Decay of Lying.’’ 

Now ‘** Domnei,” which Joseph 
Hergesheimer does well to introduce 
with generous and beautifully written 
praise, is a lovely little ** pastiche ”’ 
in the manner of Maurice Hewlett, 
and that Mr. Cabell may be as well 
read in Mr. Hewlett’s own Provencal 
authorities, and adroit in ali the ar- 
chaic tricks of the trade, is quite be- 
side the mark. Mr. Hewlett in our 
time did this thing first. He has 
done it over and over again, and done 
it with a robust, dramatic. humor- 
ous vitality. His figures live ** with 
life’s own colors on them,” and what- 
ever their antique vestments and 


gerous giris—that we cannot forget. 
If Mr. Hewiett’s work is a tapestry. 


it is a tapestry that has snddenly 


come alive—so alive that it is impos- 
sible to make his figures return to 
the tapestry. : In parentheses let me 
instance an cxample of Mr. Hewlett’s 
creative indebtedness to his masters. 
That he was indebted to Scott's

on Dalgetty. Mr. Cabell does not 
borrow in this ‘* creative’’ way. 
Neither in his manner of writing 
nor in his depiction of character is 
he able to impress his books with 
any least particle of himself. His 
** characters,’”’ such as they are, can 
hardly be said to *‘ live ’’ at all> his 
mise en scéne is, of course, thai 
of the ‘* Morte d’Arthur’”’ and the 
troubadours, which William Morris 
and Maurice Hewlett have once more 
transformed into living geography. 

Mr. Cabell’s debt to Anatole 
France is one less on the surface, 
and less excusable. It is easier to 
borrow a heraldic tabard such. as 
Mr. Hewlett’s than to borrow a 
great satirist’s mind. But the weak- 
aesses of such a mind—if such they 
be in such a mind—are, alas! the 
easiest to copy. Moreover, a French- 
man can do things with his pen, 
commit indiscretions, if you like, 
which become cumbrous indecencies 
when the pen is in the hand of an 
Angio-Saxon—later, say, than Field- 
ing or Sterne. This is, indeed, one 
of the many things they do better in 
France. France, indeed, does not 
always do it well, though Ireland 
once in a while, when the pen is 
George Moore’s, may, without of- 
fense to ‘** the judicious,” add to the 
gayety of nations by discipleship to 

ristoph Rabelais and Era 
M. Anatole France, in such books as 
‘Phe Fall of the Angels,’” which 
Mr. Cabeil’s admirers would doubt- 
less acclaim his masterpiece, has, 
according to others, who are far 
from vgreeing with that New York 
society with which Mr. Cabell has 
a very proper quarrel, merely illus- 
trated a tendency. liable to overtake 
certain writers in middle age, a kind 
of middle-aged green-sickness, an 
impulse to write on paper what boys 
unaccustomed to puberty scribble on 
the walis of public buiidings. With 
this desire for ** fescennine ’’ expres- 
sion they combine a yulgar atheism 
and an iconoclastic desire to befoul 
the sacred ideas of the average man 
or woman, collectively scorned as 
the bourgeoisie. 

In this respect, Mr. Cabell in writ- 
ing ** Jurgen ’’ has gone more than 
ove better than his master, and 
merely embodied in his patchwork 
here all that is least estimable in a 
charming writer; and attained so 
far indeed in the direction of origi- 
nality as to present us with the most 
erotic cad to be found between the 
covers of a book—but a cad so utterly 
pathological and tiresome in his ob- 








writing as Mr. Cabell attempts in 


the paradox of that star-aspiring an- 
imal which is man. Great spiritual 
teachers, such as Luther, and even 
many an old exquisite grande dame, 
have been far from refusing to join 
in such thoroughly human laughter.

‘© interpretations of the re- 
cent election seem to he 
widely accepted; one, that we 
want to stay out of the 

League of Nations, and the other 
that we want to join the League 
under circumstances leaving no 
doubt as to our unwillingness to pull 
European chestnuts out of fires thut 
should never have been started. 

Of these divergent interpretations, 
Europe has frankly adopted the 
second, and is building her hopes on 
the theory that the entrance of the 
United States into the League can 

_ be obtained on the basis of amend- 
ments acceptable to the American 
people. The recent action of the 
Assembly of the League in Geneva 
clearly foreshadowed this purpose. 
A Committee on Amendments to the 
Covenant was appointed, to report to 
the next meeting of the Assembly in 
September, 1921. The personne! of 
this committee wiil be selected at the 
mecting of the Council the end of 
February, and it will be able to take 
up its work shortly thereafter. 

To this committee the Foreign Of- 
fices of Europe are looking to pro- 
vide the modus operandi for getting 
America into the League. The 
opinion is widely expressed that a 
connection will be established be- 
tween this committee and the 
new Administration in Washington 
goon after the 4th of March, and 
that negotiations will be begun on 
the understanding by both sides that 
any agreements reached will be sub- 
ject to the approval of our Senate 
on the one hand and the Assembly 
on the other. 


When this Assembly committee 
takes up its work, there will be sev- 
amendments already proposed 
for its consideration. The Scandi- 
navian countries have joined in sug- 
gesting an annual méeting of the 
Assembly. a system = rotation

Oddiy enough, Article X. has few 
friends in Europe, although it was 
designed primarily to stabilize the 
European situation. The recent 
meeting of the Assembly brought in 
an interpretation which emasculates 
it, and any vigorous effort to elim- 
inate it entirely, such as Canada

almost unanimously approved. This 
opposition in Europe to Article X. 
runs back to the very beginning. It 
was shown in the early conferences 
fa Paris, when the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles was in process of formation. 
At a meeting on Feb. 6, 1919, of the 
special commission which framed the 
Covenant of the League, Lord Robert 
Cecil, who was representing Eng- 
land, tovk vigorous exception to this 
article (it was then numbered Arti- 
ele VII.) and proposed the omission 
of the words ‘‘and preserve as 
against external aggression.”’ Presi- 
dent Wilson at once arrayed himself 
in defense of the article, but after a 
prolonged discussion he proposed an 
’. amendment, in the form of an addi- 
tion, which was adopted. It read: 
“* In case of any such aggression the 
Executive Council shall advise the 
plan and the means by which this 
obligation shall be fulfilled.’’ With 
slight verbal modifications, this 
‘ amendment has ever since been a 
part of Article X. Obviously this 
amendment was designed by Presi- 
dent Wilson to meet in part Lord 
Robert Cecil's fear that the obliga-

It is important to note the use 
that President Wilson made of Arti- 
cle X., in the meetings of the 
league of Nations Commission. to 
combat the insistent demand of ‘the 
French representatives that the 
League be framed as a sort of super- 
government, with sweeping powers 
over the armaments of its members. 
At the meeting of the League of 
Nations Commission on Feb. 11, 
1919, for example, the French pro- 
posed the following amendment as 
an addition to Article VIII.: ‘** The 
Executive Council will establish an 
international control of troops and 
armaments, and the high contract- 
ing parties agree to submit them- 
selves to it in all good faith. It will 
fix the conditions under which the 


permancnt existence and organiza- 


‘ion of an international force may 
be assured."' In support-of this 
amendment, M. Bourgeois said: 


France is ready to accept. some 
system’ of control, and 
ers that in accepting it she 
would surrender no portion of her 
dignity. It is a ccmmon measure 
of mutual guarantee which has 
nothing offensive in it, since it 
would apply equally to all the 
great powers, and since it is ma 
by common accord amongst them 
all. We are dealing with every 
one on the footing of perfect 
equality, and we do not think that 
this step would renga any sacri- 
fice of independence. I ask, there- 
fore, 
thing should be done 
matter. which cannot be left out- 
side our Covenant; something that 
will give to public opinion the 
feeling of safety which it demands. 
Without that, any scheme for a 
Teague of Nations will simply 
arouse general distrust. 


To this proposal President Wilson 
made the following ringing reply: 


We must muke a distinction 
between what is possible and what 
is not. No nation will consent to 
control. As for us Americans, we 
cannot consent to control because 
of our Constitution. We must do 
everything that is possible to in- 
sure the safety of the world. Some 
plan must be worked out by which 
every country shal) have a suffi- 
ecient force, firstly to maintain its 
national security, secondly to con- 
tribute to international safety. 

It may be admitted that France 
should maintain a force propor 
tionately more considerable than 





geographical risk that has been 
mentioned, but as to the construc- 
tion of an unified military ma- 
chine in time of peace, that is 
quite another question. is war 
made apparent the absolute neces- 
sity of the unity of command, and 
this unity of command constituted 
an immense advantage which had 
a decisive influence on the very 
issue of the war, but the unity of 
command only became possible 
hecause of the immediate and 
imminent danger which threatened 
civilization. To propose to realize 
unity of command in time of peace 
would be to put forward a pro- 
‘posal that no nation would. ac- 
cept. The Constitution of the 
United States forbids the Presi- 
dent to send beyond its frontiers 
the national forces. If the United 
States maintained an army, there 
would always be a certain in-- 
evitahle delay in sending it to the 
States where it might be required. 
And it is possible that the Ger- 
mans may gather together once 
more their military power. If the 
militarist madness has not been 
destroyed in Germany hy this war, 
_@ new. menace may threaten us, 


“but this menace will not develop 


suddenly. The economic condition 
of Germany will make that im- 
pessible. 

« As for us, if we organize from 
now onwards an_ international 
army, it would appear that we 
were suhatituting international 
mititarism for national militarism. 
Some eminent Frenchmen have 
already told me that they would 
not accept what the American 
Constitution forbids me to accept. 
T know how France has suffered, 
and '™ know that she wishes to 
obtain the hest guarantees poasi- 
ble before she enters the League, 
and everything that we can do in 
this direction we shall do, hut we 
cannot accept proposals which are 
in direct contradiction to our Con- 
stitution. 


The areument which has heen 
most employed aguinst the Teague 
of Nations in America is that the 
army of the United States would 
he at the disposal of an interna. 
tional council, that American 
troops would thus. be liable to he 
ordered to fight at any moment 
for the most remote of causes, and 
this prospect alarms oyr people. 
There is. therefore, no other 
course open to us but to accept 
gome system compatible at once 
with our Constitution and with 
the views of our public opinion. 


When the French representatives 
continued to press their arguments 
for an international contro! of arma- 
ments on the theory that otherwise 
France was not safe from attack by 
Germany, President Wilson pointed 
out the needlessness of their pro- 





poral by referring them to Article 
X. This was their bulwark. ‘ It 
must not be supposed that a mem- 
ber of the league will remain tso- 
lated if it is attacked,’’ he said. 
** That is the direct contrary of the 
thought of all of us. We are ready 
to fly to the assistance of those who 
are attacked. When danger comes, 
we, too, will come. We will help you, 
but you must trust us. We must all 
depend on our mutual good faith.*’ 
With the support of the British rep- 
resentatives, therefore, the French 
amcndments were defeated. 
Thereafter the French became the 
champions of Article X.. and at a 
later session of the League of Na- 
tions Commission M. Larnaude, in 
speaking of this article, expressed 
the emphatic opinion that it implied 
the formal guarantee of the terri- 


Dedication to King George 1. of England. 


Monree Doctrine provision was added 
to Article XX. (now Article XXI.). 

Throughout all the debates, Arti- 
cle X. was the President's counter 
in keeping down the extravagant de- 
mands of the French, who, through 
fear of Germany, were pressing to 
create a League of Nations with 
strong centra! powers. This serves 
to explain why in the later develop- 
ments in America President Wilson 
stood so loyally by Article X. Not 
only did he believe in it as a means 
of stopping the burglarizing of boun- 
daries, but he had persuaded the 
French that this article was an ac- 
ceptable substitute for the highly 
centralized powers which they wished 
to see lodged in the League. He 
couid not go hack, therefore, on his 
own representations. 

With America’s repudiation of the 
Cove: t, France lost interest in 





torial integrity and independence of 
each member of the League and 
consequently bound the League to 
take militavy measures netessary to 
make this guarantee effective. He 
asked that this interpretation of the 
article should be maintained, and 
apparently his remark was accepted 
without challenge by the other mem- 
hers of the commission. 


It is. interesting to note “that the 
provision in the Covenant on the 
Monroe Doctrine was originally in- 
troduced by President Wilson as an 
addition to Article X. The French 
rose hotly against it. They appar- 
ently feared its modifying effect on 
what had come to be in their minds 
their strongest bulwark against a 
recreated Germany. M. Larnande 
thought that the Monrve Doctrine 
was not clear as to its implications, 
and he remarked that it would be 
very unfortunate if it was inter- 
preted to mean that the United 
States could not participate in any 
settlement of European affairs de- 
cided upon hy the League. He 
wished to have an obligation imposed 
on America to take part in European 
affairs. Deltate between M. Lar- 
naude and the President waxed 
warm until Lord Robert Cecil tact- 
fully suggested that the Uifficulty 
was due to the fact that the Monroe 
Doctrine provision had been tacked 
on to Article X., the one article 
which was of the greatest impor- 
tance to France. With President 
Wilson’s coficurrence, therefore, the 





Article X., just as she lost interest 
in the proposed three-party alliance 
between Great Britain, the United 
States and herself. Without Amer- 
ica these defenses were worthless, 
and gradually France has drifted 
into a feeling of cynicism as _ re- 
gards any means of protection ex- 
cept her own armed force. How- 
ever, she is desperately anxious for 
the economic assistance of America, 
and she is in no mood to make any 
fight for Article X. or for any other 
particular article. If, therefore, 
America insists upon the elimination 
of Article X., the Committee on 
Amendments of the League wil! un- 
doubjedly be glad to agree. 

The same spirit will be manifested 
by the committee in regard to any 
reasonabic amendments which the 
United States may propose. The 
rest of the world will go more than 
half way to meet us in the diffi- 
-ulties in which we find ourselves in 
jcining the League of Nations. Un- 
doubtedly there will have to be some 
manoeuvring on beth sides, and the 
Republican leaders will probably re- 
quire some impressive looking con- 
cessions before they will swaliow 
their own rash words. But there 
are no impossibilities connected with 
this double problem, because it is 
concerned so largely with appear- 
ances. It is really a matter of find- 
ing a formula that gives more of an 
American look fo the present or-

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Mr. Chesterton Twenty Years After 


THE USES OF DIVERSITY. A Book 
of Bssays. By G. K. Chesterton. 
|, Mead & Co., New York. 

N Mr. Chesterton's ‘' Charles 

Dickens ’’ he traces with a care- 

ful hand the change of Dickens 

in his progress from youth to 
middie age: of the Diekens who could 
mot invent a plot, the author of 
** Pickwick Papers."’ to the Dickens 
of ** Edwin Drood,’" whe invented 
such a plot that the world has been 
trying to guess the solution ever 
since. He traces the progress of the 
rollicking young Dickens, fairly in- 
sane with hilarity, down to the 
Dickens who was stopped by death 
as he was writing a grave and serious 
novel with an occasiona! joke in it. 

It is the story of the transition 
from youth to age. Here is the ac- 
count Oliver Wendell Holmes gave of 
it; it may not apply to everybody, 
but at least part of it applies well 
enough to geniuses and especially to 
humorists: 

Nature gets us cut of youth into 
manhood, as sailors arc hurried on 
board of vessxels—in a state of in- 
toxication. We are hustled into ma- 
turity reeling with our passions and 
imaginations, and we have drifted 
far away from port before we are 
awake out of our illusions. But to 
carry us out of maturity into old 
age without our knowing where we 
are going she drugs us with strong 
opiates. 

Nature, however, makes amends 
and does not treat us as cruelly as 
Holmes then believed. The madcap 
mood of Pickwick was taken away. 
but in place of it came things young 
Boz could not have written--** Great 
Expectations "* and ** A Tale of Two 
Citles.”"” Chesterton himself @ un- 
dergoing the change he detected in 
Dickens. He is far from being old, 
but he is older than he was twenty 
years ago. His wit will be with him 
always, but he is maturer; it would 
be a faint compliment to_him to sup- 
pose that he could not or did not be- 
come maturer in twenty years. Even 
as a boy he must have been a philos- 
opher, but as a young writer he 
sport the cap and bells. Of late 
years he has not grown solemn hut 
he has outgrown the cap and bells; 
there is a twinkle in his eye, but he 
wears a frock coat. 

The lovers of Chesterton have not 
had time to forget that succession of 
little red volumes bearing some 
whimsical title and consisting entire- 
ty of short essays that ended in an 
outrageously short space; too evi- 
dently made at first to fit a column 
measurement on a daily paper, or if 
not that, then written in that length 
because the author’s hand had grown 
accustomed to such a measurement. 
But with growing maturity come not 
sketches but books, books which 
make no pretense of anything less 
than imaturity, though the old wit 
may stil be radiant there—such 
Sooks as ** A Short History of Eng- 
land,*’ ‘* Charies Dickens: A Critical 
Study,’" ‘* The New Jerusalem,"’ ard 
others which, as publicity writers 
cannot be prevented from saying. 
** tackle big subjects in a big way.’’ 

Then suddeniy he steps back into 
the earlier manner, and out comes 
the original Chesterton, the little red 
book with the wide margins and fre- 
quent leads, consisting of smart lit- 
tle essays that end too soon and 
sometimes bear interna! evidence of 
having been made at first to fit the 
colamn measurement. Not always, 
though ‘* The Uses of Diversity 
looky exactly like ‘* Varied Types ”’ 
or ‘* The Defendant’’ or ‘* Her- 
etics,"" and one has read some dis- 
tance before one discovers that. it 
isn't exactly like them—not exactly. 

The difference is one that cannot 
be closed by red bindings and the old 
type, or even by the fact that Mr. 


Chesterton really thinks he is doing 
the same ola thing. The difference 
is that he wrote those early books 
in that ‘* state of intoxication "’ re- 
ferred to by the Autocrat: that is, 
he was young and mad. Now he ts 
a witty, middle-aged man; but some-

Yet it must have seemed to 
all such critics that somehow there 
was something wrong about their ~ 
definition. He certainly seemed to 
be making paradoxes, but who éver. 
made paradoxes so earnestly? Could 
it he really all paradox? _ 

The baring and pruning of the 
method which comes from maturity 
explains it. In the earlier criticism 
he treats Kipling as a giobe-trotter 
and charges him with ** ali the nar- 
rownvss of those imprisoned on that 
(this) planet." That sounds like 
Pure paradox, but he unquestionably 
meant it; and when he speaks with 
deadly earnestness about Tennyson’s 
grasping at evolution “ not because 
it was daring, but because it wag 
safe,’’ because it gave him hope of 
England’s ultimate democracy and 
snothed him with the assurance that 
this ‘* alarming "* thing would not 
happen for some time, the method 
has been pruned to its roots. and one 
can see that it is not paradox bat 
antithesis. Only, in the madcap 
mood, this weli-sanctioned method 
could not be expressed but in wild 
and whirling words. : 

However, Mr. Chesterton no doubt 
thinks—for men “are self-deceivers— 
that he is still in cap and bells and 
‘not in a- frock coat. Or perhaps he 
thinks he has always been in a frock 
coat, for the truth is that no matter 
how wildly ‘* paradoxital”’ he has 
‘been in manner, he has always been 
In dead earnest, and all his books 
pour forth, whether in mad fantasy 
er in sober style. one unvarying set 
of ideas, witn one great ideal in the 
midst of them. Whatever his sub- 
ject, whe.wser as serious as “A 
Short History of Engiand’ or as 
superficially flippant as ‘* Tremend- 
ous Trifles,”’ this is true of ail. 

One learns from ** The Uses of Di- 
versity,"” as une has learned from 
other books, that Mr. Chesterton 
does not like the Japanese; and one 
gets the same impression as -from 
the other books, that it is because 
the Jupanese are not Christians. One 
learns again that he is at least a 
Home Ruler, if not more; and one 
gets the impression again that it is 
because of a natural sympathy, since 
the Irish are largely Catholics. He 
does not here, any more than fa oth- 
er books, give the impression that 
he has-any of that fierce fire that 
burns in the perfect Sinn Feiner, or 
even that he has been a close student 
of the subject; if he had been he 
would not be talking of Home Rule 
as if that were the issue between 
Engiand and the Irish. 

In short, from his first book to his 
last, Mr. Chesterton is a Catholic and 
a democrat, and everything he writes 
is written from one of those angles. 
This is not to any that he ts a Catho- 
lic communicant, in the sense in 
which those words are uséd in this- 
country; it is to say that he has con- 
sistently held before him the ideal of 
Catholic orthodoxy, and; to a lesser 
extent perhaps, the democracy of the - 
French Revolution. You can find

‘* Such workers must add another 
specialty to their equipment for 
making a_ living,"" says one mapu- 
facturer, ‘‘ just as I have added 
flower-making to my factory, to keep 
us going in off years for feathers. 
This used not to be necessary. Ten 
years ago changes in style in this 
country were not so far-reaching and 
violent, and it was more or less safe 
then for the worker to have only one 
speciality. Some of my women, I 
find, are giad of the opportunity to 
learn the second trade, but some of 
them are stubborn and refuse to con- 
form themselves to the demands of 
the new times.”’ 


The particular manufacturer 
quoted is Chairman of the Trade De- 
velopment Committee of the Eastern 
Millinery Association, which, he 
says, has started an active propa- 
ganda in the last six months to re- 
lieve this very condition. Together 
with the Retail Milliners’ Association 
it is educating the ‘‘ trade "" to keep 
all of the industries alive. 

Here is the program: Supposing 
there is a sports hat season, retailers 
will be educated to handle enough 
hat trimmings at any rate to keep 
the trimmings factories going at low 
speed.

The trouble has been that the 
“* traders '’ have been preaching the 
doctrine of Follow the Styles, until 
some of them have got caught by 
the boomerang—just as the special- 
ized laborers of fashion become at 
times its victims. The traders have 
stimulated this desire to follow the 
prevailing mode just a little tqo far 
in the last ten years—perhaps from 
the day when the far-reaching prop- 
aganda for the willow piume taught 
the provinces that the ostrich feath- 
er style was really not a perennial. 
Time was—and that not much more 
than a decade ago—when the small 
town matron felt well dressed if her 
Summer “‘ toque.’’ were a garden of 
flowers and her Winter headpiece a 
foundation for plumes. 


Those were the days when the 
ostrich plume was looked upon as a 
“permanent investment,’’ and the 
thrifty matron added to her collec- 
tion year by vear—the more plumes 
per toque, the more elegance. The 
style mongers should have fet her 
alone. They should not have re- 
sented the fact that sometimes a 
toque got so that it just naturally 
couldn't hold any more plumes, and 
so the good lady could beat the 
game hy ceasing to buy. Even if 
she did, her next door neighbor and 
social rival was insurance for the 
manufacturer and for his employes 
against a dull year. 

But. they sent her the styles hy 
magazine. They devised fashion 
shows to tempt cityward the village 
mitliner—who promptly went home 
and informed her customers that 
feathers were out of season and rib- 
bons were in. The Middle Western 
goose had been killed that had heen 
laying them their daily reliable 
golden egg. 

There hasn't been such an invasion 


with the high Renaissance and 
Northern - Italy gan sending out 
salesmen bearing with them fine 
laces to be desired. These mission- 
aries toured rural France and rural! 
England. Throughout the medieval 
days the lady of the castle had been 
dressed a neat fifty years behind the 
times. But as the printed book of 
the Renaissance syndicated knowl- 
edge, so the desire to sell laces syndi- 
cated styles. And after Colbert, 
under Louis Quatorze, established his 
lace works in France and sent sales- 
men cut into the provinces with 
those famous dolls dressed in the 
height of the mode and in all of the 
new lace patterns—well, the rural 
ladies hadn't a chance. 

The medieval days of dressing fifty 
years out of date never came back 
for the chatelaine of the chAateau. 
Now thte question ts, Will the Trade 
Development Committee be able to 
bring back the bygone decade in this 
country? Will it be able to get away 
with its effort to turn back the; 
clock? 

Weil, Pompadour got away with it; 
when she tried to run styles after 
her prestige with the King had began 
to wane, though her power at court 
still remained. She invested heavily 
in the East India Company to repair 
her fallen fortunes—and then pro- 
ceeded to hoost the Oriental modes, 
that hadn’t been in since the last 
Crusade—until each grand lady at 
court had to have her own little tur- 
baned black attendant or be hope- 
lessly out of style. 

Paris was able to put it across last 
Summer, too, when Paris decreed 
lace that the lace makers of North- 
ern France and Belgium might have 
work, even as Colbert once decided 
that France should make lace for

writers exhausted their last filmy. 
diaphanous adjective. 

But these foxy manipulators were 
dealing in the known and tried in- 
gredient of the human heart, the de- 
sire to copy en masse what sorme- 
body else sufficiently prominent andi 
** smart " is doing—a quality, by the 
way. that a trip to the Bronx Zou 
will suggest°was nicely developed in 
our apelike ancestor long before he 
came down from the trees. They 
were not going up against the prece- 
dent of the evolution of styles. What 
this trade organization, on the othe: 
hand, is daring to preuch is thar we 
don't all try to copy the same iim- 
portant neighbor the same year. 

It remains to be seen whether 
something can be accomplished that 
so far defies human nature. For. in 
spite of manipulators in the past, 
the development of European styles 
has been to a certain extent a nor- 
mal evolution. Whenever there was 
a crusade, Orienizl influences auto- 
matieally came in. Because King 
John of Engiand and his Barons plot- 
ted against one another there was a 
general desire to wear chain mail on 


1 informal occasions without advertis- 


ing the fact. And so the short, 
knee-fength garment that had been 
worn only over ehain mail by the 
Knights became mniversal, 

Because of internationa! alliances 
national costumes were crossed and 


{the offspring developed in a new 
! style. Because Queen Mary of Eng- 


land married Philip of Spain, the 
Velasquez hooped skirt and the ruff 
became the Elizabethan mode. Be- 
cause Richard I]. was a dandy Eng- 
land was stimutated to dress in 
““newe things proude and veine.’’ 
Whenever this or that King took on 
& new favorite, the court styles 
changed unfailingly. 

By all of these changes of fashion 
probably the majority of workers 
have been benefited and a minority 
have met ruin--though we are igno- 
rant to this day what becume of the 
ostrich curters when the Roundheads 
came in, and there is nothing to 
show whether they added a restless 
revolution-breeding element to the 
population, that in time summoned 
back Charles I1.--and ostrich plumes. 

Oddly enough, the highly special- 
ized workers in New York, whose 


| incomes are dependent on the whims 
| of fashion, do not seem a particularly 


insurgent group. An intelligent wo- 
man, who has passed through the 
various stages of feather work, until 
now she earns her $0 a week, ex- 
plained the psychology of the thing 
—though she did not mention psy- 
chology in doing it. 

‘* When the millinery trimmers 
went on strike last year,’" she said, 
“and wanted us to join them, it 
seemed downright foolish to us. It 
was feather trimming year. and 
while we'd be striking feather trim- 
mings would go out. Our interests 
and the bosses” are too much the 
same for us to be fighting each 
other. I guess we're both too busy 
cashing in while the cashing in is 

So it would seem that in the world 
war between capital and labor one 
spot remains where the policy of the 
‘“ public be damned" doesn’t work 
out. ‘' By the time we'd won the 
strike,’ shrugs my friend, smooth- 
ing out the soft threads of her 
feather, ‘‘ you couldn't seil ostrich 
trimmings. You’d have to give 
them away.” 

‘For it is a biological law as old 
as the first necklace of nut beads 
that styles should govern the clothes 
we wear and the profits of styles 
workers. When the Roundheads 
came in and the laces and feathers 
and frilis went out, Oliver Crom- 
well's lordly old mother herself was 
the only old lady on record who con- 
tinued to wear lace, even after plain 
starched linen became the rage. And 
that wasn't enough business to keep 
a singh, lace maker in profits.

not have seen the light. Indeed, it 
may be questioned if they ever 
would have been written.

our own day to justify the use of 
verse, 

In a recently published volume of 
one-act plays, ‘‘ Pawns,’’ the reader 
will find four of Drinkwater’s dra- 
mas, and there he will find both 





dramatist. it fs simply the story of 
a man who was by nature a poet, 
and rather a contemplative poet, but 
also a man with a strong sense of the 
theatre, being gradually drawn away 
from business by the growing hold 
on his mind of his artistic creation, 
and then, thanks to the rise of the 
répertoire theatre idea in Engiand, 
finding an opportunity in his provin- 
cial city of Hirmingham to go into 
the practical theatre both as poet 
and player.

New York. As everybody now knows, 
Arnold Bennett was the man who 
took .the venture, bringing. Mr. 
Drinkwater’s entire ** Lincoin’’ com- 
pany, including Drinkwater himself, 
who played various réles occasion- 
































ally, up to the Lyric Opera House at 
Hammersmith, which is as far out of 
theatrical London as the Bronx is 
from Times Square. ~ But presently 
alt London was making the journey 
to see it, and William Harris Jr. 
bought the play for America—a play 
about our greatest American, by an 
Englishman. 

Success of ** Lincoin’’ here at once 
made Drinkwater an international 
figure. But it was by a ene 
definite and natural _ process 
growth, by the final recognition a a 
talent which had begun tentatively 
and ripened slowly. 

In that process of ripening. his 
mind, like that of every other imag- 
inative artist, filled with more ideas 
for future works than he could put 
to paper. The suceess of ** Lincoln,” 
however, has released him from the 
cares of running a theatre; and the 








in history may at first seem odd. 
But it will seem less so after reading 
his published volume of ** Poems, 
1903-1919,” and after reflecting, too, 
how other poets, when they 
turned to the stage, have employed. 
historical characters. The finest, 
certainly the most practically effec- 
tive, play in the past about Mary 
Stuart is Schiller's drama.- Tenny- 
son turned to history to fit Irving 
with roles. Shakespeare seized upon 
history over and over. The truth of — 
the matter probably is that poets are 
actually greater realists than . the 
realists (to. be Chestertonian); they 
are ereatly stirred by some actual 
character in history who has lived 
greatly or loved grandly, and their 
instinct is to interpret that person, 
get at his or her secret,.rather than 
create pretty fictions of the hour. 
Mereover, in Drinkwater’s case, his 
poems show a reflective spirit, a 
contemplative brooding over life and 
its meanipgs, a kinship with Words- 
worth’s spiritual gravity; and it 
probably seems more significant to 
him to bring out what, say, was 
finest in Lincoln, what human quali- 
ties in Lincoln most benefited the 
race, than to invent a fiction which 
should attract for the brief hour. 
There is a lyric of his called 
** Reality ” which might well be read 
before we go to see his Mary Stuart 
play: 

It is strange how we travel the wide

The significance of this little lyric 
in connection with ** Mary Stuart ” 
lies in the fact that Drinkwater, in 
his new play, bas not seen, or sought 
te depict, the life of Mary as a play 
of intrigue, or as a romantic melo- 
drama, or as a pageant of colorful 
and dramatic contrasts—though it 
was all of these things, to be sure. 
He has followed his instincts straight 
to the little Queen's heart—for she 
was a little Queen when she first 
came to Scotland—and sought his 
play in her love life. 

There was, in ‘all conscience, 
enough color and contrast and exz- 
citement in her love life. 
Queen’s Quair,” Maurice Hewlett 
sought this out with his character- 
istic exoticism. Drinkwater has let 
it come by the way, concentrating 
on Mary the woman, whose heart 
and soul were, after all, her own, 
and after three centuries remain still 
a baffling secret. That hers was a 
great heart and a complex soul he 
assumes, and the problem for him 
is—why was she always unsatisfied? 
What was it that constantly failed 
her in life? How, in a woman of 
such charm and grace and capacity 
for great things, for a great love, for

LAS, that there should no 

longer be gourmets in 

Gotham; or, if there are, that 

they should not concern them- 
selves with the failure of the public 
to appreciate its duties and obliga- 
tions in matters gastronomical. It 
is indeed a sad commentary upon 
the public spirit of our day that one 
of the greatest arts, that which has 
the widest appeal, the one without 
which civilization would not only be 
impossible but humanity would re- 
vert to the barbaric condition of the 
eave man, should be bereft of the 
guidance of the imspired. And this 
at the very time when it is beyond 
cavil that our great city has been 
called to the topmost rank, when it 
is recognized across the Seven Seas 
as a veritable cosmopolis. Does not 
noblesse oblige apply to cities as to 
men? Can Father Knickerbocker 
step forth in the sunlight with a 
crown upon his fair curls, where 
once there was but a bourgeois three- 
cornered hat, and not bestir himself 
to meet the demands of his exalted 
position ? 

It is a serious matter that con- 
fronts us, brother burghers; a chal- 
lenge to every one of us who has a 
pride in the brilliant progress of the 
city whose name we write with such 
a_ flourish upon the registers of 
country hotels, to whose glories we 
refer condescendingly in parlor car 
conversation. By what token does 
Father K. wear his new top-piece of 
‘imperial splendor? Not by grace of 
his wealth, his commerce, his huge 
population, his varied activities, his 
colonies of picturesque aliens, nor 
even the gay and cynical spirit of his 
upper class. Other large cities have 
these and yet have not won the 
diadem. Ah, no; our dear old 
gentleman has taken his place with 
the representatives of other world 
capitals because it has become ap- 
parent that his dominion has also 
that elusive quality which captures 
the imagination of the world and 
draws multitudes by a spell as of 
magic, so that the very mention of 
its name stirs the blood of the dull- 
est, and the hope to look upon its 
splendors, to be initiated into its 
mysteries, to become active in its 
romunce, holds an abiding thrill 
throughout a lifetime for the least 
ambitious. 

Now it goes without saying that 
where the superlative is present in 
so many directions the absence of it 
in a matter so supremely urban as 
gastronomy cannot be lightiy ig- 
nored. Is it quite possible to visualize 
a world capital where advancement 
in the art of eating is not in itself 
one of the great evidences of its 
gicry? Can one so conceive Paris,

London, Reme or the Vienna of pre- 
war days? The situation surely calls 
for the co-operation of all men 
worthy of their citizenship and, 
more particularily, for the imme- 
diate attention of those who, through 
their native talents, enterprise, 
learning or what not, stand out 
from the ranks as do beacon lights 
upon the highway. Therefore,. I 
repeat, great is the pity that the 
gourmet is extinct among us, or has 
retired beneath his - bushel and 
doused his glim. 

Are there indeed no more Solo- 
mons in Israeli? Where are the suc- 
cessors to William M. Evarts, who 
varied his triumphs in law and 
statecraft with masterly demon- 
strations of his skill as a chef, of 
intimate understanding of epicurean 
lore; of William M. Laffan, critic, 
editor, publisher, adviser of many 
millionaires in the aesthetics of liv- 
ing, and possessor of a marvelous 
recipe for terrapin; of Ashbel P. 
Fitch, whose large library was al- 
most equally divided between books 
demonstrating the evil influence of 
high living upon gout and those 
proving the contrary; of Captain 
Miller, the epicurean sage of the 
Manhattan Club, whose wisdom out- 
ran that of Lucullus, and whose 
culinary exploits brought worship- 
ful tears of admiration from the 
best French chefs (the gods them- 
selves must have been jealous of 
his magic, else how explain the 
tragedy. of one grown old in epicu- 
reanism being frozen on the very 
threshold of his home?); of Judge 
Truax, whose verdicts on vintages 
were as sound as those uttered from 
the bench; of debonair Tom Mur- 
ray, of—but the names that float 
on the sea of memory are too many. 
The ‘90s saw a host of brilliant 
guides to the secrets of gastronomy, 
men who gavé color and substance 
to the epicurean history of their 
day. It might be said that every 
fourth man in our best clubs was a 
valiant defender of the canons of 
good taste, and stocd firmly for 
principles which today are not even 
understood. Heavens! what gusts 
of passion were aroused among men 
of usually calm and philosophic 
temperaments by the cry of terrapin 
naturel as against terrapin a la 
Maryland! As for truffles—~ 

Here I must really ~go into details. 
The facts will illustrate better than 
all argument how seriously your

true gourmet takes all that apper- 
tains to his beloved art and upon 
what decadent days we have fallen. 

The scene is the café of one of our 
best clubs, possibly the one most 
distinguished for its cuisine and the 
proportion of members capable of 
intelligent appreciation of its refine- 
ments; the time, just prior to the 
introduction of the motor car; the 
hour, that for coffee and cognac jn 
a well-ordered club. A small group 
of.epicureans was seated before the 
open fire. Cigars had not yet been 
lit. 

‘* Of course,’ observed parenthe- 
tically the accepted leader, ‘‘ it was 
gernished with truffles."’ :

**No,”’ returned the previous 
speaker. with the deliberate em- 
phasis of one who knows weil enough 
the weighty consequences of his 
words, ‘‘ not with truffles. Not 
with truffles simply because the 
only article by that name obtain- 
able in this country is a sham and a 
fraud, unworthy an educated palate. 
In fact, I am willing-to wager a 
luncheon for twenty, the winner to 
order ad lib, that you have never 
tasted a real truffle this side of the 
Atlantic."’ ; 

It would take a vivid imagination 
to visualize the scene which followed 
this challenge. More than one wit- 
ness attributed a later derangement 
of his digestive apparatus to the ex- 
citement of that moment, coming s0 
soon after dining. A gentleman of 
recognized gastronomical talents and 
experience to be charged with ignor- 
ance in such a fundamental matter 
as truffies!’. Such an accusation 
could not be pish-pished away. 
Either it would lie forever—a bar 
sinister—upon his reputation or it 
must be disproved. There was only 
one possible procedure for a self- 
respecting gourmet—and upon its 
outcome would depend his future 
standing among his confréres. With 
ali the serenity at his command he 
said simply: 

** The bet is on.’’ 

Now mark what is the fervor of 
your genuine gourmet in pursuit of 
knowledge. Several days later an 
intellicent and trustworthy agent 
sailed for France. His mission was 
to secure some specimens of the 
French truffle—the veritable Tuber 
melanosporum—and every arrange- 
ment had been made for expediting 
his errand. Explicit instructions by 
cable to friendly gourmets of France 
set the trained pigs to their task of * 
discovering and uprooting the pre- 
cious tubers from their sub-surface 
recesses in the fotests of Touraine 
on the very day that the messenger 
was scheduled to arrive. With his 
own eyes he witnessed their exhuma- 
tion, their packing in damp moss.

A 
gleam of triumph in his usually cold 
eyes was his only sign of interest. 
Next came his opponent. 

The suspense was well nigh be- 
yond the bearing, but it is pleasant 
to relate that there was no attempt 
at evasion, not the slightest waver- 
ing in pronouncing the fateful ver- 
dict. The spirit of the artist was su- 
perior to the weakness of the map. 
After the first swallow the van- 
quished one arose and lifted his 
glass to his rival. 

“*Gentlemen,’’ he said, ‘‘ after 
making my palate acquainted with 
this delicious truffle. this wonderful 
gift of kind Nature to discerning 
man, I must admit that never be- 
fore have I tasted its like. I wish 
to express my obligation to my 
friend, who. bas brought this new 
and exquisite pleasure into my life.” 

A brave speech. in the manner of 
the true knight! Alas, the conse- 
quences could not be averted. On 
that day a king lost his crown, and 
a rival reigned in his stead. The old 
voice was heard no more in post- 
prandial discussion and soon a fa- 
miliar form was missing. But the 
moral for us lies not in this sad 
dénouement but rather in the entire

tale. It were idle to suggest that 
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so much thought, energy and time 
would be devoted to a similar re- 
search in our degenerate day. Once 
more ‘I say, alas, that there are no 
more gourmets in Gotham! ; 

I doubt not there will be protest 
from the unlearned mob. What is 
all this about? they demand. Never 
were there more good restaurants on 
Manhattan Island. Quite so, gentle- 
men; never ‘more. But is there one 
that stands out in admitted superi- 
ority as-did Sieghortner in the late 
seventies, or Delmonico in the 
eighties, or the Holland House café 
in -the nineties? Have we today a 
Paillard, Tour d’Argent, Laurent. 
Café de Paris, Durand, Ledoyen, 
Henri, Weber or Griffon, al! famous 
and all distinctive in critical Paris, 
the heaven of all gourmets? Or a 
Ciro, as at Monte Carlo? A Bor- 
chard or Ewert, as at Berlin before 
Armageddon? A Sacher or Meissel 
and Schaden, as at Vienna? 

Restaurants a-plenty, yes, and fine 
French chefs, too; but is there one 
whose distinction is unique? Does 
one not find everywhere a sameness 
of cuisine abhorrent to your true 
gourmet? A monotony in menus, an 
absence of outstanding feature in 
service or environment; all as 
though planned by one architcct, 
supplied by one purveyor, managed 
by one maftre d’hotel, the cuisine 
controlled by one chef. 

All excellent, but can one draw 
inspiration from a_ twice-told tale? 
Is talent to be nourished on repeti- 
tions, a gourmet to develop where 
no superlative supplies an lar, 
no distinctive nuances exist to train 
the olfactory nerves and give refine- 
ment to the palate? Even the 
genius of a Brillat Savarin would 
have languished in an environment 
sterile of inspirational motifs. 

Appeal must be made to the won- 
derful men who now conduct our 
great hotels and restaurants, and 
who have brought a new lustre to 
our wonderful Fifth Avenue. En- 
trepreneurs of a mental capacity and 
financial courage unknown to earlier 
generations, they have the civic 
pride and the facilities to bring 
about the gastronomic revival. That 
they have not done so is doubtless 
due to their conviction that. their 
clients would hardly appreciate en- 
deavors beyond the present. The 
same applies to the cordons bieus in 
the great kitchens. Nothing is so 
conducive to dulling the initiative of 
your real chef as eviden«e that those 
for whom he expends his efforts 
have no discrimination. Why pre- 
pare a soigné repast for barbarians? - 
Can there be greater grief for a 
thorough gastronome thun to see a ~ 
masterpiece of his art disappear in 
an indifferent gullet? What is there 
to hope fur from a people whe de- 
mand jazz with dinner? 

What said M. Henrion de Pensey, 
President of the Court of Cassation, 
the highest tribuna! of France? 

“*] regard the discovery of @ dish 
as a far more interesting event than 
the discovery of a star, for we have 
always stars enough, but we can 
never have too many dishes; und I 
shall not regard the sciences us suf- 
ficiently honored or adequately rcp- 
resented among us, until I see a 
cook in the first class of the In- 
stitute.’’

iltastration of how entertain- 

ingly a man of science can 

write whea he ventures into the 

realms of fiction and autobiogra- 

phy without the professor's inevi- 

table fear of being held to strict ac- 
count for his every printed word. 

** Recreations of a Psychologist ~ 
is a _ collection of eight stories, 
sketches and scraps of personal rem- 
iniscence, written in holiday spirit, 
byone of the most distinguished edu- 
cators of the day. The author’s eru- 
dition, fused with his imagination, 
has produced unique results. 

“The Fall of Atlantis,’’ which 
takes up a little more than the first 
third of the book, is pure fiction. 
The story paints an imaginative pic- 
ture of the ideal superstate, which, 
according to the platonic myth, filled 
a large part of what is now the At- 
lantic basin west of the Pillars of 
Hercules nine thousand years before 
the Flood. In the year 2000 A. D. 
an expedition of scientists set out in 
a convoy of submarines, which are 
eapable of locomotion along the 
ocean bed, and find the fabled capi- 
tal city of the long submerged king- 
dom. From the investigations they 
carry on there, they are able to re- 
construct the social, economic and 
spiritual life of the Atlanteans just as 

_the excavations carried on by an- 
thropologists have enabled us to 
know the extinct civilizations of 
Egypt and Babylonia. It is evident 
to the investigators that their highest 
social and scientific concepts had 
reached perfection in the social 
structure of Atlantis. Yet the super- 
state had fallen into slow but com- 
plete decay before the kingdom was 
submerged. The reason for the fall 
of what was evidently the most ad- 
vanced civilization that ever existed 
on earth becomes the object of the 
scientists’ research. It is their pur- 
suance of this inquiry that com- 
prises the major portion of the story. 
The final conclusion of the investi- 
gators, summed up in a word, is 
that Atlantis fell because in their 
spiritual battle between selfishness 
and altruism, the inhabitants were 
engulfed by self-interest. They 
thought too much of their rights and 
too little of their duties.

This general principle is shown 
corrupting first the doctors, then 
the lawyers, teachers, clergy and 
finally the women of Atlantis. “One 
by one the members of the profes- 
sional guilds, or soviets, fall victims 
to destroying . selfishness, thereby 
precipitating chaotic revolts among 
ali Atlantean society. 

The social structure of the super- 
state tottered, but survived all the 
blows dealt at it by the components 
of the various professional orders; 
but when the women became mili- 
tant feminists, its fall was swift and 
terrible. Decline set in imperceptib'y 
when man grew jealous of woman’s 
property rights and her growing in- 
fluence over childhood and youth. 
Others deemed her moral censorship 
too severe, and her efforts to as- 
sume some of the functions aban- 
doned by the recaicitrant judges, 
educators and -priests incurred the 
emnity of the members of those 
orders. 

Above all these causes was the im- 
pairment with each succeeding 
generation of the high ideals of 
motherhood. The number of women 
who would not, or could not, bear 
children increased with alarming 
rapidity.

In the struggle between the sexes 
for ascendency, the new women 
Atlantis fell under 
feminine dominion: And woman 
placed so effective a taboo upon her 
sex that within a decade the rate of 
increase of population declined one 
thousandfold. The population grew 
old and died, and no children were 
born to replace the losses. The race 
was moreibund. 

Then the island continent began 
slowly sinking into the sea. At the 
same time wild animals multiplied 








and overran the depopulated cities. 
Troops of great manlike apes carried 
off women. ‘’ Some of these stolen 
female humans even became fertile 
with the apes, and the crossed off- 
spring of thse unions were particu- 
larly dreaded, for they seemed chiefly 
bent on carrying maidens into the

** Many a true word is spoken in 
jest ’’ because the man who holds a 
conviction which he is not certain 
he can support in argument voices 
it in the form of a joke. By doing 
so he leaves himself a loophole 
which obviates the necessity of de- 
fending his statement. Scientists 
are, first of all, dealers in proved 
facts, and are consequently the most 
cautious of all men about commit- 
ting themselves on printed paper to 
opinions of debatable strategic 
strength. The scientist realizes, how- 
ever, that science advances on sure 
ground only as new facts are estab- 
lished. He knows, too, that theory 
must precede the discovery and 
recognition of new facts; that is, the 





scientist must first imagine a truth 


rand then verify the projection of his 


iniagination. If he wants to do his 
theorizing in public, the Icast dis- 
vomfiting vehicie is imaginative writ- 
ing. It is to this vehicle that Pro- 
fessor Stephen Leacock has had re- 
course for the expression of some of 
his most penetrating ideas on eco- 
nomics. ‘* The Fall of Atlantis” 
serves Dr. Hall similarly ‘in the ex- 
pression of some of his opinions oa 
social, philosophic and educational 
questions. In his prefatory note he 
characterizes the contents of ‘* Ree- 
reations of a Psychologist” as 
‘* vacation skits,” but adds: ‘* It 
(** The Fall of Atlantis ”} is in some 
sense an aftermath to my * Morale.’ ” 
That the intention of the author in 
painting his imaginative word picture 
of the Atlantean superstate is pri- 
marily that of voicing a warning and 
a prophecy is apparent in the close 
analogy drawn between the causes 
of the fall of Atlantis and those ten- 
dencies of the social order of today 
which are causing profound thinkers 
to take such a pessimistic view of 
humanity’s future. As President of 
Clark University and as author of 
** Morale,” ** Adolescence * and sev- 
eral other volumes dealing with the 
vexed questions of sociology, eco- 
nomics, philosophy and psychology, 
Dr. Hall has always fought for prog- 
-ess. “* Recreations of a Psycholo- 
2 *” bears ample testimony that a 
pro: »ssor may change his medium of 
expression without ceasing to be a 
teacher. 

** Note on Early Memories,”* the 
last and perhaps the most interest- 
ing chapter in the entire volume, 
makes no pretense of being anything 
but frankly autobiographical. It is 
a straightforward, fascinating nar- 
rative of fact, describing in detail 
the thoughts and emotions experi- 
enced by the author when he visited, 
in maturity, four farms on which he 
had lived during different periods of 
his childhood and boyhood. Note- 
book in hand, the distinguished 
psychologist roams over these farms, 
jotting down meticulous records of 
the mental processes stirred in him 
by seeing again inanimate objects 
that were familiar to him in “ the 
days that are no more.’’ The record 
is punctuated with speculative and 
explanatory commentaries extremely 
Muminating to any reader who has 
had a similar experience reviewing 
his own memory furniture. The 
chapter illustrates vividly how ex- 





periences long and effectively sub- 
merged may, with re-envisagement, 
be made to revive slowly and dimly 
after the lapse of decades. 

The chief conclusion drawn by the 
author from this study of his own 
mind is that the response of chiki- 
hood to every feature of its envirdn- 
ment is intense and predominantly 
emotional. Over and over again, he 
says, when there was. no trace of 
recollection or anything which 
psychology regards as memory, ob- 
jects once familiar evoked a very 
high degree of affectivity, - quite 
without imagery of any kind, indi- 
cating that it is the generic tone 
that survives most persistently, anJj 
also that country life and its close 
contact with nature in childhood 
develop rich and rank -forms of 
enmiotivity, which are totally uncon- 
scious at the time, so that the sur- 
vival value of these unconscious ex- 
periences is far greater than our 
current psychology has“ ever sus- 
pected. 

Dr. Hall expresses the belief that 
there has never been a better school 
of infancy than the old New England 
farm in its best days, and even sug- 


tions of a happy childhood, spent 
close to nature, might tend powerful- 
ly to correct some types of slowly 
supervening insanity, “‘if the soul 
was sound when these impressions 
were first knit gogether.” 

Any reader who recalls O. Henry's 
story called ‘‘ The Defeat of the 
City,” in which a successful New 
York lawyer returns with his ex- 
tremely aristocratic wife for a visit 
to the farm oh which he spent his 
‘boyhood and cannot,resist the mad 
temptation to play the yokel clown, 
will be interested to find in Dr. 
Hall’s book a scientific endorsement 
of the soundness of O. Henry's 
character’s psychology.

sport. Bilubber-fed Indians 

of Alaska will dance around 

their totem poles for hours 
and have a bully time about it. The 
chilli-con-carne and mescal Leatec 
Mexicans troop to the bullring to 
cheer their favorite matadores in 
their death-defying antics. The na- 
tional sport of any people is a mat- 
ter of taste and temperament, mixed 
with a little tradition. 
Baseball has.long.been recognized 
as the sport most intimately asso- 
ciated with the Stars and Stripes, 
and while baseball is by long odds 
the Betelgeuse of the sport firma- 
ment in America, there are number- 
less stars and suns of lesser magni- 
tude whose advocates are counted by 
hundreds of thousands. 

America has succeeded in intro- 
ducing many American customs and 
pastimes into the lands that have 
come under her banner. She is re- 
sponsible for the popularity of base- 
ball in Cuba; our great game has 
found some favor with the natives 
of Manila and one or two other 
towns in the Philippines, but base- 
ball is an unknown game to the 
great 99 per cent. of the ten million 
souls living in our Far Eastern pos- 
sessions. 

In every one of the larger cities of 
the Philippines and throughout every 
one of the thousands of little barrios 
—from Northern Luzon to Southern 
Mindanao—iittle barrios that fringe 
the ocean's edge or nestle among the 
hills, there is but one universal and 
adored sport, but one game that is 
pre-eminently popular from the 
mountain fastnesses of the Head 
Hunters to the southern shores of 
Moroland, and that is cockfighting. 

Every Sunday morning—for Sun- 
Gay is the great day for the sport— 
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“They meet -in the centre of the pit.” 


] of the wheat pit in Chicago, or any 
‘other kind of pit we have in this 


country, but it makes up in color 
and excitement what it lacks archi- 
tecturally. The Chicago wheat pit 
never witnessed, even in the days of 
the Leiter corner, the same brand 
of feverish excitement as can be 
seen any Sunday in hundreds of pits 
in the Philippines. 

The cockpit is usually a circular 
shed, made of bamboo and roofed 
with grass. In the centre of the 
shed is the arena, fenced off from 
the ten or twelve rows, or rather 
tiers, of seats. It is seldom that the 
pit is not crowded to suffocation 
with half-naked men, all of whom 
have come to bet their scant funds 


| upon their favorite bird. 


The fights are not prearranged. 
It is exceptionally rare that a set 
contest is to be staged. The natives 
arrive with their fighting birds and 
immediately begin to look around 





for an opponent that they think 
looks easy. There is much chatter-

promoter (as far as roosters are con- 
cerned) than the most efficient pu- 
gilistic wizard in this country could 
ever hope to be. Most of the officials 
in the pit are Chinese,. and 
smoothness with which they conduct 
the affair is one of the mysteries of 
the game. m 

To begin with, the officials set the 
odds—for all birds are not even-mon- 
ey bets, though even bets, too, are 
common enough. They also give the 
decisions and receive the bets. The 
birds are brought into the pit by their 
respective owners ahd are exhibited 
for the benefit of the patrons. It is 
a sort of introduction. Proudly they 
strut about the pit, their long, razor- 
edged gaffs encased in scabbards, 
while the spectators give them the 
once over and decide how they will 
place their money. A Chinese offi-

side money is thrown into the pit.

fm the direction of each thrower and 


puts the money in his pocket. No 
record is made of the amount, not a 
note taken. Hundreds of these bets 
are sometimes made upon a single 
fight. It would be enough to test the 
accuracy and speed of a half dozen 
bookmakers, and this lone Chinaman 
keeps the whole rigmarole in his 
head! Mistakes are rarely made and 
the winners are paid off with a 
promptness and dispatch that is little 
sliort of matvelous. 

The bets made and the ringcleared,

to unwind the-fine string which 
keeps the scabbard in place. The 
owner of rooster No. }t then lays 
hold of his bird and pulls his head 
to one side. Bird No. 2 is brought 
over and bestows two or three lusty 
and Vicious pecks upon the exposed 
neck of No. 1. The process is then 
reversed. Having got the cocks 
fighting hlood to the boiling point in 
this way, the owners face each 
other, squatting low upon their 
haunches in the centre of the ring. 
their birds held: out in front, with 
their. heads almost touching. _ Each 
bird is now tugging to get at the 
other. The owners. back off a little 
distance and turn the birds loose. 
Sometimes they fly at each. other 
and meet in the centre of the pit. 
Again they approach very cautious- 
ly, pecking here and there at some 
imaginary morsel on the ground, but 
gradually working toward each oth- 
er. No pugilist ever watched with 
more cunning for an opening than 





do these fighting cocks, and their 


quickness is amazing. They can 
feint and duck and lunge and strike 
out with unbelievable speed. 
Strategy and deceit are often em- 
ployed by them. No prize fighter 
feigning grogginess has it on a 
fighting cock. One will turn tail 
and run, only to pirouette about and 
catch his opponent a deadly blow 





with his long razor-edged gaffs—and 


the fight is over. They will sprawl 
out on their hacks, apparently dy- 
ing. and as their enemy comes, 
lightning like, upon them to finish 
the job. will stick up their gaffed 
spur and deal a death blow. 

Gameness is the quality that re- 
ceives the greatest recognition. It is 
not a rare thing to see both birds 
killed, nor is it less rare that the bird 
proclaimed the victer is killed while 
his opponent is not. 

When a bird has been so badly 
wounded that he is practically help- 
less and unable-to move his body, it 
is customary to take the other bird 
over to test his gameness. On one 
occasion, when a bird had been mor- 
tally wounded and death was a ques- 
tion of a few minutes at best, his 
opponent was brought over to give 
the finishing blow. The mortally 
wounded cock, mustering his last iota 
of strength, lifted his head and gave 
his tormentor a vicious peck, at 
which the practically uninjured bird 
turned about and fled. Nothing 
could persuade him to return to the 
fight, and the wounded bird, which 
had died in the meantime, was pro- 
claimed the victor. The owner of 


the cock that showed the white - 


feather promptly wrung his peck and 
with a gesture of the utmost disgust 
threw the headiess and squirming 
body into the pit. Such is the pen- 
alty for being ‘‘ yellow.’’ 

While the fights are in progress in 
the pit numberiess confabs are taking 
place just outside. Matchmakers are 
busy trying to persuade this or that 
** hombre ’* to put his favorite pet 
into the ring with some other fel- 
low’s pet. When the match is fi- 
nally arranged, the owners, with 
their birds, enter the shed and notify 
the officials that they are ready to 
fight when their turn comes. 

So it goes from sunrise until sun- 
set—for cock fighting is an all-day 
pastime and nothing short of ap- 
proaching nightfali will suffice to 
call the sport to a halt. 

The sport, like bull fighting, of- 
fends American sensibilities, and at 
one time soldiers of the United 
States were forbidden to attend 
the fights. Very likely, however,

They purpose 
to give to groups of foreign artists 
and foreign amateurs, versed in the 
folk songs and folk dances of their 
native land, the opportumity to give 
dramatic performances to general 
audiences of mixed Amervicans—to 
** sell’’’ the idea of their native arts 
to America.

throughout New York's foreign 
quarters.

given by them are rarely seen ex- 
cept by their own people. The 
Commonwealth Centre’s plan, if iv is 
carried to completion, is to furnish

T is possibly too early in the year, 

in which half-way along the 

00th anniversary of the death 

of Dante will be celebrated, to 

say much about what American 

scholarship and enthusiasm have 

done toward preserving the memory 

of the great poet, but the appearance 

of a new translation of the ‘* In- 

ferno,’* which for several reasons is 

quite remarkable, calls for some 

mention of American effort in the 

past, if only to show that the devel- 

opment of study and appreciation in 

this country has maintained a well- 
_ sustained progress. 

At about the time that the Rev. 
Henry Francis Cary was putting the 
finishing touches in England to his 
translation of the first part of the 
** Commedia a Venetian refugee 
landed in New York with a box of 
violin ‘strings in one pocket and a 
copy of the Book in the other. Twen- 
ty-eight years later, in 1833, this 
man, Lorenzo du Ponte, was to make 
the proud boast that he and he alone 
had brought Dante to America and 
had instructed 2,500 Americans in his 
language. Other refugees on the 
same mission -followed—lietro Ma- 
roncelli and WVietro Kachi, one the 
fellow prisoner of Silvio Tellico and 
the other an exile on whose head 
Austria had placed a high price—un- 





- til under their inspiring teachings, 
supplemented by travel in Italy, 
American .college youth coild learn 
his Dante from his own countrymen 
George Ticknor, Longfellow, Low- 
ell, Richard Henry Wilde and 
Thomas W. Parsons, the last two of 
whom were much better known in 
Italy than here. And there followed 
mumerous others, among them 
Charies Eliot Norton, he of blessed, 
memory, and Charles Hall Grand 
gent, who, having done much, prom- 
ises infinitely more. . 

America’s contribution to the Flor- 
entine celebration of the 600th anni- 
versary of Dante‘s birth in 1865 was 
in every way worthy. It consisted of 
Norton's monograph on the authben- 
tic portraits of Dante, Dotta’s 
** Dante as Vhilosopher, Patriot and 
Poet,’’ Longfellow's *' Inferno,’ and 
Parsons’s translation of the first sev- 
enteen cantos. 

Half a_ century jake of the 
twenty-four complete English trans- 
lations of the ‘‘ Commedia ‘" four 
were the work of Amer:ans, the 
fast to make its appearan» on the 
eve of Italy's declaration of war 
against her traditional enemy being 
an inspiring rendering in blank 
verse by Henry Johnson. Nearly 
2,000 hooks dealing with Dante had 
teen written by Americans and 
printed on American presses; at Cor- 
nell University the Willard Fiske 
collection had hecome one of the 
greatest in the world; the publica- 
tions of the Dante Society of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., had notably led or 
supplemented the most important 
research and eclucidationsa in [ftaly: 
while in the world at large pee 
could read the poet, entirely. or in 
part, in twenty-eight languages and 
in Italy in fourteen dialects of the 
Peninsula. No work, save the Bible, 
had such an enormous bibliography 

as the works of the Florentine. 

Since 1915 there have been four 
complete translations and innumer- 
able fragments of the great poem 
from the pens of Americans—Court- 
ney Langdon'‘s ‘‘ Inferno "’ is easily 
remembered—and because of this and 
what preceded. it naturally becomes 
incumbent on the critic to approach 
a new version with considerable cau- 
tion, particularly when the work is 
in a meter which the best scholar- 
ship. both English and American, 


has considered unnatural in the Eng- 
lish language. 

‘* The Inferno of Dante "* by Elea- 
nor Vinton Murray is in the ‘‘ third 
rhyme,”’ the terza rima of the orig- 
inal. From Byron down to J. J. 
Chapman and E. H. Plumptre ex- 
periments have been made in this 
rhyme with varying success. And 
there was recently the fragmentary 
translation by John Pyne, an in- 
genious and not entirely lost attempt 
in terza rima to preserve the identi- 
cal rhymes of the original, penult 
for penult. However, it has becotne 
pretty well accepted as a dictum 
that in translating a poem a meter 
should be used which correspoonds 
to the meter in the original, but is 
Not identical with it. Thus we find 
most of the Engliah ‘poetical render- 
ings of the ‘‘ Commedia *’ in blank 
verse, and the French poetical ren- 
derings in Alexandrines. 

There are two prime difficulties in 
reproducing Dante's eleven-syilable 
line with the ‘‘-third rhyme ’’ in 
English: the language is not suffi- 
ciently rich in feminine rhymes, 
forcing almost every line to end with 
@& present or past participle; the 
sequence of rhyme, 1, 2, 1, 2, 3, 2, is 
abortive to the Anglo-American ear. 
To overcome the first difficulty and 
thereby lessen the second, Byron 
and others reduced the line to ten 
syllables. ending it with a masculine 
instead of a feminine rhyme, with 
the accent usually on the ultimate. 
But even with this concession to 
English prosody the sequence of 
rhyme appeared unnatural, forced, 
strained.

It may be said in extenuation of 
the great English poet, however, 
that he could prohably have done 
much better had the inapiration 
come ffm within and not. from 
without. His other translations so 
inspired show that. Having writ- 
ten ‘* Dante’s Prophecy ’’ in the 
terza rima with a most charming 
dedication to the Nobil’ Donna who 
had importuned him to do so—‘‘ and 
for thee to speak and be obey’d are 
one ’’—a year later he began the 
** Commedia,’' but only finished the 
Francesca episade. He himself re- 
garded it with misgiving, whatever 
he may have told the Nobil’ Donna, 
for he wrote to his publisher: *‘ I 
have done it into cramp English, 
line for line and rhyme for rhyme, 
to try the possibility ."' 

With- admirable directness ‘and 
force. Mrs. Murray has translated 
the legend vuver the gate of hell, 
which opens the Third Canto:

The interpretation of this passage 
seems to establish the formula 
which the translator has uncon- 
sciously, or consciously, adopted: 
Allowing the Italian words to lose 
their individual identity in the 
poecfical thought of a phrase, she 
has then turned that thought into 
the most poetical expression she was 
able to find in English; where 
others have searched for the word 
she has concerned herself with the 
idea, and, thanks to her quite un- 
common poetical gift, has been able 
to present it in a quite original and 
unusually unequaled manner. 

On the other hand, this method of 
making the word subservient to the 
idea has been productive of an oc- 
casional error—where the word mis- 
construed has naturally distorted the 
idea. 

In Canto [X., v. 16-17, Dante com- 
pares the shape of hell to a conca— 
** In questo fondo della trista conca 
discende mai. alcun del primo 
grado,"' whick she _ translates: 
** Within this deep concavity of pain 
did e'er a soul descend from that 
first grade."* But the poet used the 
word conca with a particular mean- 
ing: it is the earthen’ vessel. 
shaped like an inverted truncated 
cone, in which Tuscan women have 
for centuries left their linen to 
bleach covered with wood ashes aud 
then used as a washtub. Among 
the three beasts which confront 
Dante at hell's approach with the 








tion ang the wolf is the tonza (Canto 
I., v. 32). Most English transla- 
tors, and Mrs. Murray follows them, 
realizing that Dante took the three 
allegorical beasts as from Jeremiah 
v.. G. (Wherefore a lion out of the 
forest shall slay them, and a wolf 
of the evenings shall spoil them, a 
leopard shall watch over their 
cities), translate lonza ‘‘ leopard.” 

Unfortunately, however, lonza, in 
the Tuscan vernacular means pan- 
ther, and Dante’s Bible could hardly 
have been the King James version; 
it was the Latin Vulgate in which 
the passage reads: 

** Idcirco percussit eos leo de silva, 
lupus ad vesperam vastavit eos, 
pardus (panther) vigilans super civ- 
itates eorum."’ The leopard, !eopar- 
dus, was a word rather loosely used 
among medieval naturalists and was 
supposed to signify a cross between 
a lion and a panther—leo and par- 
dus.

Of course, the second line is quite 
literal for what Dante wrote, " Le 
mani ald) con ambedue le fiche,” 
but it isn't at all what Dante meant, 
which was aii insulting sign, the ori- 
gin of which it is unnecessary to im- 
part, made by throwing forward the 
hand toward the object of desecra- 
tion with the thumb protruding be- 
tween the index and the middle fin- 
gers. 

Then there are a few slips which 
may easily be corrected: Canto IV., 
127 is translated, ‘‘ I saw that Tar- 
quin Brutus did expel,’" when, of 
course it was Brutus whom Dante 
saw and not Tarquin. Again (Canto 
XI., 65) Dante, as the context plain- 
ly shows, does not refer to the 
“town of Dis,’’ which was passed 
three cantos earlier, but to Dis, Lu- - 
cifer, the arch-trattor, _who at the 
lowest point of hell ‘‘ is consumed 
with eternal fire.’’ 

But after all, these and other 
lapses of less import are of little 
account when contrasted with the 
sustained merits of a splendid 
achievement, which has added a new 
element to the enjoyment of the 
“* Inferno” for English readers and 
abundantly justified the use of the 
terza rima in English prosody, at 
least in the case of the present puet 
translator.

: lage tan Illustrated. New 
vox.

HANDSOME book with its 
eighty full-page plates, this 
volume speaks also with an 
‘authoritative voice upon its 
subject. For its author has devoted 
years of study to the art, the litera- 
ture, the religion, the ideals of India, 
he has written half a dozen or more 
books upon them and he served for a 
long time as Principal of the Govern- 
ment School of Art and Keeper of the 
Art Gallery at Calcutta. Of one of 
his books, *‘ The Ideals of Indian 
Art,’’ which has become a standard 
work, a new edition has recently 
been published. This present volume 
is an admirably conceived survey, at 
once concise and comprehensiye, of 
the whole subject of Indian art, 
penetrated through and through with 
the author’s wide knowledge and 
sympathetic understanding of the 
history, the religion, the develop- 
ment and the soul of India. He 
knows his subject so well, indeed, 
that he can write about tt with sim- 
plicity and clarity and make his work 
interesting to the ordingry reader 
even while his erudition is manifest 
upon every page. The book is in- 
tended chiefly for the general reader, 
although the student of Indian art 
will find its titular description of ‘‘ a 
handbook” entirely correct, and, 


therefore, it does not pretend to dis-— 


cuss its subject exhaustively. But 
for all except the specially learned in 
its theme the treatment is suffi- 
ciently extensive and complete, while 
for travelers, students, general read- 
ers, the linking together of art and 
history, religion and _ psychology, 
making them mutually interpreta- 
-tive, gives the work its crowning in- 
terest and value. For the traveler in 
India the volume will be well nigh 
g indespensable. 

The three sections of the book 
deal respectively with architecture, 
sculpture and paintings, with as 
much as three-fourths of the «pace 
devoted to architecture. 
study of the development of this 
branch of Indian art Mr. Havell is 
especially interesting, endeavoring 
always to show how it embodied the 
religious ideals of the people and re- 
reflerted the symbolism of their re- 
ligion and literature, thus becoming 
an integral factor in the history of 
the race. Only when the idea of the 
craftsman is realized, he declares, 
does the architecture of India ‘‘ be- 
come a subject of living interest, an 
open book in which the th: aght anid 
life of India are written from Vedic 
times down to the present day.” 
Then, he continues, it is seen to = 
**a still living traditi of practi 
craftsmanship constantly readarting 
itself to the spiritual and material 
Leeds of the age.”’ 

The author thinks it probable that 
the uncovering of buried Indian 
cities will bring to light evidence of 
artistic development of varied sorts 
through thousands of years before 
the Christian era. But at present 
archaeological research has not rone 
much further back than the times 
of the Buddhist saint and Emperor, 
Asoka, a mighty builder of the 
third century before Christ. Tradi- 
tion says that he built 84,000 xtupas, 
or memorial shrinex or chapels, and 
stupa-houses or assembly halls. So 
colossal were his building projects 
that he had to bring foreign work- 
ers into his service, and even then 
eculd not command sufficient labor 
to carry out his plans. He em- 
pioyed many Greek and [Persian 
masons upon his public works, but 
Mr. Havell rejects the conclusions 
of those writers who ascribe, for 
that reason, Greek and Persian 
origin to Indian art. 

Instead he finds it to have had its 
beginning far back in the dim centu- 
ries of the early Aryens whose 
craftsmen planned snd built altars 
and tabernacles. They were in the 
King’s service, in a high and spevial 
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class, and were protected by special 
laws. ‘* They were,"' he says, ** the 
town-planners and architects of the 
Aryan comnunity. 
mins, they were spiritual teachers 
and as such it was held to. be dis- 
graceful for them to huild houses 
for gain.’’ 

Originally an Aryan royal tomb, 
the stupa, or memorial chapel, under 
the great builder, Asoka, who has 
been called ‘‘ the Constantine of 
Buddhism,’” became a permanent 
memorial and shrine of Buddha, be- 
gan -+to lose its earlier severe and 
simple form reflecting the puritani- 
cal character of the early Buddhist 
ritual and to enlist the services of 
the painter and the sculptor. Mr. 
Havell describes all the important 
remains of this and later periods 
and interprets the symbolism of 
their forms, structure and ornamen- 
tation. Seven centuries later, or 
about in the fourth century A. D., 
he finds the stupa-houses, or assem- 
bly halls, as they have come to be,

wholesale, made a point of sparing 


the lives of the skilled Indian crafts- 
man.’ One of these, Mahmud of 
(Ghazni, ‘‘ amazed at the magnifi- 
cence of the Indian temples he 
looted. carried off thousands of their 
eraftsinen to build for him a Ghazni. 
and set up there a slave market of 
Indian women and craftsmen to sup- 
ply the harems and workshops of 
Muhammadan Asin.’’ 

Coming down to the architectural 
developments of later times, and al- 
ways tracing the historical and cul- 
tural influences that govern their 
evolution as epoch follows epoch, the 
author insists upon the Indian spirit 
with which they are informed, what- 
ever may be the foreign ideas that 
are adapted into their structure or 
ornamentation. They are, he de- 
clarex, ‘* natural developments of the 
Indian craft tradition of pre-Mubam- 
madan times.’’ A considerable space 
is devoted by Mr. Havell to consid- 
eration of the claim that the famous

to reveal ** the spirit of the classic 
age of Sanskrit poetry in their re- 
finement of technique, elegance of 
design and carefully studied propor- 
tions.’”” Of one of these, one of the 
chapter houses of Ajanti, he says 
that it unites ** the fantasy of Goth- 
ic sculpture with the dignified 
rhythm of the Kenaissance.’’ Of 
another of these assembly halls, at 
Ellora, he says that it may have 
been at one time the guifd hall of 
the masons who were engaged there 
in extensive works. For handicrafts- 
men were organized even before the 
time of Asoka into co-operative so- 
eieties or ‘guilds who regulated their 
own affairs, while thoxe among them 
that were the King’s craftsmen per- 
formed priestly fenctions and de- 
signed the dwelling pinces of the 
gods. 

The Baddhist temple had to be built 
in aceordance with the Buddhist 
ritual and to express Buddhist sym- 
bolism, and so, says Mr. Havell, 
“*the great universities of India 
were schoois of religious cruftsman- 
ship as well as of philusophy aad 
science.’ The craftsman and the 
artist foliowed close in the footsteps 
of the teacher of Buddhism an: the 
Indian builder practiced his art in 
all the great cities vf Asia. Even 
the war !ords of Islam, ** who butch- 
ered Brahman and Ruddhist monks 


He refutes 
this argument and shows that in 
plan and exccution it must have been 
the work of Indixwn artists. 


In this matter of the cxsentially in- 








digenous quality of Indian art the 
author, while he admits an4 inter- 
estingly describes and analyzes the 
foreign elements that have been as-

© writers upon the subject, and his ar- 


guments and conclusions form no 
small part of the interest and value 
of his work. Concerning modern 
building in India, he says that ‘‘even 
in the present day the Indian build- 
ing craft retains much of its 
former vitality,”’ and here he laments 
again that ‘“ unfortunately many 
European writers and the Public 
Works Administration of India have 
lent support to the fiction that al 
that is great in Indian architecture 
was created by foreigners,’” and he 
hopes that the light recently thrown 
on Indian art history ‘* will belp to 
infuse the life and thought of India 
into modern State undertakings."’ 

In his treatment of Indian sculp- 
ture Mr. Haveli, as in his discussion 
of architecture, shows its religious 
origin and the constant influence 
upon it of Indian religious ideals. 
Especially he brings out the leading 
ideas, as expressed in sculpture, 
which underlie Buddhist and Hindu 
conceptions of Deity and of man’s 
worship of him. He also explains — 
importance of studying any 
sculpture in connection wit ooo 
shrine or temple where it wa» placed, 
because ‘*‘ every Buddhist or Hindu 
image has an architectural frame- 
work appropriate for it.’""

Physicists tell 
us that on the earth gas and water 
are continually escaping into outer

much heavier a globe is ours, the

some five or six million years hence. 
There is a possibility that even this 
might not mean the extinction of 
human life, for, he says: 








the larger, minus the quantity 
meited in the atmosphere, reach the 
earth. Mr. McCabe speaks of the 
crater at Devil's Canyon, Arizona, 
three quarters of a mile in diameter 
and more than 400 feet deep, which 
there is some reason to believe was 
made by the impact of a large 
meteor. 


But those which do reach the 
earth are a small proportion of the 
immense number which only reach 
our atmosphere to burn there and 
never come to ground. He calls it 
“an invisible army that assails our 
globe day after day."* The figure is 
usually represented as between 
twenty and a hundred millions a day. 
Such meteors,- coming together to 
form the head of a comet, but stiD 
detached from each Other, might do 


some damage, but could not bring 
about the end of the world. 

As for other stars, ‘‘ no collision is 
possible within the limits of our 
solar family.’’ If there were dis- 
cordant planets in the solar system, 
they were long ago drawn inte the 
other planets, and the paths which 
the remaining planets must tread 
were eternally fixed. For stars out- 
side our system, he is content with 
pointing out the extreme difficulty 
of wandering into or near it, and the 
utter improbability of such vast 
spaces bevoming covered so as to 
strike this rushing planet at the 
right moment. If two stars did ap- 
Lawes each other, actual contact 
i would not be necessary for destruc- 
tion. ‘‘ The tidal influence on each 
other of such vast bodies will be 
enough to tear open the crust that 
confines their molten interior, and 
i this would mean the destruction of 
any planetary life in their vicinity.” 
Some astronomers interpret in just 
; that way some flaming outburst they 
have seen in the heavens. If it oc- 
curred, it would presumably mean 
the rebirth of the star and its travel- 
ing on again through its past his- 
tory to its age of coldness and then

MINSTREL WBATHER. By Marien 
. Storm. Harper 4 Brothers. $1.50. 
AYING aside the obvious fact that 

Ls young woman named Storm 

has written a book about the 
weather, we immediately open the 
votume to see what gales will assail 
us. ** Minstrel Weather ’’ proves to 
be a most surprising performance, 
for in it the writer has taken ma- 
terial so old that it is always new 
and shaped it into such an excellency 
that the potent fact is manifest of 
the arrival of an authentic and dis- 
tinguished -essayist on Nature 
themes. It is perceptible at a glance 
that Marian Storm is, first of all, 

a delicate and sensitive poet, acute- 

ly aware of the shifting impalpable 

moods of Nature as weil as the more 
boisterous moments. She has at- 
tuned -herself to the winds of the 
year and sweeps threugh the months 
emphasizing with an impe 
insistence the particular spirit 

each group of days> - . 

We know by this time that each 
month has its mood, that it is a vital 
force in our lives and that we laugh 
and sing, droop into pensiveness and 
adventure delicately upon the thresh- 
olds of wistfulness as the days sug- 
gest. The changing cycle beats in

FREEDOM OF SPEECH. By Pro- 

fessor Zechariah Chafee Jr. New 
York: , Brace & Howe. $8. 
HE entry of the United States 
into the World War renewed 
a controversy, which had long 
remained dormant, with re- 

spect to the ing of freed 
of speech, as guaranteed by the 

Federal and State Constitutions. 

When we entered the war, the ene- 
mies of this country, and their sym- 
pathizers, recognized that written 
and spoken arguments could be em- 
ployed as effective weapons to de- 
strey the morale of the nation, and 
to weaken its offensive power. The 
country was flooded with propagan- 
da designed to impede recruiting, 
prevent the adoption of conscription 
and stir up industrial strife in order 
to hamper and curtail the manufac- 
ture of munitions of war and war 
materials. 

It was immediately recognized that 
ive es must be taken 
to protect the nation against this 
weapon of atteck. This situation led 
to the enactment of the so-called 
Espionage act, which was designed 
to curb and punish those circulating 
propaganda with intent to render 
less effective the operations of this 
Government in the prosecution of 
the war. Several thousand persons 
were prosecuted under this act; 
many were convicted and their con- 
victions sustained by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. If such 
measures’ had not been taken, it 
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would have been much more difficult 
to place an army in the field, and 
almost impossible to, equip it ade- 
quately. 

These prosecutions were made the 
occasion of serious protests by en- 
emy sympathizers and sentimental- 
ists as being infringements of civil 
liberties. This made it necessary 
to define anew the precise meaning 
of the constitutional provisions guar- 
antecing freedom of speech. 

The post-armistice period has been 
agitated by a like difference of opin- 
ion resulting from the prosecution 
_of anarchists and members of other 
revolutionary groups under various 
State statutes, which declare crim- 
mal the advocacy of the doctrine 
that organized government should be 
overthrown by force, violence or any 
unlawful means. 

Professor Chafee in a book pur- 
porting to be an impartial and an- 
alytical examination of the law and 
facts attending.these controversies 
gives the impression that public of- 
ficials, legislators, prosecuting offi- 
cers and Judges have been, in the 
main, guilty of gross violations of 
constitutional provisions in dealing 
with these questions. The publisher 
advertises the author as ‘“‘ the high- 
est authority on this subject in the 
United States.’’ The reader of this 
book is inclined to accept this state- 
» ment from the frequency with which 
‘the author overrules the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

The principal subjects dealt with 
in this volume are freedom of speech 
in war-time, legisiation against sedi- 
tion, deportations, the prosecutions 
under various State statutes, ard, 
finally, freedom and initiative in the 
schools. The book is thoroughly un- 
trustworthy as an analysis of either 
*the law or the facts relating to the 
subject matter treated. 

Professor Chafee consistently reads 
into - definitions and legal opinions 
statements which are not there. A 
typical illustration may be found iy 
his criticism of Blackstone's state- 
ments respecting liberty of the press. 
He quotes that authority as follows: 
**'The liberty of the press consists 
in laying no previous restraints upon 
publications and not in the freedom 
from censure for criminal matter 
when published.’ The author then 
says, ‘“‘ The line where legitimate 
suppression begins is fixed chron- 
Ologically at the time of publication. 
‘The Government cannot interfere by 
* censorship or injunction before the 
words are spoken or printed, but can 
punish them as much as it pleases

after publication. no matter how 
harmless or essential to the public 
welfare the discussion may be. This 
Blackstonian definition found favor 
with Lord Mansfield.’’ ; 

It will be observed that Professor 
Chafee's conclusion that under 
Blackstone’s definition harmless 
statements and those essential to 
public welfare may be punished is 
an erroneous deduction calculated to 
mislead the reader. Similar miscon- 
structions are common throughout 
the volume. 

Professor Chafee makes no seri- 
ous attempt to distinguish between 
the legitimate exercise of freedom of 
speech and the abuse of that right. 
He adopts the familiar conclusion 
that men have been imprisoned in 
this country for the mere expres-; 
sion of opinion. This is not true:/ 
Under our form of government 4) 
man may entertain any opinion with) 
respect to Government or the prose- 
cution of a war without vielating 
any law or statute. Prosecutions 
under the Espionage act and vari- 
ous State statutes have been for the 
use of words or printed arguments 


jurging action which if carried’ out 


by the reader or hearer would have 
resulted in the commission of a 
crime. Let me illustrate the dis- 
tinction as- follows: 

If a man sitting in his library in 
some Southern city read of an 
assault upon a white woman by a 
negro, and expressed to a friend his 
opinion that the negro should be 
lynched, he would vinlate no statute, 
however reprehensible his opinion 
might be. On the other hand, if he 


went out upon the street, gathered a 
crowd and expressed the same opin- 
ion, at the same time urging the ex- 
cited citizens to go to the jail and 
seize the prisoner for the purpose 
of lynching him, he would then be 
advocating action which, if carried 
out, would constitute a crime. 

Professor Chafee’s argument, if 
applied to this ilustration, would 
seem to be that if the crowd upon 
reaching the iail found the jail pro- 
tected by a company of militia with 
machine guns; and for that reason 
it did not attempt to seize the pris- 
oner, the man who excited the mob 
and sought to induce it to commit 
the crime would be guilty of no 
offense. In other words, the author 
Jseems to believe that a revolution- 
ist in this country has the right to 
advocate the forcible overthrow of 
this Government and the expropria- 
tion of private property, and to tell 
phis hearers the methods by which 
rthat overthrow and seizure of prop- 
perty can be accomplished, provided 
Hthe police, State Constabulary and 
other officers of the law prevent 
the actual carrying out of his ad- 
vice. 

Such a theory of freedom of 
speech is wholly at variance with 
the spirit of our Federal and State 
Constitutions. For instance, the 
Constitution of the State of New 
York contains the following pro- 
vision : 


Every citizen may freely k, 
write and publish his sentiments on 
all subjects, being responsible for 
the abuse of that right; and no law 
shall be passed to restrain or abridge 





the liberty of speech cr of the press. 


Clearly the Constitution recognizes 
that speech must not be employed 
as an instrument for subverting law 
and order. It recognizes that crimes 
can be committed both by word and 
pen and puts no limitations upon 
the punishment of such crimes. 

Professor Chafee concedes the right 
under our Constitution to punish 
persons for libel and slander. This 
means that he admits that a willful 
injury done to the reputation or 
business of an individual deserves 
censure and punishment. He also 
recognizes the propriety of limiting 
freedom of speech and of the press 
pits respect to immoral and licen- 
tious speech and writing, for the 
reason that if no curb was placed 
upon such words and publications 
public morals might be seriously in- 
jured and impaired. When, how- 
ever, the very foundations of our 
fooverament and the institutions un- 
der which we live are attacked with 
the purpose of undermining and de- 
stroying them, the author takes the 
position, in effect, that those who 
preach sedition possess a freedom of 
expression which transcends the 
rights of the people at large and 
which cannot be curbed or punished 
by the enactment of any law with- 
out violating constitutional guaran- 
tees. He attacks the public offi- 
cials who have, in conformity with 
their oaths of office, administered 
the law, as it now exists in this 
country, and undertakes to describe 
the methods adopted by those offi- 
cials in such prosecutions. 





The writer of this review was in 
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personal charge of a considerable 
number of the incidents to which the 
author refers, and is, therefore, in a 
better position than the average 
reader to detect misstatements of 
fact. It is unfortunate that the 
author has taken his ‘‘ facts ’’ from 
such publications as The New York 
Call, The New Republic, The Na- 
tion and The Survey, instead of at- 
tempting to ascertain what actually 
transpired on the several occasions 
he describes." 

The incorrectness of his facts nec- 
essarily impairs the value of his con- 
clusions and renders the work of 
little use to students of the ques- 
tien, or to those who seek enlight- 
enment with respect to it. 

After reviewing the various State 
statutes which he classifies as sedi- 
tion bills, Professor Chafee concludes 
*‘ There should be no legislation 
against sedition and anarchy. We 
must legislate and enforce the laws 
against the use of force, but pro-_ 
tect ourselves against bad thinking | 
and speaking by the strength of ar- ' 
gument and a confidence in Amer- 
ican comimon sense and American 
institutions, including that  :nost 
characteristic of all, which stands at 
the head of the Bill of Rights, 
freedom of thought." 

Professor Chafee apparently over- 
looks the fact that the danger does 
not come from smal) groups which 
seek to use the torch and bomb, but 
rather from those quasi-political and 
economic organizations which teach 
that the workers should organize 
into revolutionary industrial unions 
for the purpose of using the coer- - 
cive power of the general strike as 
a means to enable an organized 
minority to veto the decisions of the 
ballot box and thus permit a minor- 
ity to impose its will upon the 
American people. If to prevent the 
teaching of such a doctrine be an 
infringement of constitutional rights, 
it. would also be an infringement of 
such rights to prevent the estab- 
lishment of schools for the training 
of pickpockets, safebreakers and 
other criminals. The first duty of , 
any Government is to protect itself. | 
The sedition statutes referred to are 
designed for that purpose and do 
not abridge the civil liberties of the 
people. 

Although Professor Chafee begins 
his book in a temperate manner, he 
soon joses,his poise. His bias is 
shown by such phrases as the fol- 
lowing, which are common through- 
out the book: 

it is not the soap-box orators, but 
Mr. Palmer with his hordes of spies 
and midnight housebreakers, that 
have brought our Government into 
hatred and contempt. 


This is his comment upon the ac- 
tivities of the Department of Justice 
in deportation proceedings. The au- 
thor’s concluding chapter deals with 
freedom and initiative in the schools, 
in which he attacks Dr. Tildsiey for) 
his stand against teachers who cs- 
poused revolutionary doctrines. Pro- 
fessor Chafee seems to have over- 
looked the fact that the public 
schools are supported by the money 
of the taxpayers; that their sole 
purpose is to train the youth of our 
country to be loyal and enlightened 
citizens of State and nation; that 
the teacher is ah employe of the 
State as it now exists; that he can- 
not use his position as a public of- 
ficer to agitate for a change in our 
Political system, and that if any 
such ch is de ded by the peo- 
ple, it rust be reflected at the polls. 

A fair criticism of the book is 
that, whether intentionally or not, 
Professor Chafee presents that side 
of the free speech controversy which ] 
is upbeld by the American Civil Lib- | 
erties Union, an organization which 
reflects the viewpoint of persons like 
Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, Scott Near- 
ing, Seymour Stedman, Morris Hill- 
quit and others who appear to be 
impatient with the slow and orderly 
process of political evolution. 

The book is interesting only be- 
cause it illustrates a passing phase 
of incorrigible sentimentality. 
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Theatre 
for 
Children 
Only 


HILDREN’S theatres and dra- 
matic groups are an activity 
of recent development in 
many neighborhood houses of 

New York City. The  settiement 
workers have realized the possibili- 
ties of utilizing the play instinct in 
chitdren for their indirect instruction 
tn health and better ways of living. 
The children’s theatre in most of the 
neighborhood houses is, however, 
largely a theatre of adult minds in 
which the children only play the 
parts. Grown-ups choose the plays. 
cast them, edach them and weneral- 
ly direct them. 

A children’s theatre in which the 
children not cniy select their own 
plays but frequently make them, in 
which they pick their own cast, do 
their own coaching, and finally pre- 
sent the play with no adult behind 
the scenes, is the product of Green- 
wich House, in the congested, large- 
ly Italian sectjon around Sheridan 
Square. Grown-ups retain a con- 
nection with this children's theatre, 
but only in an advisory capacity. 
They stay in the background, ready 
with suggestion if the children them- 
selves call for it, but never volun- 
teering advice. 

In the opinion of one of them, 
Miss Helen _Murphy, who has been 
largely instrumental in making the 
“* children 
will not listen to adults or do things 
for them. Any suggestions an adult 
may offer they accept because they 
feel they have to. They have a real 
regard, however, for each others’ 
opinions and will follow implicitly the 


decisions of their own small groups.”’ 


So while she remains in charge of 
the story-telling class out of which 
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: Scene from * “The Romance of Tommy Tucker.” 
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the theatre has grown, Miss Mary | 
Carpenter, the other grown-up, runs | 
the dance-pantomime class. Neither 
admits that she is directing a pro- 
duction. And as one listens to a re- 
hearsal one. gathers the idea that 
they direct only im throwing the 
questions that arise back to the 
children to decide. 

All the plays are given in panto- 
mime. In their effort to get away 
from the ‘‘ public school voice ’' and 
manner of delivery, the directors 
have ruled out all speaking. They 
have proceeded partly on the dra- 
matic principle that until an actor 
can ‘* get over '’ his idea by action 
it is useless to give him lines. 

In the last year the children have 
presented in pantomime ‘‘ The Sleep- 
ing Beauty,’’ ‘‘The Toy Shop,” 
*““ Why the Chimes Rang,”’ ‘* The 
Sapphire of the Gods,’’ ‘‘ Life of 
Joan of Arc,’’ *‘ The Romance of 
Tommy Tucker,’’ ** The Tumbler of 
Our Lady "’ and ‘‘ Old King Cole.” 
The last two plays had four per- 
formances Christmas week. None 
but children was on the stage or be- 
hind the scenes during any of these. 








A boy of 14 took charge of the elec- 
tric lights and another manned the 
spotlight. Miss Carpenter sat in the 
orchestra and prompted the pianist, 
a person of mature years, and Miss 
Murphy directed the scene shifters. 

Weekly ci in pantomi and 
dancing form the basis of the chil- 
dren’s theatre. These begin with 
fifteen-minute exercises, which are 
designed to have a relaxing and at 
the same time a keying-up effect on 
every childish muscle. The youag- 
sters, who range from 4 to 14 years 
of age, are divested of the multitu- 
dinous underwrappings which form 
@ main part of the garb of New 
York’s tenement house children, and 
move about the auditorium floor in 
bare feet, with knee-length dancing 
robes. First, they walk sedately 4s 
the pianist plays slow. marching 
music. Then the pace is accelerated 
to a run. Then they skip. until 
finally, with the introduction of defi- 
nite dancing rhythm, they are ready 
to dance. 

Next comes a story told by Miss 
Murphy. Or she says to them that 
they may play out the stury which 








she has told them in a previous 
class; or, better still, she asks them 
to act a story for her. One of them 
is made directer, and the class runs 
off into the balcony for a hasty con- 
ference. 

** Give me king’s music,’’ calis the 
temporary director to the pianist, 
thus setting the key for her first 
scene and indicating the character 
of the action. 

Or sometimes the request comes 
for ‘* sad music,"’ or ‘* music for an‘ 
old man and a little boy and a dog."’ 
The demands on the imagination of 
the accompanist are apt to be taxing. 

The play which follows is essen- 
tially dramatic. That a story does 
not necessarily constitute dramatic 
action is a truth which these young- 
sters seem to grasp intuitively. One 
anecdote is sufficient to ‘illustrate: 
Walter Hampden, who has Ieng beer 
a friend of the children’s theatre, 
gave the entire class, about sixty 
boys and girls, tickets to ‘‘ George 
Washington ’’ a year ago. ‘* But 
that isn’t a play,’’ protested several : 
of the children afterward. ‘‘ It's;

have our being ’"—fit in together.- 
And in his task he succeeds admira- 
bly. For the most part he follows 
the metaphor of a game—he does 
this in his chapter headings—but his 
style is rich in fancy as it is rich in 
ittustration, and he brings in many 
a figure, and many a bit of imagery, 
te make his economics both more in- 
teresting und more clear.

RUSSIA IN THE SHADOWS. By H. 
G. Wells. Hiustrated. Doran. $1.30. 

N the course of his ‘‘ Russia in 
the Shadows,’’ first printed in 
serial form in THe New YorK 
Times and now revised and 
published in book form,--Mr. H. G. 
Wells relates how at a njeetihg of 
the Petersburg Soviet, after deciding 
to make peace with Toland, the 
Soviet invited him to make a little 
speech. Before he could make his 
speech he was spoken to, in the form 
ofan introductory address. His in- 
troducer exhorted him to treat the 
Bolshevist régime fairly ** and not to 
emulate those other recent visitors 
{these were Mrs. Snowden and Guest

In fact, 
there seems to be a race among emi- 
nent British Socialists and Com- 
munists to see which shall describe 
most completely the disappearance 
of industry, the bewilderment of gov- 
ernment, and the ruin of the people. 
It is a surprising manifestation. At 
the beginning the information about 
Russia came from visitors who were 
bitterly anti-Socialist and went to 
that country determined to see 
Tophet, and from visitors who were 
Socialists and conceived that they 
would help socialism by seeing noth- 
ing but heaven, or at least heaven in 
the making. Naturally the man in 
the street got a somewhat confused 
impression of what Boishevism was 
like. It was something like a

His 
report on education is a trifle more 
reassuring than Russell's, though it 
is evident enough that good schoois 
are few and far between. But, then, 
education never was a very flourish- 
ing plant in Russia, and perhaps it 
is only the increased fewness, the 
longer spaces between, which marks 
any decadence under Bolshevism. in 
one respect his report on education 
is more unpicasant than Russcil’s; 
schooling in this demoralized coun- 
try is co-educative, which, in the 
circumstances, ‘* has brought pecu- 
Har evils in its train.’” In somewhat 
plainer language, though not’ much 
plainer, Mr. Wells gives a hint of 
what an official report of the Bol- 
shevist authorities on the subject 
contains. ‘* This hectic moral fever 
of the young ’”’ is all the more re- 
markable for going on side by side 
with an adult life ‘‘ of unexampled 
sobriety and harsh, puritanical de- 
corum.”’ 

Mr. Russell dwelt with paralyzing 


. the ruin an 


. power on the disappearance of the 


representative character from the 


_ Communist Government. He showed 


that not even the proletariat gov- 
erned, and that there had been in- 
stalled a Government which bore a 
terrible likeness: to Czarism. ‘Mr. 
Wells, however, was more concerned 
with the inefficiency of the Govern- 
ment than with its tyranny. Wher- 
ever he could find evidences of its 
efficiency, he naturally gave them; 
but the general impression left is 
thet which Colonei William Greene 
Sterrett left when he undertook to 
describe the Democratic Party: 
‘(nur noble party wouldn’t know 
how to nail up a hox.’’ Russell dis- 
poses of the Soviet as a mere in- 
strument of the tyrants; Wells 
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The Statue of Kas! Marx Outside the Smolay Institute, Headquarters of 
the Communist Party. 


takes it seriously enough to devote 
a good-humored but humorous chap- 
ter to it, with this conclusion: 

It was, in fact, a mass meeting 
Yncapable of any real legislattve ac- 
tivities; capable at the utmost of 
endorsing or not endorsing the Gov- 
ernment in control of the platform. 
Compared with the British Purlia- 
ment, it‘has about as much organ- 
ization, structure and working effi- 
ciency as a big bagful of mis- 
cellancous wheels might have beside 
an old-fashioned and inaccurate but 
still going clock. 

Neither of them makes Lenin plain 
to the thirsty reader, although both 
try to do so and each thinks he has 
succeeded. One gets an impressior 
from both that Lenin, though pos 
sessed of a great deal more sens 
than most other Bolsheviki, has a lo’ 
to learn. This must be the officia 
verdict of the hard-headed Wester1 
Socialist and Communist, but i‘ 
hasn't the visualizing quality that 
one used to find in the pen portrait: 
of, say, Samuel G. Blythe. Mr. 
Wells is too much occupied with re. 
membering what he said to Lenin tc 
remember very voluminously what 
Lenin said to him. Yet what Lenir 
said to him, and not what he said tc 
Lenin, may Be a matter to be pawed 
over by historians 200 years hence. 

Wells follows Russell in predicting 
that the Russian, if not assisted out 
of the i ssible i in which 
he has got himself or somebody has 
got him, will become Asjatic again. 
Russell put that forward as an alter- 
native proposal, Wells as a certainty. 
He got it, apparently, from Gorky, 
who remains sane but unhappy. 
The Bolsheviki staged a great Asiatic 
proletarian meeting at Baku, despite 
the fact that the Asiatics don’t know 
what a proletarian is. 
conference,’’ says Mr. Wells, ‘* has 
depressed Gorky profoundly. He is 
obsessed by a nightmare of Russia 
going East. -Perhaps I have caught 
a little of his depression.”’ 

Mr. Wells closes his book with a 
short but powerful chapter setting 
forth his own opinion, which is that 
the United States or some - great 
group of European powers, or both, 
must come to Russia’s aid, since, 
whether the Bolshevist régime is per- 
fect or imperfect, it is the only 
régime that exists or is possible. 
Neither of these writers sees any 
hope of setting up a Western style 
democracy or any permanency in a 
murderous rule such as Denikin’s. 
According to Wells, by the way, the 
Bolsheviki have made the streets of

the big cities as safe as those of any 
city in Europe; their so-called Reign 
of Terror was aimed at-banditry and 
common criminality as much as at 
anything else. 

A sketch of the way the thing 
should be done is offered by Mr. 
Wells. But, however it is done, done 
it must be, or Russia will slump into 
the East. 

It is highly improbable that the 
coliapse wil be limited to its boun- 
daries. Both eastward and westward 
other great regions may, one after 
another, tumble into a big hole 
in civilization thus created. Possi- 
bly ali modern civilization may 
tumble In. 

Mr. Russell was not less pessi- 
mistic. ‘* Three issues seem to me 
possible from tHe present situation. 
The first is the ultimate defeat of 
Bolshevism by the forces of capital- 
ism. The second is the victory of 
the Bolsheviki, accompanied by a 
complete loss of their ideals and a 
régime of Napoleonic imperialism. 
The third is a prolonged worid war. 
in which civilization will go under 
and all its manifestations (including 
communism) will be forgotten.’’ But 
he, too, believed that assistance from 
the West. was the necessary thing. 
Mr. Wells insists on it. Without it 
Russia is lost, and we are probably 
lost, too; at any rate, we are in 
great danger. 

Both writers dwell upon the fact 
that the Commynists are in a minor- 
ity and that at’the most they do not 
comprise 1 per cent. of the popula- 
tion. Both rest the claim for up- 
holding the Bolshevist régime on the 
fact that it is doing the best it can. 
Neither had time to see much of the 
peasants: Mr. Wells none at all, so 
far as can. be gathered from his 
book. Lenin told him that the peas- 
ants were being undermined, so that 
it would not always be possible for 
them to stand out against the prole- 
tariat. Already some large estates 
were being farmed by laborers. 
Gradually more would follow. ‘* It 
can be extended first to one prov- 
ince, then another,’’ 
** The peasants in the other prov- 
inces, selfish and illiterate, will not 
know what is happening until their 
turn comes.’’ 

** At the mention of the peasant,” 
records Mr. Wells, ** Lenin’s head 
came nearer to mine; his manner 
became confidential. As if, after all, 
the peasant might overhear.’

After having spent a 
strenuous period on the Rhineland, 
I have come to have a strong brief 
for our Army of Occupation. Now 
and then there are misdemeanors. 
Alf our 12,000 soldiers, mostly young 
and inexperienced, are not going to 
behave like archangels, especially 
just after pay day. But military 
discipline is strict and misconduct 
at the ninimum. Our military au- 
thorities are constantly being invited 
by soldieriess towns to bring in our 
men. 

Our army has moved the spirit 
and some of the substance of our 
country over to the occupied terri- 
tory with the minimum of discom- 
fort to the Germans. Our people 
are handling a difficult situation 
competently and delicately. They 
ar2 dving something once considered 
foreign to our native genius, and 
they are just as efficient as if they 
had spent several hundred years at 
it, as have the other Allies. From 
General Henry Allen down to the 
newest buck private, they are men 
for us to be proud.of. And all this 
time they keep on being real Amer- 
icans. They are not simply mark- 
ing time and going through a job, 
but they are remembering that it is 
necessary to keep in touch with 
things American so as to prepare 
themselves for their participation as 
active citizens. :

itself. made its blunders, but never 
got the credit due it for its achieve- 
ments. .Even the most cursory ob- 
servation showed that the associa- 
tion’s presence on the Rhine had 
made the ‘handling of the army much 
easier thah it would otherwise be.

There is the usual proportion of 
figure subjects in the exhibition, but 
they seem to indicate a growing dis- 
like on the part of the painters to 
letting the figure do all the work of 
the picture. There is a growing 
preference for a roomful of acces- 
sories, with the figure hardly more 
than one accessory among many, 
and also for a scheme of color in 
which no one color holds the stage- 
This, of course, is no new tendency. 
It was half a century ago that Ma- 
net, painting Duret’s portrait as a 
harmony in gray, was unable to en- 
dure its grayness and began adding 
first a bit of red drapery, then 6 
bright green book, a lacquer tray, 2 
lemon, and so on, until a bright 
patchwork of luminous color was 
achieved. Now his canvases of fifty 
years ago are mellow things—note 
the *‘ Olympia "’ of the Louvre, with 
its big variegated bouquet of bright 
flowers, how quietly they have come 
down to a rich depth of tone that 
could not hurt the eyes of a public 
even less accustomed than our own 
to brilliancy. It is impossible for a 
gallery visitor to see contemporary 
pictures in the light of another cen- 
tury, not merely because change of 
taste and accumulation of experience 
will shift the mental background 
against which ali pictures must be 
estimated, but because the painting 
itself changes. The influence of Ma- 
net and the Impressionists has been 
fortunate in one way—at least the 
bright colors, if the pigments and 
oils are worth using, will grow richer 
without blackening, unless. and here 
again the universal problem of mod-

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Tamer of Lions Writes an Epic 


THE WAYS OF THE CIBCUS. Being |

ORTY-ODD years ago a bitter 
tivalry between the Cooper 
& Bailey Circus and the P. 
T. Barnum show was threat- 
ening both ventures with financial 
destruction. Just at the crucial 
point in the struggle the birth of a 
baby elephant—the first of these ani- 
mals ever to be born in captivity in 
the United States—gave Cooper & 
Bailey an enormous advaatage over 
their rivat. Quick to see his preca- 
rious position, Barnum instantly 
wired Cooper & Bailey an offer of 
$100,000 for the youngster. But 
Bailey realized that he ‘ had the 
game sewed up’ and promptly re- 
fused the offer. Hastening into Bar- 
bum’‘s territory, he covered every- 
thing in sight with ‘** paper ’’ repro- 
ducing Barnum's telerram under the 
heading ** What Barnum thinks of 
the Baby Elephart."’ 

Barnum was beaten at his own 
game—pubiicity. Hailey’s strategic 
coup immediately began bringing him 
such tremendous business that, to 
save himself, Barnum had to seek 
peace with his rival. So clearly did 
the outgeneraled showman realize the 
gravity of the danger threatening 
his existence in the show business 
that he lost no time in offering one 
of Bailey's partners an interest in 
his show, without money, if he 
would induce Bailey to join forces 
with him. Of this partner's efforts 
** the Greatest Show on Earth ~ was 
subsequently oorn. : 

The undertakings in which the two 
famous partners shared since then 
made the name_of Barnum & Bailey 
more widely known than that of any 
other amusement aggrezation in the 
world. Both Barnum and Bailey are 
now dead, and their circus has been 
owned for more than a decade by the 
Ringlings; but the name ** Barnum & 
Bailey ’’ will for long years to come 
resound lurefully in the ears of suc- 
cessive publics. . 

Strangely enough, one of the 
names in this familiar combination 
is an adopted one: Bailey s reel 
name was McGinnis. He was boro 
fm Detroit on the 4th of July, 1847. 
The father of young McGinnis died 
in a cholera epidemic when his boy 
was oniy » years old, and the death 
of his mother two years later left 
him an orphan at 7. The Summer 
of his eleventh year he ran away 
from scheol and struck out into the 
country on foot. A farmer on his 
way home from market gave the boy 
a ** lift ’’ along the road, and before 
his place was reached, had become 
so interested in the youngster that 
he offered him a home. Young Mc- 
Ginnis worked for the farmer three 
years, then struck for higher pay. 
When this was refused, the boy 
tramped ten miles into Vontiac and 
found work in a hotel there. One of 
the transient guests of this hostelry 
was a certain Frederick H. Bailey, 
advance agent for the Robinson & 
Lake circus. Bailey was so taken 
with young McGinnis that when he 
left he took the boy along witb him. 
From that time on McGinnis was 
known to the world as Bailey. 
Simultaneously, his career as a 
showman began. Except for a short 
interim during the Civil War. while 
he was a sutler’s clerk in the army, 
Bailey never quit the show business 
from the day when he did his first 
odd jobs around the Robinson & 
Lake circus untii he died as a part- 
ner in ‘‘the Greatest Show on 
Earth.” 

-The two scraps of circus history 
just related illustrate the fascinating 
character of the material that lies in 
the pages of *‘ The Ways of the 
Circus,”” a unique book in ‘which 
Harvey W. Root has set down the 
reminiscences of George Conklin, 
who .is known to circus men the 
world over as a crackerjack trainer 


circus. In writing it, the author, 
has been privileged to draw heavily 
upon the rich horde of memories 
stored up by Mr. Conklin during 
forty years of life under thg big 
top. 

The variety and colorfulness of 
these memories put the reviewer in 
a quandary: he can scarcely decide 
which to retell and which to tomit. 
They're ail so cramful of human in- 
-terest that he feels like a kid ‘on 
Christmas morning who can t decide 
which present to open first. Sup- 
pose, for a starter, we look into the 
origin of pink lemonade: 

The discovery that a drink of this 
color would sell faster than ordi- 
nary lemonade was made quite by 
accident by George  Conklin’s 
brother, Pete. Back in 1857 this 
brother was selling lemonade with 
the Jerry Mabie show down in 
Texas. One day when business had 
been unusually brisk and a thirsty 
mob was scrambling around his 
stand calling for refreshment, Pete 
ran out of water. Rush around as 
he would, he couldn’t find a well, a 
pump or a tank anywhere. Not a 
drop of water was to be had on 
** the lot.”’ In his frenzied search 
Pete dashed into the dressing tent 
used by some of the performers. 
Fannie Jamieson, one of the bare- 
back riders, had just finished wring- 
ing out a pair of pink tights. The 
color had run and left the water a 
deep pink. It was a matter of only a 
minute to throw some tartaric acid 
and a ‘* property ’’ lemon into this 
water. At the end of that minute 
Fete was outside again calling out, 
** Come quickly, ladies and gents! 
Get your fine strawberry lemonade 
here!’" Pete's sales doubled that 
day. . 

** The recipe for circus lemonade,” 
comments Mr. Conklin through Mr. 
Root’s pen, ** has not changed from 
that day to this. A tub of water— 
with no particular squeamishness re- 
garding its source—tartaric acid, 
some sugar, enough aniline dye to 
give it a rich pink, and for a finish, 
some thin slices of lemon. The slices 
of lemon are known as “ floaters.’ 
and any which are left in the tub at 
the close of a day's business, to- 
gether with those which come back 
in the glasses, are carefully saved 
for the next day's use. In this way 
the same floaters may appear before 
the public a considerable number of } 
times.”° }

N interesting and touching in- 
terview-account of Mr. Austin 
Dobson has been given by The 
Times in connection with the 
veteran Victorian writer's eighty- 
first birthday. As poet, essayist and 
biographer, Mr. Dobson held, and 
holds, a special and distinguished po- 
sition among the writers of the last 
antes He now refers to himself 
as ‘‘ an extinct volcano,’’ but that 
is a phrase which his readers will 
not uccept. Indeed, there was never 
anything volcanig about him; his 
work in all fields has been gentle, 
curious, witty, dexterous, and often 
exquisite, but nevtr explosive; and 
its genial flame is certainly not ex- 
tinguished on the literary hearth. As 
a matter of fact, he confesses, even 
now, to having a book in the press. 

Mr. Dobson is in weak heaith ana 
for many years he has lived very 
much the life of an invalid and of a 
browsing book-lover in the far west 
London suburb of Ealing. He now 
sees little of his fellow men, being 
content with his intellectual seclu- 
sion; he insists that he is quite out 
of touch with the world around 
him® Keferring to his first book, 
** Vignettes in Rhyme,’’ published 
forty-seven years ago, he told his 
Times interviewer of the ungrudging 
praise which Robert Browning had 
sxiven to that ** poor. coliection.”” He 
met Browning only once, but Tenny- 
son oftener. ‘‘ All together,’’ he said, 
** { met Tennyson some half dozen 
times. He was a wonderfully pic- 
turesque figure and a very great 
talker. He had the advantage that 
he did not confine his conversation 
to poetry. He talked well on many 
subjects, and | especially remember 
his discoursing about the state of 
Ireland. * * * In these days the 
Victorian Age is often derided and 
discredited, but it produced some 
very great men. When I began to 
write, the ‘ Idylls of the King’ were

{ knew him before the war, and I 
well remember hearing a_ reading 
by Mr. Marsh of this poem * Grant- 
chester." It impressed me _ very

that Mr. Dobson would not go on to 


discuss the modern trend of litera-. 


ture, because he did not profess to 
understand it. There was far more 
poetry, he said, produced now than 
at the ‘period when he began to 
write. Its quantity apparently im- 
pressed him, but he would not dis- 
cuss: its quality. 

A good deal of attention is being 
given to the increasing. though not 
necessarily lasting, craze for collect- 
ing first editions of living poets and 
novelists. A number of London 
booksellers specialize in these, and a 
useful and interesting summary of 
the business that is now being done 
has heen supplied by I. A. Wil- 
liams to The London Ohserver. In it 
he says that poetry is the form of 
literature most affected by collectors 
both in this country and in America. 
‘* Almost any decent book of verse 
issued in the years immediately pre- 
ceding the war, and many a volume 
of still more recent date, is worth 
two or three or ten or twenty or 
thirty times its original price.’ Ru- 
pert Brooke and John Masefield are 
hot favorites; Brooke’s ‘: Poems ’"’ 
(1911) is now worth six guineas; 
Masefield’s ** The Everlasting 


‘Mercy " is offered at £3 15s, and on 


your side his ‘‘ Salt Water Ballads ”’ 
(1902) is reported to be worth $50. 
Curiously enough, Bernard Shaw's 
earlier books have not gone up in 
v. luc to any great extent. 


London Book Talk 


Among modern novels Joseph Con- 
rad‘s first editions are the most keen- 
ly sought, and it is a significant and 
also rather staggering fact that one 
or two of these have already been 
subjected to the arts of fake and 
forgery. It has been necessary for 
so eminent 
Thomas J. Wise. to investigate the 
matter and to issue a warning. Mr. 
Gosse has also commenjed on the 
fraud. He says of Mr. Wise’s ex- 
Posure that it is wonderful and com- 
plete, and the triumph of the book- 
lover turned sleuth-hound. ‘* But 
who is safe if such things can be 
done in the green tree of a book first 
published so lately? *’ The novel re- 
ferred to is Mr. Conrad’s ‘* Chance,"’ 
first issued in 1913, the title page of 
which has been fraudulently reprint- 
ed. This is probably a record. 

The state of bookselling in this 
country has just been summed: up 
by a provincial bookseller who com- 
municates his opinion to The Athe- 
maeum. His testimony ts both sub- 
dued and sensible. He says that the 
bookseller, nowadays, ‘‘ must be eon- 
tent to live quietly, pay his way, 
and build up a. modest reserve: his 
compensations must be found in his 
interest in books, in his pleasant in- 
tercourse with his intelligent cus- 
tomers, and in his ideals of the ser- 
vice, not money."" He remarks also 
that reviews are not ‘‘ business- 
bringers."" The attraction of pook- 
selling, therefore, is small as com- 
pared with many other careers, but 
The Athenaeum thinks that as most 
other professions hold out ‘‘ no hopes 
other than a quiet life and the mere 
margin " the right kind of men may 
actually be drawn to bookselling by 
its quiet amenities and interests.

GOSSIP FROM PARIS 


PARIS, Jan. 26. 

HE recent death of her mother 

at Nice recalls the meteoric 

existence of Marie Bashkirt- 
seff, who, after passing the greater 
part of her life in France, where she 
made herself famous by her pen and 
her beauty, committed suicide in 
Petrograd. It is no great secret that 
Henry Bataille’s play, ‘‘ Le Pha- 
léne,” produced in 1913, has for a 
plot something very similar to the 
young woman’s history. Although 
Marie was not a ** night butterfly ” 

(taking the literal translation of the 
title of Bataille’s play), in a poetic 
sense she was, as her work and 
letters show. 

She wrote to all the prominent lit- 
erary men of her time avowing her 
desire to form a sort of literary al- 
liance with them. Many replied fa- 
vorably, and she became a little 
queen in the writing world; as she 
was in every circle she entered. 

It was Francois Coppée, the most 
prolific poet of recent times, who 
wrote the preface to the catalogue of 
the works of Marie Bashkirtseff 
(1885) in which he describes her: 

** Almost small, but of harmonious 
Proportions, round face of an ex- 
quisite model; -straw-biond hair with 
sombre eyes that seem burning with 
thought, eyes devoured with the de- 
sire to see and to know, the mouth 
firm, affectionate and dreamy, and 
the vibrating nostrils of a wild 
Ukrainian horse.- * * **° 
Nothing seemed lacking in the life 
of this poetess. Renowned through- 
out the world for her beauty, she had 
ample means, rare talents, learning, 
exotism for many countries, long 
voyages —from Tcherniakoska to 
Spa, from Vinenbruck to Paris, Flor- 
ence to Nice, Rome to Schiangen- 
bab, Naples to Madrid, and finally to 
disappear in the height of her glory— 
aged 23! : 

Even so, one knows that she re- 
alized a very small part of her as- 
pirations, for she wanted more than 
she knew; yet she was grateful for 
what she had. ‘I wish,” she wrote 
shortly before her end, ‘‘ either to 
have all that God permits me vague 
ly to see and understand, or I would 
like to die. What would I like to be?

HEN “ The Secret Battle °’ 
was published, about a 
year‘ago, it was immedi- 
ately evident to those pos- 
sessed of literary discerument that 
here was a very remarkable novel. 
But whether there was a remark- 
able novelist back of it remained 
doubtful. A first novel, a war 
novel, and oné which obviously had 
its origin in deeply felt personal ex- 
perience, its superb handling proved 
the author’s gift of style, but left 
open the question of his inventive 
and fictional faculties. Now comes 
this new story, ‘“‘The House by the 
River,’” to set all these doubts at 
rest—a novel so striking, so un- 
usual, so artistic and so powerful, 
that the day upon which it came 
to the reviewer’s desk is one to be 
marked with a white stone. 

In the opening chapter of his new 
book Mr. Herbert proves himseif 
a social satirist of the very first 
quality. His account of the Whit- 
takers’ ‘‘ At Home ’’ is one of the 
wittiest things that have appeared in 
a very long time. And the wit is 
not studied, neither is it the least 
bit forced. One never feels that 
the author is striving to be clever, 
nor that he is self-consciously ad- 
miring his own humor; bis good 
things have an air of complete spon- 
taneity. One chuckles delightedly 
over this chapter, and later over 
the no less witty description of the 
dance. It will not do to quote from 
either; once we began, we might 
find it quite impossible to stop. 
And then there is the—we can only 
coin a word and call it chortlesome 
—sketch of the housekeeper, Mrs. 
Bantam, a figure worthy to stand 
beside Leonard Merrick’s unforgetta- 
ble Mrs. Tubbs, perfectly comic, and 
perfectly human.

HEN Gregory Parr, broken in 
fortune and about to sail to 
Europe, met Hicky, the owi- 
taxi driver in the Eleventh Avenue 
saloon, he hardly thought that it 
meant the beginning of a series of 
incredibie adventures that involved 
a South American country and its 
fate.

HE difficulty of modern fic- 
T tioneers who indulge in that 
popular pastime of creating 
mystery tales is the inyention of a 
new type of detective. It really ap- 
pears by this time that ali sorts and 
shades had been placed upon paper.

OTHING could be more differ- 
ent, the one from the other. 
than’ the two hooks here 

brought together. Except that they 
are set in and about London, and 
that each is quite unreal, there are 
no points of similarity. And even 
here the differences continue, for in 
** Gipsey and Ginger °° the unreality 
is intentional, whimsical, a realixa- 
tion of fantasy, and the Lendon a 
thing of glorious shreds and patches, 
where Hampstead Heath is a- queer 
fairyland and the characters who 
gather at the Weatherhouse are 
such beings as the Balloon W 
the Punch and Judy Man and others 
of a, wild and Panlike nature. But 
in ‘‘ The Coming of Gwen °’ the un- 
reality is of the sort that turns hu- 
man beings into lay figures and sol- 
emnly presents the commonplace as 
romance. Indeed, if only this book 
has been published years ago, one 
could have sworn it was the model 
on which the author of ‘‘ The Young 
Visiters ’’ built her style and her 
ideals of life. When you come 
across a paragraph like ‘‘ She reso- 
lutely turned aside the fulsome com- ' 
pliments with which it was the no- 
ble lord’s custom to address his lady 
friends," it is difficult to helieve 
that the book was actually published 
this season. There are many iines 
as good as the above, and apt char- 
acterizations such as the following 
are also frequent: ‘‘A clever, intelli- 
gent face, with the keen eyes of one 
accustomed to command and to be 
obeyed—and a perfect. gentleman in 
- manner.”’ 

The book is laid in high society 
and practically everybody has a title, 
excepting the heroine; but then she 
is-an American girl, and she makes 
up in loftiness of character and an 
insistent sweetness for any lack in 
birth—at that, her father was an 
Engiishman of high degree, related 
to the nobility, who had emigrated 
to America when “ the crash came 
which made them penniless.”’ The 
story begins with her arrival as a 
visitor (you see, a young visitor, 
it is difficult not to feel that there 
is more than a link here, at least 
some spiritual connection of -ideas’ 
exists, the conviction will not down) 
—a visitor to her aunt, Lady Stra- 
han. It’s the deuce of a business, 
because she comes without any more 
than a day’s warning, right in the 
midst of the busy social season, and 
naturally the young guardsman, 
Harold, son of the house, and Ettie, 
the lovely but spoiled daughter of 
19, resent the invasion. . Lady Stra- 
han is too gentle to resent any- 
thing, but she is troubled, oh dear! 

However, Gwen comes, and what 
a surprise! She proves to be a per- 
fect lady, beautiful as a dream, but 
with only one ‘‘ box.’ Therefore 
poor. The Strahans are concerned 
about that. They ask Gwen repeat- 
edly whether she has really come 
all the way from America with only 
one box, and how on earth she 
expects she can dress herself fitly 
for life with them. ~And Ettie ex- 
plains, the insolent young queen, 
that when she only goes for a week- 


end she takes half a dozen boxes maw. novel. 
with her—really, you know! But th 
Gwen only dimpl and Ms + 


any such news, so she merely shakes ' 


her head and holds her tongue. 

There is a lame girl, Ettie’s little 

sister, and there are high projects for 
a home for lame children of the poor. 
And there is a fine, strong clergy- 
man who entertains, in good time, a 
hopeless passion for Gwen—it is he 
who owns the intelligent face and the 
manners of a perfect gentleman. 
- That is the only sad note in the 
story, for the ultimate exposing of 
the worthless Trehawk is, of course, 
a cause for joy. Naturally Gwen 
and Harold marry and become Lerd 
and Lady Strahan and by a wonder- 
ful chance it turns out that Gwen's 
father was fabulously wealthy and 
the girl has millions, the one box 
being a ruse to disguise her wealth 
so that she might be loved for her- 
self alone. The home becomes a 
magnificent reality and all sorts of 
people get lots of money and quan- 
tities of help. Ettie, saved from the 
viliain, marries a noble man who 
goes to the front soon after, but not 
before saying: 

‘* We will try, dear, so to-live and 
do God's will, that He may forgive 
the past—and uve us in our Master's 
service for the future,’’ for Ettie had 


» | been very hateful to the good Gwen. 


Gwen’s husband was on the staff and 
never got to the firing line, and the 
book concludes with the statement 
that ‘‘ His wife still exercised a 
splendid influence on those around 
her—so that not only her own people, 
but all who called themselves her 
friends, ungrudgingly acknowledged 
how much they owed to ‘‘ The Com- 
ing of Gwen."’ . 

As for Gipsey and for Ginger— 

They are two sprites, and they be- 
long in the London of Peter Pan 
and find or make magic wherever 
they go. Their business is merely 
to tell people what they know—about 
the weather. The fair nights are 
Ginger’s specialty, and she tells any 
one who asks, for the price of a pen- 
ny, that the night is fair, warm, 
moonlighted, star strewn. But on 
the dark, wet and cold nights, it is 
her husband, Gipsey’s, province to 
give the information for the same 
sum. People came regularly to the 
Weatherhouse to get the informa- 
tion, and were always satisfied by 
its strict accuracy. 

It is a book of fooling told with 
all gravity, as such books should be. 
There are pages of taik and it is 
the talk of the Never Never Land, 
light as soap bubbles and as attrac- 
tive. If London has room for Gip- 
sey 4nd Ginger and their friends— 
and it must, or how could they be 
these ?—it is as good as the moon, or 
rather as the other side of the moon. 

There is one thing both Gipsey 
and Ginger, especially Ginger, are 
bitter against, and that is croquet. 
For croquet is the root of all the 
bad temper in the world. = If you 
could once kill the spirit of croquet 
throughout the world, there’d be no 
more wars,"’ says Ginger. 

There were other things they did 
not like, too. Wired flowers, for 
one, and for another corrugated 
iron. It is a sympathetic book, and 
you agree with practically every 
word in it. All power to Gipsey and 
Ginger. We leave them calm and 
happy in the Blacksmitb’s Son’s cot- 
tage, but there are hopes that they 
will get back again to London and 
do some more work for us all— 
theirs are not the spirits to be long 
quiescent in «a world that needs 
them.

Law- 
rence, Mark’s elder brother, who is 
frankly intended to afford a contrast 
to the noble and aggresively. high- 
souled Mark, is another of the well- 
done minor characters, and not in- 
frequently amusing. The period of 
the book is some years in the future, 
but there have been no changes in 
custom to make Maisie Archdale’s 
proposal to Mark other than uncon- 
ventional. She asxs him to marry 
her secretly, and go with her for a 
week to a little country place in 
Devonshire.

THE GATE OF IVORY. By Sid 
L. Nyburg. Alfred A. Knopf. 

IDNEY. L. NYBURG is one of 
S those personages of talents 
who are a semi-refutation of 
H. L. Mencken’s ‘‘ The Sahara of 
the Bozart."” According to Mr. 
Mencken, there is no such thing as 
literary talent below the Mason and 
Dixon Line. When one reaches that 
land of hominy and fried chicken 
brains are a superfluous appendage. 
No one thinks there; no one creates 
there. The situation that persists is 
similar to the state of affairs in 
Lapland. All this is the reasoning 
of Mr. Mencken. Mr.-Nyburg is 
only a semi-refutation, for he lives 
in Maryland. He is not below the 
line, but he may be considered, in a 
larger sense, to be a son of the 
South. Indeed, if we except Mr. 
Cabell, Miss Glasgow and . Mary 
Johnston, one is hard put to it to 
offer any figure that will seriously 

challenge Mr. Méncken’s diatribe. 

** The Gate of Ivory ’’ is Mr. Ny- 
burg‘s fourth novel. It is easily his 
most ambitious attempt, and be 
scores most of his success from the 
fact that he has wisely chosen a 
locale in which he is thoroughly 
familiar and handled material that he 
understands from beginning to end. 
The scene of the novel is Baltimore, 
the Baltimore_of a decade or more 
ago, when was an intricate 
game in which the astutest intriguer 
won out. Before the reform ele- 
ments became a force in Maryland 
the political machinations of some 
of the important figures in the State 
were reckless; to say the least. 
‘Taking this general atmosphere of 
political plot and co-nterplot, brib- 
ery, schemes of ambitious adventur- 
ers and the lust for power, Mr. Ny-

burg has introduced into it a love 
theme that is finely worked out. 

Three principal characters make up 
the novel. There is Richard Gwynn, 
a politician who almost approaches a 
statesman in his abilities. His life- 
long ambition is the Governorshp of 
Maryland, and it is a desire that is 
eventually fulfilled. There is his 
wife, the beautiful and talented 
Eleanor Gwynn, who is audacious 
and willful, almost destructive of her 
own life in the intense desire to live 
completely. Her great ambition is to 
be the mistress of the gubernatorial 
mansion and .to hold in her slender 
white hands the reins of social power 
in the State. She is extravagant, a 
woman who lives to the limit of her 
husband’s income. Then there is 
Allan Conway, the chief lieutenant 
and Secretary to Gwynn. Conway 
becomes the overwhelming figure of 
the book, for upon him the novelist 
expends all his art. It is not long 
before the reader perceives that 
there is a triangle here. Eleanor 
and Allan are swept into love and 
Eleanor is torn between ambition 
and love. 

It ‘would be unfair to go into the 
plot and describe how these three 
people work out their destiny, but 
the result is a novel‘that assumes a 
distinguished place among the fiction 
of the season. The characterization 
is exceedingly good, and the devel- 
opment: of the plot is done in a man- 
ner that will be new to readers of 
novels. Conway is no ordinary char- 
acter, and he will be remembered 
long after the book is closed. Mr. 
Nyburg possesses a style that sug- 
gests the later Conrad, the Conrad of 
** Chance.’’ He allows his charac- 
ters to explain themselves, to live 
vividly before the readers. It is an 
eye for psychological effect that he 
keeps on the story, bringing before 
the reader those small, seemingly 
insignifcant incidents that loom so 
large as one looks back upon them 
from a new perspective. 

The book eventually develops into 
a struggle for material achievement 
and happiness through the easiest 
way and.a passionate idealism that 
is aware of the overtones of life. Mr. 
,Nyburg is a lawyer, practicing in 
Baltimore, and it is but natural that 
politics and judicial procedure should 
play a large part in his books. 
Those who are familiar enough with 
public life in Maryland, and in Balti- 
more in particular, will recognize a 
aumber of genuine figures, men im- 
vortant im politics and law, but 
slightly disguised in the story.

The 
average man at 40 to SO is not an 
object of sympathy because of super- 
ficial physical changes.

Many cannot be 
0 provided, for they are mostly sold 
now. Nor can any seats at all be pro- 
vided, apparently, for listeners to the 
National Symphony concerts who sit 


' in other parts of the house, for it is a 
. Well-known fact that most of the 
- ¥*hitharmonic concerts are ‘* sold out.” 


Now. these listeners to the National 
Symphony's concerts have not always 
er often filled the house, but they have 


- been fairly numerous. And now they 


will have nowhere to go. Like the e- 
chestra, they will be ‘‘ arralgama’ 
cut of a chance. 

Nor can it be seen how the ‘‘ super- 
orchestra ” that has been spoken of 
will come into being from this amal- 
gamation. The Philharmonic is al- 
ready the ‘finest orchestra in the 
country,” and even in the world, we 
have repeatedly been told by its ad- 
mirers and champions; go it need take 


_ in none of the players of the National 


prchestra to improve itself. It will 
simply remain the finest orchestra in 
existence—atcording to its thick-and- 
thin admirers. ‘The only difference— 
and it is likely to be a. great one—is 
that Mr. Mengelberg will conduct a 
certain proportion of its concerts and 
perhaps Mr. Bodanzky a certain other 
Portion. 

Perhaps there will be an increase in 
the Philharmonic Society’s activities. 
The plans of the gentlemen in charge 
ss published in the’ anuouncement. of 
‘the ‘* amalgamation ” contemplate ‘‘ a 
great music festival in the Spring of 
each year”; the giving’ of concerts 
hot only in Carnegie Hall but also in+ 
the Metropolitan Opera House, in the 
leading educational centres of the city 
‘such as Columbia University, the City 
College and cther public places. 
Some may think there: is*a, limit to 
‘what one orchestra can do, or do well, 
‘and will hope that the Philharmonic 
Society will not spread itself out too 
broadly over ‘‘ educational, centres ” 
and other public places. We>cannot 
help thinking that its, chief business 


* ought to continue to be the giving of 


the best performances it can in places 
that are meant for orchestral per- 
formances, namely, concert halls. 
They are the only places where fine 
artistic results can possibly be ob- 
tained.- And, after all, the Philhar- 
monic Society ought not to remoye its 
eye too far or too long from fine 
artistic’ results: Its aim in recent 
years has not been always too high 
anid has not always been very sure. | 

It is obvious that the action taken 
- by the authorities of, the National 
Symphony Society is a necessary one 
and: that it is the inevitable outcome 
of the present situation in New York. 
Most of the things that have-been said 
‘about it not only now but at the be- 
/ginning of the season, when its true 
character become clear to all, are true. 

In part,and a pretty large part, the 
promoters of the National Symphony 
Orchestra have had themselves to 
blame for the grim spectre of deficit 
that looéms' so large before them and 
that is easily understood to be the 
reason why the golden eggs are no 
“longer to be, deposited where they 
have been... In their statements they 
. say that the. present system, when 
three orchestras are giving concerts 
in New York, produces too many con- 
certs, often overlapping. But when 
their plans were formulated it must 


. have been just as plain as it is now 


how many concerts there -would be; 
that they would be too many, and that 
they would often overlap. 

What probably: was not so plain at 
’ first tothe intrepid backers who gave 
‘the order to go ahead and form a first- 
¢ orchestra at any cost was how 
much ‘that cost would be. To make 
‘their angling for good players success- 
ful, the managers and agents found it 
necessary to put up the minimum 
salary offered from $48 a week—the 
sum then. prescribed by the union—to

Unfortunately, the cost is found ex- 
cessive by those who have to pay it, 
As. was shown.in this column recently, 
this increase makes each rehearsal of 
an orchestra of. ninety-five men cost 
an additional $135, the four rehearsals 
in the week $540, the fifth rehearsal 
$475 a week. To gain the old number 
of rehearsal hours per week thus costs 
$1,015 in ** overtime.” ‘For a season 
of twenty-five: weeks there is some- 
thing over $25,000 added to the sea- 
son’s expense. Py 

Now, when Mr. Mengelberg came to 
conduct the National Symphony Or- 
chestra he found he needed a great 
many extra rehearsals to get the kind 
of performances. he wanted. . The 
backers were liberal, gritted their 
teeth, and told him to’ go ahead. He 
has been going ahead _ without too 
much regard to expeitse. To this fact, 
‘probably, may be: most directly traced 
the trouble with the goose ppercnes 
in the beginning. 

In considering the matter of artistic 
results it. will appear that the obsti- 
nate question of rehearsals has not.as 


yet been solved or put upon a basis| 


any more satisfactory than it has been 
this season. Jt still remains the chief 
crux of the situation. The union still 
maintains its demands, and the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Finkelstein’s, warnings, the 
troubles that have supervened, even 
resulting in summons to the police re- 
serves, as detailed in the newspapers, 
have not led to their moderation. The 
more far-seeing have not prevailed. 
The fact is that to secure the ndces- 
sary number of rehearsal hours the 
cost is still prohibitive, even for mil- 
lionaires, and those. worms are likely 
some time to turn again. , 

Every. onlooker, every one familiar 
with the situation, must know ‘that 
both schools of thought in the union 
have the highest artistic aspirations, 
and the onlooker can ‘only. believe that 
these aspirations have been po-~ 
rarily obscured by the ‘visions - of 
shorter hours and higher rates, two 
elements that: aré expected to resolve 
themselves into the one resultant of 
higher pay. It can only be hoped that 
the obscuration will be only temporary 
and that the ideal of the highest at- 
tainable artistic perfection will again 
be allowed to be seen. ‘ 

‘It may be true, as an anonymous 
orchestral player has declared in a 
communication to THE Times,’ that 
many conductors waste time if re- 
hearsals and could accomplish equal 
results in less time with more skilful 
methods, ® It is,unfortunate; and there 
ought to be some way of making those 
conductors mend their ways, or of _put- 
ting better ones in their places.. “But 
with the most skillful much time is 
often necessary, and the finest results 
—which are the only ones wanted or to 
be tolerated — require often “longer 
labor than the present rules .of the 
union allow. 

‘It should never be forgotten that the 
main, if not the only, reason for con- 
tributing the large subsidies hecessary 
for the support of modern orchestras is 
to™insure sufficient rehearsal and 
hence the best possible performances. 
As things are now, the standard 
is definitely threatened. Orchestral 
‘* amalgamation ’’ by itself offers no 
remedy for the danger. 


A tow weeks ago attention was called 
‘in this column to the plight of Maric 
and Eugenie Schumann, daughters of 
Robert and Clara Schumann, who arc 
living. in Switzerland in penury and 
actual want, brought to it by the re- 
sults of the war.

A friend in 
Boston writes: 

** T only asked $5 from each person, 
but kind friends have made out their 
checks instead for $10, $15, $20, $50 
and even $100. At the start I meant 
to ask only twenty people, but nearly 
fifty have replied, many of them un- 
soltcited.’’ 

So it seems that Schumann’s music 
and his name and his wife’s are loved 
and held in remembrance very widely 
in America, and that there af those 
who are grateful, as was siggested in 
this column before, for pleasure de- 
rived from songs, piano pieces, cham- 
ber music and symphonies of deathless

in connection with the conditions under 
which Germans are now living, for they 
are frequently influencedmore directly 
by: these conditions than they are by 
abstract political ideas or by .the pres- 
sure of the ‘Versailles Treaty... To state 
the situation broadly, the party which 
seems to promise the most feasible 
‘policy économic Trehabilitation is apt 
to. re ‘support fron the voters, re- 
gardless of its stand on other: subjects; 
and the ability of the Government “is 
measured, to a considerable degree, by 
the improvement or retrogression of the 
économic situation. This standard of 
measurement is not unusual in America, 
and its. use’in* ‘Germany: at the’ prese.it 
time will not excite surprise. The fact 
nt it is used is of extreme importance. 

It is proper to describe the viewpoint. 
of the average German; but-there is no 
average German. The mass of the pop- 
Lulation, excluding the wealthy and ‘well> 
to-do, must” be regarded as split’ into 
three great categories—the office work- 
ers (Mittelstand), the shop workers and 
their like, and the farmers. These three 
‘groups hevVe different outlooks on life 
becatise of differences in their. view- 
points and in. their ‘abilities to procure 
necessities. “The farmers, of course, 
take their toll. of the food they produc, 
‘and. are the healthiest ofthe lot: the 
manual workers have exerted’ their 
strength through -their unions to. sécure 
additional wages as the cost. of living 
increased; but office workers, minor “of- 
ficials and members of the Drofessions 
are hard pinched.

** After lerigthy and weighty delibera- 
tions upon this matter of the new head- 
gear, ruling powers have had the in- 
spiration to revert to the late Middle 
Ages, rather than to the sixteenth cen- 
tury, as in the case of the mortar-board, 
for a design most flexible and most 
ornamental.

HE fact. that the Port of New 
York is the greatest port ih the 
world is admitted.

Harbor Devélopment ‘Commission know

The 
plan adopted was not chosen as a beau- 
tiful picture or as an ‘engineering 
scheme, but because the data and statis- 
tics seemed to show beyond all question 
that it would meet all the demands made 
upon it, or at least that it would do this 
in a greater measure than any of the 
other plans studied. ‘ 

For the purpose of showing the’.ad- 
vantage that will attend the proposed 
improvement, the humble. potato has 
been chosen as the vehicle. Picture. the 
potato leaving the farm, -unwrinkled, 
sound, and with bright eyes. ‘It,is tossed 
into ‘a barrel, the barrel is placed in a 
freight car, and after a joiting journey 
it arrives in. the break-up yards in the 
Jersey Meadows: These yards are filled 
with freight cars loaded with all-manner 





of merchandise. Engines are rumbling 
about, backing to and fro in such an 
aimless fashion that the passerby might 
think that the movements were without 
definite. purpose. 

There is a-food dealer in West ‘Street 
waiting for the potato. He telephones 
the railroad company and complains bit- 
terly about not getting. it. «'Twenty-four 
hours later the potato is still tucked 
away with its fellows in “the barrel, 
which is. still in the freight car. .. Then 
the car moves into the yard -at Jersey 
‘City, .where the condition is even’ more 
congested, and there is no hope at all 
for the potato to get away.without an- 
other fong wait. Twenty-two hours 
later the potato finds itself on a float 
bound for a Manhattan pier, where it 
arrives in ‘two hours. — Twenty-four 
hours later it is placed on the pier.

dous responsibility and: the ‘results ac- 
complished by the Chief of Steff are 
being appreciated. A review of some of 
the more important of these results 
may, be of interest. 

Sending the Army Across. 

General March is probably more re- 
sponsible dian any other one man in 
the United States, if not in the world, 
for the fect that this country sent to 
France the sgcond miliion men, during 
thé four months of May, June, July 
and August, 1918, which, contrary ‘to 
the most carefully -considered -conclu- 
sions of the military authorities of ail 
the allied countries, as expressed as 
late as the Summer of that year, made 
it possible for the war to be bevapt 
to a victorious end in 1018 instead of 
late in 1919. The consequent savings 
in lives and in money are incalculable, 
and.to General March, the Chief of 
Steff of the United States Army dur- 
ing this period, will undoubtedly, and 
justly, future historians of the Ameri- 
can share in the World War will give 
@ great part of the credit for the eae 
_ achievement.

At that time the officially approved 
military program of this country, based 
upon the recommendations of General 
Pershing, contemplated placing in 
France by Dec, 31,1918, thirty divirions, 
aggregating 1,272,299 troops. 


His Program. Adopted. 

‘When General March returned to this 
country, it was with the conviction thet] 
the shipment of troops to France must 
be. vastly increased at the earliest pos- 
Sible date, and that ft should have. pri- 
ority over everything else. He soon 
recommendei to.the Secretary of War 
and to the President a new and greatly 
‘enjarged military program which con- 
templated that eighty divisions, or ap- 
proximately 2,760,000 men, should ‘be 
shipped to France by June 30, 1919, cor- 
responding to the total American Army 
by that date of 4,850,000 men. This pre- 
gram, which was adopted by the Presi- 
dent and by Congress, and was prompt- 
ly put into effect, provided that 2,350,- 
000 men, as compared with the 1,372,- 
398 contemplated by the previous pro- 
gram, shoud be in Frapce by Dec. 31, 
1918, 

It is not within the scope of this\arti- 
cle to enumerate the almost ibsuperabdie 
difficulties that had to be overcome in 
order to put this program. into effect. 
Suffice it to say, however, that it re- 
quired the e aactment of apenas Fg 
to extend fa die draft ages 
ment, from the extremely sap tes ie amount 
of tonnage ‘thin i) existéneé" in this. 
country end abroad, of nearly three 
million, deadweight tons, the manufac- 
ture of tremendous additional munitions 
of all kinds; thecomplete reorganization 
of the War Departmént in such a man- 
ner as to relieve the congestion at the 
ports which “threatened within a few 
months practically to block ‘ths ship- 
thént of both troops and supplies, and a 
complete reorganization of the General 
Staff of the.army in order to establish 
an effective central confroliing agency 
to: co-ordinate: and contro! all of the/|- 
various agencies and services of the War 
Department so as to eliminate-lost. mo- 
tion and to direct and correlate their 
activities in such a manner as to further 
to best advantage the development of 
the military ages as a whole. 

The execution of the giant task de- 
yolved primarily. upon the Chief of 
Staff, General March. The results ac- 
complished are indicated by the fact 
that on Nov. 11, 1938, the date -the 
armistice was signed, a total of moré 
than two mitilon men had been sent to 
France, of whom more than’ a milifon 
and a half had embarked within the 
preceding six months. No such troop 
movement. had ever been considered pos- 
sible ‘by the General Staff of this or of 
any other. country. Soon: afte? the 
United States entered the war the Chief 
of -the- German.

Even if the soe banks are “hit: hard 
by the moratorium, there is a great deal 
of money in the country and a great 
deal ‘more is‘ being brought here.

ing out their product af full speed, and 
many have not even begun ta grind, for 
the reason that they cannot‘borrow the 
necessary money. Unless we haves dry 
May and June, the crop is‘ bound to be 
short. By the end of January we. shall 
have 500,000 ‘tons less of new-sugar than 
we had Jast year, and this shortage will 
quickly absorb the 200,000-ton surplus of 
old crop from last year. As a matter 
of fact, I believe the production of sugar 

here will be reduced. The beet- 

3 outiook in the United States is 
a8 bad as ours, anil the Louisiana cane- 
sugar situation is worse. Labor te ‘still 
very high, coal is very dear and freight 
and evety other factor thet enters into 
the production of sugar are way up in 
price, and only the price of sugar itself 
js very low.

Moreover, it-is well 
known. by those who have taken the 
“trouble. to ‘inform themselves, that. the 
culminations of the last year are only 
exaggerated repetitions of former build- 
ing labor upheavals, which, while they 
occutred without the accompanying gla- 
mour of an economic crisis, were never- 
theless the outcome of the same forccs 
_'that+so inevitably: produced these latest 
'. scandals, 


The pity of it all is that, as'usual, the 
hard-toiling, plodding laboring man is 
i *inevitably the victim. Himself bewil- 
~ dered by the complexities of .economic 
_ forces that forever seem to crash about 
i” him, his betrayal by his elected leaders 
has left him branded as the outstanding 
profiteer of the war and the protagonist 
of economic unrest. 

Nearly every city.of any size in the 
country is having, ‘and has’ had, ‘these 
disclosures; and while the -echoes. of 
Sam Parks’s depredation seem to be 
the only precedent to which the sensa- 
tion-seeking press can point, those who 
know about. building idbor. evolution of

It is here that we ‘commences yjto get 
“at the root of the trouble, and here that 
we find the same human fallability that 
governs in all other walks of life. The 
fruits “of human greed, domination by 
the seif-seeking, ‘corruption and stealth, 
assert themselves and flourish’ in’ ‘the 
sich “soil” of unaccountability which 
unionism has so fatuously pursued in 
the mistaken belief that by this means 
they were “baffling their opponents.: 

The “cdndition in which labor finds 
itself ‘today proves for the thousandth 
time that certain laxity of method pro- 
duces about @ certain result, and that 
“fll the sentimental appea} to public 
sympathy. for, the. downtrodden, the 
sanctity ‘of labor. and all other high- 
sounding: phrases are merely illusive 
gestures in the face of “the inexorable 
law to which they d6 such violence: in 
their ‘scheme of organization.

policy that many labor unions in the 
past have allowed to flourish.

more stds arrived at the very 
threshold of the realization of its legit- 
‘imate desires, only to find that it is 
freighted down with a fallacious inter- 
nal mechanism that threatens to destroy 
it. ‘ 

Labor ‘always has had and always 
will have ipublic sympathy; but it’ fa a 
far cry from labor, as such, to the cam- 
arilla of leaders that draw from twen- 
ty to thirty thousand dollars a year, 
and, not satisfied with that, must needs 
plunder public enterprise and throttle 
the industrial activities of whole com- 
monwealths, in order to increase their 
‘dncomes. 

Lax Business Methods. 

The public. will not entirely . absolve 
these plain workmen of the rank. and 
file until they take a hand in their. own 
housecleaning. 

Sam Parks, that debonair Robin Hood 
of other years, had a romantic appeal 
that led. some of his dupes to mourn for 
him‘ even after he was behind prison 
bars; and for this. there was some slight 
justification, because, as the most re- 
cent revelations show, Parks was a mere 
*( piker "again to use their parlance. 
But-in later years, a more sinister as- 
sault upon the fundamental moralities 
Was perpetrated when the President of 
a certain union and thirty-eight or so 
of his accomplices were sent to prison 


his followers re-elected him to the Pres- 
fdency. of the union. Again, another 
prominent union has to its discredit. the 
re-election of an official during his term 
in prison for some.crime that could in 
no way be canonized as an act in de- 
fense of his union. 

But if the origin of all of’ this lies in 
lax .business methods that excite the 
cupidity of the corrupt and corruptible 
among the leaders, there is-at least a 
saving hope in the thought of some;form 
of legal regulation of labor union ad- 
ministration ‘which the individual..mem- 
bers ought eagerly to seize upon. Reg- 
ulatory legislation, and the. supervision 
by law .of all finances and.. elections 
-within. the unions would be ‘an. inesti- 
mable boon to labor. if it can only be, di- 
verted from the madness of irresponsi- 
bility that now besets it. 

This idea has nothing to do with the 
scheme so often adyasced of compelling 
the incorporation of unions. ‘Whatever 
the merits or demerits of finding means 
of compelling .unions -to keep. their

An eminent railroad official ‘gives! an 
account of the way’a vote to strike was 
recently jtaken:' The’ men were Called 
together in~a large meeting, and for un 
hour herangued by their leaders. They 
were told that unless they struck. they 
would be discredited, and, after the 
usual denunciation. of the employers, 
the President of the union, in a” state’ 
of excitement approaching ~ hysteria, 
Called upon: the assemblage for a rising 
vote in favor of the strike. A roar of 
approval went up from the assemblage, 
and the presiding officer, in a moment 
of partial quiet, announced that it 
looked like a unanimous vote to strike. 
‘* But,” sald he, “if any, —- —- -— — 
4An the audience: wants to vote against 
the strike, let him come up and write 
his name on the blackboard.” 

One has only to cohsider our public 
elections and the safeguards that are 
thrown about them to realize where the 
present lack of control, system and safe- 
guard among the unions is leading. 

Nor ‘is it to be assumed that all labor 
leaders are corrupt. The supposition to 
make is that every union is largely com- 
posed of men of integrity, who, if given 
a fair and properly supervised: election 
at the union polls, would develop splen- 
did qualities of' conrimon sense. In fact, 
anybody Having | “to déal° with these 
unions kriows that among their leaders 
they still have men of the highest pur- 
pose and incorruptible beyond all ques- 
tion; but the tide of the uncontrolled 
system sets strong against these “men, 
and unless some drastic measure ef pro- 
tection is devised. they will be swept 
out of office as surely as would the de- 
cent element of our Government should 
all restricti6dns on our election laws be 
removed, and the polls left exposed to 
roving: bands of gunmen ‘and guerrillas. 

Through. their lack of internal control 
-and lack of firm and orderly business 
‘administration, the rank’ and’ file ‘of 
union labor is exposing itself to in- 
evitable ruin,: because they are losing 
public sympathy, and without public

With the outbreak ‘of the war, with an 
unprecedented demand made upon it, 
with a sympathetic and fostering gov- 
ernmental adniinistration removing all 
economic barriers from its path, and, 
indeed, frankly espousing, on. grounds 
largely sentimental, ‘its almost whimsi- 
cal demands, organized labor seemed to 
find: itself almost -at the. gates of the 
paradise of which it had always 
dreamed. But the paradise was a mi- 
rage.. Immediately seeming affluence 
turned their heads, almost to. a man. 
The skyrocketing prices of commoditics 
that inevitably entrained on their high 


devilish devices of their supposed op- 
ponents, their employers. Demagogues 
and parasites in their ranks quickly 
seized upon ‘this slogan, and taking ad- 
vantage of the temporary. demand in 
excess of supply, they vied.with each 
other in inciting the men to almost daily | 
demands for more pay, and still more 
pay. The crude fnternal machinery of 
the unions was easily seized by these 
demagogues, and the orgy of corruption 
which ig now. being revealed inevitably 
followed. 


Backward or Forward? 


Thus we have had unfolded before our 
eyes a cycle of union evolution. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the members 
will undertake a “housecleaning, or 
whether they will lapse back™into ihe 
moil that has led to their present sorry 
plight—sorry, because. it is almost cer- 
tain that public approbation is speédily 
being withdrawn from ‘them: If they 
relapse into their old ways, another 
cycle will be ushered in; but it is not 
to be supposed that a supine public will 
again’ stand idly by and watch the re- 
currence without protest. 

After all, the public is the sufferer, 
and while it will endure ‘much in sup- 
Port of the under-dog, a $10-a-day 
mechanic, willing to work -only five 
‘days in the week and represented: by 
a  $20,000-a-year walking delegate, 


transpires that through the machina-

In ‘the revelations. of its own short- 
comings and the opportunities afforded 
for a-‘clean, businesslike internal re- 
construction, organized labor. in the 
building industry ‘today stands at the 
threshold of the greatest ‘opportunity 
that has ever, presented itself. Waning 
sympathy could almost im- 
mediately be revived by Idbor unforiism 
striking from its “body? the. Parasites of 
internal corruption’ and its ‘twin, that 
spirit ' ‘of law defiance which so ménac- 
ingly resembles Bolshevism. ; 

Will the next cycle of building labor 
turn forward or backward? It seems 
trite to say that the unfons hold their 
own destiny in the how of their 
hand, fer -ven such a platitude needs 
further’ definition. Perhaps it would 
be more accurate to say that for the 
first time building trades labor, as now 
unionized dnd controlled, has been 
brought squarely before the bar of pub- 
lic opinion. The quéstion is: Will it 
truly appraise the ‘probation upon 
‘which its system is to be,put by public 
opinion, or will it revert—sha]ll we say— 
to type? 


TRAILER USE INCREASING. 


EPORTS recently made by Ameri- 
cah Consuls to the Department of 
State indicate that the United 

States is far in advance of all other 
‘countries in the use of trailers as an 
aid to highway transportation, notwith- 
‘standing the fact that England was first 
tu adopt the: principle of trailer trans- 
portation. There are about a score of 
trailer manufacturers in Wurope, located 
in England, France, Italy and Germany. 

The United States; with about seventy- 
five trailer makers and probably 50,000 
trailers in uge, leads the world in this 
industry. , . i 

Use of, trailers by the ‘American, 
French, English and Italian armies dur- 
ing and after“the war, and the subse- 
quent sale of much of ‘this equipment, 
helped to introduce “trailers in France 
and Belgium, Trailers are being ¢éx- 
ported in limited numbérs .from this 
country to Canada, the West Indies, 
some South American countries, Eng- 


land, Scandinavia, West and South Af- 
rica, the Philippines and China, 

In the Liverpool district of Englarid 
the demand for trailers has excceded 
the supply. About 300 trailers are used 
in the Marseilles district in France. 
There is considerable demand in Swe-: 
den for trailers for use with trucks of 
three, five and seven tons capacity. Sal- 
vador, in Central America, has imported 
a few’ trailers. A two-ton’ truck and 
two-ton trailer bought by’ a coffee plant- 
er displaced 160 oxen, ox, carts and‘ 
80 drivers. ‘

A. REVISED TURKISH TREATY 





srt New York, Feb. 7,192.

Kemai Pasha’s lgtest demand, if the 
Constantinople correspondent of . Le 
Temps corféctly. reports it, is somewhat 
in liné. with a proposition which madé 
& strong appéal to the British and the 
Americans at the Peace Conferercé.* If 
thé detnand is accepted, not provisional |: 
ly, but-as the definitive solution of thé 
Turkish problem, it might be possible to 
satisfy the Méhammedans of India and 
yet carry out the policy of removing the 
Turkish Government from Constatitinople. 

Mustapha Kemal’s demands is that the 
Consiantinéplé Cabinet be abolished and 
be réplacéd by a specially aceredited 
Angora Council, Angora guarameeing 
the Sultan’s civil list., The Sultan would 
then rémain at Constantinople as Caliph 
of all, the Méhammeédans, but the tem- 
potal power would bé ‘vested in the Gov- 
ernment at Angora.

MRS. HARDING’S JOB 
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What the Wife’ of.

LL of Washingtgn is asking herself 
what the White House Is going to 
mean socially when the family. of 

; the next President is instalied, as 

it soon will be, within. the white 
walls of the historic old mansion on the 
Potomac, which has séen as’ many* 
changés *as a Methodist parsonage, 
Will the Hardings keep open house for 
ithe public and restore the’ free-for-all *’ 
New Year's receptions afd other public 
functions Such as -were, seen in.the old 
days, or will they entertain, no more 
than is actually necessary for reasons of 
State?).. .° : 

Unfortunately, the White House has 
never stood for a solid thing socially as 
do the official residences of the heads 
of. other countries. ‘Its standing has 
varied according to the personalfty and 
the social gifts of the heads of the White 
House households, and the Presidents’ 
wives who have. suryived in| the social 
history of the United States aré few. in 
number. ‘ 

Mrs. Harding knows her Washington 
very. well: indeed and has. a_ general 
idea. at least of what. will be required 
of her.in this way,.and anust therefore 
be somewhat ureasy at “the task: con-’ 
fronting her—that of making herself and 
the’ White House circle a social influ- 
ence’ which: will really count.~ As the 


“country grows in power, lfe in the’ 


Executive Mansion: increases its arbi- 
trary social demands, and .as in ‘all 
capitals, social and official.matters are 
very closely related, it calls for all’ 
the strength and. all the tact which the 
wife of a new Chief Executive pos- 
sésses to literally hold down her part of 
the job. Even in the early days of the 
Republic, the position .of First Lady 
was no. sinecure, and a number of the 
wives of Presidents have given up the 
struggle of entertaining. after a. brief 
trial, pleaded ill health and. turned the 
brunt’ of social. duties over to others of 
their household - [tis not an’ easy task 
te"be mistress 6f the White'House. The 
physical. demands alone are enormous, 
ang as few of the First. Ladies have 
come into’the Executive ‘Mansion until 
after the prime of life it is an undeni- 
able taxon every resource. 

President .Washington laid down very 
strict rules for the social’ conduct of! the 
Chief. Executive, but’ even he did not 
dare to say much about’ what a First 
Lady should and shoyld not do’in her 
own domain. The lack of any set rules 
has-caused untold trouble and’ been’ tie 
source of nunierous satirical anecddtes 
about ‘life. in the American: canital ”’ 
abroad: For instance, during many Ad 
ministrations: the question of.order of 
procedure—that is? the question‘ ef who, 
“by reason of rank, shall precede another 
at the White House , entertainnients— 
Caused many -nervous. breakdowns for 
First Ladies, so that, in the’,Roosevelt 
Administration’ the President, at «the 
solicitation of his wife, asked Congress 
to lay down rules to’ settle’ this long- 
standing question—a rule whith ehould 
hold for the wives of diplomats and of- 
ficials as well as for themsélves, It is 
about the only order of White House 
etiquette set dowri iri black and white. 

Social Mentors, 

Ignorance of the intricacies: of social 
life in the White House 4s in no’ sense 
of.the word. an acknowledgment that 
one’ is unfaniiliar with good manners 
and .sovial customs elsewhere, It. im- 
plies. much. more than the minding ‘of, 
one’s ordinary social-P’s' and\Q’s. “The 
matter has therefore usually been’ ad- 
justed by a-wise selection of Secretary 
:fo the President's. Wifé;’ which'*migot 
yindeed be a Cabinet portfolio, so. im- 
portant a post is it. These:social mentors

Any one who has’ participated in 
these receptions will nev@ forget them- 
the sight of theendless ling: of people 
patiently waiting hour after hour, often 
in blizzard weather, to shake hands with 
the President, and the scene within 
the mansion where scores of mothers 
held up their babies for the President's’ 
yife to caress;-where old people tottered 
away cherishing a flower from the First 
Lady’s bouquet; of a fellow-townsman 
of the President: boisterously greeting 
him as ‘‘ Hank '#or ‘ Bill’’ for the edi- 
fication of the line, Sen 

No matter how humble you were,;, on 
that day. you; were privileged to enter 
thé Executive Mansion as an honored 
guest and shake hands with the Presi- 
dent, greet his wife, the Cabinet. officers 
and their wives, as well as numbers of 
other dignitaries. This function was dis- 
| continueds as being too great a tax on 
the strength of the officia! family, but 
it is probably less of a tax than those 
amenities attending on a campaign for 
office, and the public bitterly resented 
its discontinuanco, . 

‘There are thtee greai receptions—the 
Diplomatic, the Congressional, the Army 
and Navy—as well as a number. of, State 
dinners wWhi¢h” are obligatory ‘social 
functions for the First Lady. They dif- 
‘ter from one another only in the glory 
of their menus. 


It is nét these entertainments which 
make or’ mar the social life’ of ‘he 
White House. They are what they are 
and never change or will be changed.

A trivial thing ‘it seemed to caseshard- 
ened outsiders. Yet nothing. in the world 
was more thrilling to those hundreds of 
hoys. The age-old instinct for the con- 
flict was burning “in their blood. . The 
exulting enthusiasm ‘which had led tribes 
aeons and aeons ago to go ‘out on forays 
to harry and destroy the villages of their 
enemies swept through the college stu- 
cents. The adventure had, of course, 
Feen sublimated.

And her oldest boy had her spirit. 
Despite circumstance he -was carrying:

Time has passed ‘since those two boys 
sat together in the college classroom. 
One of them is a Dean in the largest 
educational institution in the United 
States. He was the sophomore captain. 
Sam, the boy who a few years ago 
walked through a New York ‘Winter the 
sole of his ‘naked foot touching the 
ground, is the head of a large exporting 
firm. He has not forgotten his strug- 
gies nor his college. A little while back 
he offered to give’some of his old pro- 
fessors' jobs if the public insisted on 
continuing to pay them too little to 
maintain life. 


The Boy and the Man. 


. The difference between that shivering 
boy and the effectual, generous man 
that he has become measures a. part of 
the service of the College. of the. City 
of New York to the people of this mu- 
‘nicipality and of this nation, Year by 
~ year 10,000 of the youth and of the ‘men 
and women of this community share in 
the advantages which thia celebrated 
city college makes available. 

And yet today, after nearly three- 
quarters of a century of fine public 
service, it has been seriously proposed 
that the city abandon its college. 


During the 145 years since the Thirteen 
Colonies elected to try the great ad- 
‘venture of self-government two princi- 
ples have constantly animated the Amer- 
ican people. The first was a belief in 
the utter equality of opportunity. We 
lave never practiced completely that 
principle nor for that matter have we 
ever observed without infractions the 
Teg Commandments. But we have be- 
lieved as no other country has ever 
believed in the right of*every man, wo- 
man and child to a fair and equal 
chance in the game of life. ‘The second 
principle we have passionately adhered 
to is that public education is an essen- 
tial. That faith also has been imper- 
fectly worked out in our. institutions. 
But it is at the heart of America. 


Those principles are being applied in 
the College of the City of New York. 
One of the professors was walking in 
lower Broadway. He stopped to buy a 
. Newspaper. A lad of seventeen handed 
him the paper. The boy was dressed 
rudely. A torn, ragged, red sweater was 
his chief protection from the cold. 
Quite, by chance the’ professor caught 
the boy’s eye and he recognized one of 
the students in: an elementary course. 
That accidental meeting led to interest 
and to friendship and the details of the 
price. another aspiring youth was pay- 
ing for his education were learned. 
That boy, too, continued:. He suffered 
the exactions of poverty and of hard 
work, but he completed his work. Years 
later the professor again met the former 
newsboy. -A large philanthropic educa- 
tional institution wag being dedicated in 
New: York. On the platform’ sat the 
rich and the conspicuous.. Among them 
was an engineer of national: reputation. 
lie was one of the patrons of the new 
institution. The College of the City of 
New York had, taken in a stray newsboy 
and turned out a-great engineer, infi- 
nitely better able “to ‘serve his com- 
munity and his generation. 


What Roosevelt Said. 


These experiences are the routine of 
tie municipal college. President Sidney 
ii. Mezes estimated that about 85 per 
éent. of the boys now attending classes 
are working for thelr own support while 
they ‘are in college. In the general 


college no fees are charged, while in the: 


special comrses the éxpense is so small 


that few are deprived of the opportu- 


nity of ‘education. Why, it has been 
asked, howeyer, should the city do this? 
Why not rely on the charity of public 
apirited citizens to provide for public 
higher education? These questions have 
beén put to the city authorities. I went 
to the” college to get an answer,, Presi- 
dent Mezes has his reply, @ reply sup- 
plemen ed-in.an  tamaroetins and impor:

only: in elementary but also in. higher’ 
education.”’ . 

Presitient Rocnevelt continued : ** Noth- 
ing is more distinctive of our American 
Republic than the fostering care which 
‘through their representatives the people 
have assumed over the education of all 
the citizens in the primary matters and 
of all those who care to go beyond the 
primary matters in those additional 
branches necessary as prerequisites for 
the attainment of leadership.in the great 
professions. In all this our people have 
surely been very ‘wise. Education as 
given in the schools and colleges cannot 
of ifself fit us for good citizenship. But 
the lack. of it would assuredly render us 
unfit.”’ b 

President Mezes looked at the matter 
from a similar angle. He said: ‘The 
United States is an audacious. experi- 
ment in government, It seems easy now 
because, it is successful, but men looked 
with great. misgivings and doubt at the 
adventure when it was begun. Our na- 
tion has succeeded, I think, because at 
all times it has been able to enlist the 
services of trained leaders. If we want 
striking examples of how self-govern- 
ment fares in a land where the people 
are untrained we have only to turn to 
Russia. The difficulties that the Rus- 
sians face are undoubtedly largely due 
to the ignorance of.the people. We 
might make the same observation of the 
Latin-American countries south of the 
Rio Grande. Their constitutions com- 
pare favorably with ours. Their actual 
government does not because of the ab- 
sence of schools.. Education, higher edu~ 
cation, is essential to the working of 
democracy.”’ 

“ ‘Why not rely on privately endowed 

institytions?’’ Dr. Mezes was asked. He 
responded : 
**If education is essential] to democ- 
racy, then it ig a public duty to educate. 
On broad grounds, and this must: be 
said with: discrimination and without 
criticism of others, an institution of 
higher learning is responsible to those 
who provide its funds. 

“I do not mean that there is con- 
scious conformity to the wishes of bene- 
factors. That would be an unjust impu- 
tation. . But much more generally it is 
true that in the building of educational 
institutions directors have unconsciously 
in mind the sources of their support. I 
think, therefore, that it {s a fine thing 
for this college to look to the city for 
support. It means necessarily that the 
welfare and that the needs and desires 
of the people will control ita develop- 
ment. That is very important in a de- 
mocracy. 

Students Number 18,000. 


‘There is:another reason, not less 
important. It is this: Without the Col- 
lege of the City of New York, thousands 
who would lack college education ‘are 
enabled to obtain it. The liberal college 
charges no fees. It is as free as the pub- 
lic schools, Every resident of this com-. 
munity who is properly qualified. has 
the right to demand entrance.

* During this year the college with its 
various branches is reaching some 18,000 
students. Itis giving the boys who come 
through the public schools an open op- 
portunity for sound training. If this 
college did not exist thousands would he 


deprived of higher education. When an 
‘intelligent. boy passes through his grades 


in ‘the public schools his teachers ‘natur- 
ally suggest that he continue on through 
college. But without a free municipal 
institution that would be @ vain hope 
for the great majority of those who 
come here. 


**T do not think that the value of this 
to the city can be computed. But an- 
other almost equally great service is 
rendered. We now know that such a 
thing as mental second wind exists. 
Thousands of people go to a certain 
point in the schools and then drop out. 
They appear in youth to have reached 
the end of their abilities. Then they go 
to work. Something in the experience 
of life opens new capacities and they 
are again ready for education. 
evening classes and special courses are 
available for them. Some of the most 
interesting work this college does is 
found there. Grown men and women 
retrieve what they thought were the lost 
opportunities of youth.” 

At this point Dean Frederick B. Robin- 
son, Director of the so-called extension 
activities of the college, intervened. He 
said: 


*“* One of the first students in our eve- 
ning classes was a man well along in 
life. He is the secretary of a large or- 
ganization in the Wall Street district. 
He began classes in 1909, and eight years 
later, at the age of sixty-seven years, 
he won his A. B. degree. More than that, 
he was awarded his Phi Beta Kappa 
key, and that means high scholarship in 
this institution, where few awards are 
made, and where the comretition is 
een. It was a great thing for that man 
te get,.as he approached age, the oppor- 
tunities which cnce were available only 
during youth. 1 won't mention his name, 
kecause it would be unjust to him. The 
corporation of which he is secretary was 
so pleased with his performance that on 
his graduation day he was given a 
handsome increase in -salary.” 

That also is a great adventure for a 
man of 67. But President Mezes. con- 
tinued : 


“The mortality of the secondary 
schools is. enormous. The. evening 
schools salvage that waste of human 
ability. New human energy is. made 
available. The very first student in the 
evening classes was &. man who had 
eacaped education during his youth. He 
supported, his family and got his train- 
ing in the evening classes of the Col- 
lege of the City of, New York and he- 
came an engineer, Later he became a 
member of the. Faculty. When the World 
War came he left us ‘for military 
service. - 
as an army engineer. Unfortunately 
when the war was over he could not 
come back to us because of the low 
salaries’ paid professors. He could not 
with justice to his family. continue at 
such ‘a small income. But without the 
college neither the nation nor the city

hewsboys, some are clerks. ‘Any labor 
which young people can perform they 
“ge doing. 

** There is, moreover, another tmpor-: 
tant aspect of the matter. This is a 
polygiot city. Perhaps half of the pop- 
ulation is composed of people of foreign ' 
birth and parentage. No agency of: 
Americanization is so effectual es is: 
this college. We get studente of foreign: 
birth or extraction in large numbers. . 
The students who come to us are picked’ 
for their special abilities... They have 
survived the great: test of the public 
schools. They are trained here intensive- 
ly.. They become a part of ‘the great 
stream of American life. © They go out 
as leaders: among their own: people. 
‘They are the interprettrs: of America. I 
know of no other way-in which this 
work could be performed «so success- 
fully. 

-"“ There is a digoredié intellectual qual- 
ity about the work here. Students don't 
enter this College because they aspire to 
be great athletes or to join clubs to 
which their fathers belonged. They 
come ‘here for intellectual discipline, and 
not to win social prestige. They are, 
therefore, mentally a picked and hardy 
lot.’’ 4 

Dean Carleton L. Brownson spoke. up. 
“A committee of scholars every year 
conducta a competitive examination 
among schoolboys who excel in the 
classics,” said he. ‘We have just held 
this year’s examination. The boy who 
won the first place will come to the 
College of the City of New York if he 
is enabled to go to college at all next 
year. When he comes we shall have the 
winners of the last three years in this 
institution. Other colleges might have 
attracted them, but actually they came 
here. It shows the serious quality of 
the work.’’

‘completion at Times, Square .in_ the 


transformation of the well-known Knick- 
erbocker. Hotel into an office. building. 
It ‘was just about nine months:ago that 
James B. Regan made the announcement 
which came as a, distinct surprise to 
thotisands of New Yorkers..that the 
hotel, after a life of fourteen: years, 
would -be tlosed and’ prepared for com- 
mercial. pyrposes. At the end of May, 
3620, the hostelry ceased to cater to the 
comforts of. guests ‘and the daily 
habitués who ‘made the café with its 
Old: King “Céle) mural’ painting. famous 
among the long line of ‘cheerfyf resorts 
in’ New. York history. . Since hat time 
wotkmen have. been busy tearing out all 
of the splendid fittings whieh imparted 
an aristocratic atmosphere to the place 
in keeping with its honored name. It 
has cost ‘practically. $1,000,000.to trans- 
form the fine hotel into a thoroughly 
modern high-class office building, and 
at the offices of the Vincent. Astor es- 
tate it was said yesterday that the 
structure: would positively be ready for 
tenants by May 1. 

In this connection mention shoula be 
made of the similar. change which has 
overtaken the old Manhattan Hotel, a 
few blocks east in. Forty-second Street, 
which was taken over on: a long lease 
by the National City. Corporation. in 
June last year, and which is also about 
to be opened as an office building on 
May 1, making it one of the important 
structures pa the Grand Central business 
zone. 

The Kuicberbocksr Hotel was always 
a popular hostelry, and jts old name, 
fortunately, has been retained, for in 
its ‘commercial. career it will, be known 
as the Knickerbocker Building. Judging 
from some of the leases recently, made 
there and the’ rumors of other large 
ones pending, it seems evident that the 
demand from a purely business stand- 
point to get within the Knickerbocker 
walls ig as great as was the case when 
{ts appeal to patrons was made on 
more personal grounds. Of the fourteen 
stores which have been placed on the 
Broadway ‘and Forty-second — Street 
frontages only. four are now. available, 
and it is expectéd that they will be 
taken ;before’ May 1. The space set 
apart for six stores, comprising the 
southeast’ .corner of , Broadway and 
Forty-second: Street, was leased last 
week’ by the National Drug Stores Cor- 
poration for a.period of two years at 
an aggregate réntal said to approximate 
about ” $3,000,000.

of the old hotel: main entrance, fronting 
about 84 feet, and a frontage of 44 feet 
on Broadway. The Ammediate corner 
store, laid out-on the plan with: a front- 
age of about 20 feet on both Broadway 
and.

Judg- 
ing from the asking price fer the ground 
floor space in the Knickerbocker Build- 
ing, and tenants will pay: very close. to 
those figures, somewhat: more. than 
$300,000 will be returned in annual rents 
for all of the store space. On the 
assessed\yalueé of -the property, $4,100,000 
for this year, it represents a shade more 
than 7 per cent. The value of the build- 
ing is doubtless greater tnan its assessed 
value, which was increased by $240,000 
over the 1920 figures. Above the ground 
floor there are fourteen floors of offices 
to rent, so that it is very apparent .that 
the decision of Vincent Astor and his 
advisers to remodel the building so that 
it: might bring in a better return than 
was being received as a hotel has been 
an eminently wise one from the financial 
viewpoint. 

The arrangement of the upper floors 
has varied in many respects. On some 
floors the original room arrangement 
has been closely adhered to, providing a 
large: number of small’ offices, -but at 
the convenience of tenants the interven- 
ing walls can be taken out and large 
space provided. The typical floor plan, 
for instance,.for the fourth, fifth, sixth, 
seventh and eighth floors has. thirty- 
three separate rooms, but, owing to the 
large sizeof some, they appear as 
thirty-nine distinct offices. The rentals 
for these rooms range from $600 to 
$3,300. Four offices on the extreme 
Forty-second Street section are reserved 


‘bfér rental in entirety at $5,500. For the 


immediate corner room, ‘overlooking 
both Broadway and Forty-second Street, 
$2,500 is asked. It contains 456 square 
feet, making the rate close to $6 per 
square foot. For the large rear interior 
office baek of the elevators, containing 
663 square feet, $3,300 is asked. The-of- 
fice space rates on the upper fleors, ac- 
cording to locality and size of offices, 
are based on prices of $3.50 to $5.50 a 
square foot. Other floors haye been ar- 
ranged in large space areas and a half 
or the entire floor may be taken. A 
considerable amount of the office space 
has already been leased, among the fu- 
ture tenants being lawyers and insurance 
companies. 

The property, while owned by Vincent 
Astor, has been incorporated for its 
new uses in the name of the Knicker- 
bocker Forty-second Street Company.

The human. side of farm life hasbeen 
sadly neglected in the: United States, 
while millions of doliars,ha've been spent 
on .the economic, produetion or. agri- 
cultural -side, with. the result that no 
further progress in the way of produc- 
tion, which-in the final analysis is. de- 
pendent upon the happiness and con- 
tentment of the people, need be expected 
except through proper attention to the 
sociological aspect of the ‘question, ac- 
cording’ to’ Dr. C, J. Galpin, in charge 
of the “‘‘ Farm Life Studies” -of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. He spoke yesterday at, a luncheon 
of the Canadian Club in the Hotel. Bel- 
mont on ‘ The Housing, Educational and 
Social Surroundings in. Our Rural Dis- 
tricts.”"- He was introduced by Cass 
Gilbert, the architect, who presided. 

There is a ‘need at this time, Dr. Gal- 
pin said, 6f an art symbol to take the 
place of the plow and hoe in pictures. 
‘* We need something that, when we see 
it, will give us an emotional idea of 
the productivity of the soil rather than 
the toil which produces it,’’ \he said. 
‘* Art. will interest the people more than 
the economic side because it appeals to 
the emotional.”’ 

Dr. Galpin discussed the human side 
of ‘farming, to which the Department. of 
Agriculture. has been devoting some, at- 
tention during the last two years. Along 
with the economic or agricultural side 


the human side must be déveloped, 
mei ote to..have a complete whole, he 


Says Farm Hands “Are! Human. 


The labor shortage on the farms is a 
problemi whose solution. has been  at- 
tempted purely from the economic. side, 
Farm hands, the speaker said, are hu- 
man beings after all, ‘We ‘must. learn 
that labor is not a commodity, but that 
the farm hand is a man with a soul, a 
man with an ambition, a man who wants 
to work up to a tenant and then to be 
a.landjord. He is not thinking only in 
the terms of wage, but of sweetheart. 
wife, home, which is the same thought 


that keeps-all people going 
Dr. Galpin said that a farmer is like 


st{/any other man, he As not always at his 


best, he has his ‘‘ off days,’’ and the 
problein is to keep him up to his work. 
There are -many things that interfere 

with his work. Worry because of the 
fllness of his wife or some member of 
the family, Dr. Galpin’ said, is one of 
the most fruitful causes of.a let-down in 
farming. In the cities: we have hospitals 
and medical attention close at hand and 
through these facilities one may know 
in a few minutes whether there is any 
cause for worry over the condition of 
a loved one. 

It is not so in the country, where the 
nearest’ hospital or physician may be 
miles away. The farmer’s whole health 
machinery is one that has not received 
any attention, while thousands of dol- 
lars have been spent’ in’ attention to 
the health or ee of the cattle, 
swine, &c. Dr. Galpin’ said that if he 
had his way he wo have 2. base hos- 
pital. convenient to every farming cor- 
munity, where all needs of a medical ne 
ture could be provided with east 
loss of time. .This, he asserted, would 
do more than anything else for increased 
production. 


_ Value of Community Life. 

These problems of the farm, he said, 
are just as susceptible of analysis as 
any dther element in farming. The 
farmer at present has no community 
life, said Dr. Galpin, -who" pointed out 


2|that he has no power to levy a tax for 


things he cannot afford today, but 
which could be passed on to later gen- 


erations, as city dwellers have. The 
farmer has no Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen ‘to carry’ on. civic improve- 
ments for him as the townspeople have. 
Dr. alpin urged increased educa- 
tional facilities, more’ modern housing 
-the ‘creating of'a spirit of com- 
munity interest between the farmers 
and the town or village where they did 
their trading. The mixing -of the chil- 
dren of the town and country, he-..said, 
would be to the benefit of both as tend- 
ing to give all a better. poise and ap- 
proach in the business world. 
“The housing situation,”’ he said, ‘‘ all 
over the country is most favorable and 
optimistic and that despite the issues 
of the Sunday newspapers, some of 
which have been damnable. One from 
Roston had a story headed’ ‘A Woman 
Whom God Forgot.’ This was supposed 
to be a story of farm life and a reason 
why girls wanted to escape from the 
furm. It should have been 
it had cost a million dollars. 
_ ** Unrest on the farm is not, a matter 
of the farm. It is a human. matter. 
Provide for farm communities, the so- 


‘| ¢ial and éducational advantages which 


the cities and even smaller towns have 

and you will.cure unrest. One. of the
